INTRODUCTION. 

r Vim Western India States Agency was constituted on the 10th Oeto- 
^ ber 1924, by lire amalgamation of the Cutdi, Kathiawar and Patan- 
pnp Agencies, each of which was formerly a separate Agency under the 
political Control of the Govern meat of Bo in bey. 

The (Juteh Agency was established by virtue of Article 19 of the 
Treaty of 1819 (Salute States No. IV); and was abolished as a separate 
Agency in 1924 from the date on which the constitution of the Western 
India States Agency came into effect.' But the formal Agreement em¬ 
bodying this abolition (Salute States No, XXI V r ) was no I completed 
till 1925. 

In 1863 Kathiawar was divided into four districts or ** pnuits ”, 
styled Southern, Northern, Eastern and Western respectively,, and 
European offices were appointed to these districts to superintend the 
administration generally t and more particularly to try iutor-juriadiction.- 
al cases and offenders who hud no known Chief, or who were under petty 
landholders unable to bring them to trial. At the same lime, the Chiefs 
pi Kathiawar were arranged in seven classes^ and their powers and the 
extent of their jurisdiction were defined. This class systemwhich used 
to regulate the precedence of the Chiefs in Barbara, proved inconvenient 
in practice and was abolished in 1925. In 1873 the divisions had been 
again reconstituted and the old geographical names Jhaluwadj Gohelwad, 
Sunith and Hahn- restored to the prants But in 1923, consequent

on the reofganiaatiou of ill© Kathiawar Agency, tlie four M prants Tf 
were amalgamated into two divisions, Sorulh and Halar becoming the 
Western Kathiawar States, and JhalawXitl and Gohtdwad becoming the 
Eastern Kathiawar Ski ten. In 1927 these design at ions were changed 
to Western Kathiawar Agency and Eastern Kathiawar Agency. 

Tito design ation of the Pahmpur Agency was changed to Banna 
Kaiitlm Agency in 1925* 

The Western India States Agency includes IT Salute States* all of 
which are in direct political relations with the (rovermnent of India 
through the Agent to the Gayei'iibi-®hei'd, Western India .States. 
These are (in provincial order of precedence) (1) (hitch, (2) Junagadh, 
(3) Hawamigar, (4) Bhavnagur, (5) lWbnmkr, (6) Dhrattgadhra, 
(7) Palau pur, (8) Kadhanpur, (9) Morvi, '(10) Oonchil, (11) .’Fair abaci, 
(12) Wankaner, (13) Palitana, (14) Dhml, (15) Limbdi, (16) Rajkot, 
(17) Wadliwan. The political charge of the non-Salute States and petty 
TalnkaSj ami the supervision of the Thanas* are in the hands of the 
Political Agents of the lianas Kantha, Western Kathiawar and Eastern 
Kathiawar Agencies, who are subordinate to the Agent to the Governor-

3 he Eulers of all the Salute States have unlimited civil jurisdiction. 
In the matter of criminal jurisdiction, they have full powers, except 
that they cannot try British Indian subjects for capital often res, without 
the permission of the Agent to the Crovernot-Iicmu'Hl* nor exercise any 
j urisd i ction over Jht rop m n a f inc 1 ud i u g E uropenn 15 r t ti&h sub] gets, 
Americans* Government servatltw and other BritiHh subjects* The Chiefs 
of uon-Sai ute jurisdictional States have civil and criminal powers more 
or less restricted* There is no right of appeal to the Agency against 
such decisions us are within their own powers, but their proceedings may 
he called for and reviewed on suspicion of injustice, 

live area of the Western India States Agency* exclusive of the Kami 
of (hitch* is about 34,893 square miles, 32,328 square miles of which are 
under the Agency* about 1,245 square miles are under Barodu, about 
1,298 square miles are under the Collector of Atimedahnd, and about 20 
square miles form the Portuguese possession of Bin* The population, 
according to the Census of 1921, is 3,545,648, 

The average annual revenue of the Chiefs, calculated on figures 
supplied by them in 1926, was Its. 4,81,85,373. The tribute and other 
collections amount to Its. 11,95,59543-11. They fall under the fallow-

By the 4th Article of the Treaty of 1805 with the Gaekwur {see Tart 
XI, lian.jcla, No. XII) it was stipulated that a portion of the subsidiary 
force, for which the, Treaty provided, should proceed to Kathiawar when¬ 
ever there should be, a real necessity for it, the British Government being 
1 he judge of the necessity. At the beginning‘of the nineteenth century 
it was discovered that a ramsiderable portion of the Gnekwur 8 revenues 
depended on the realisation of tribute from Kathiawar, which was 
annually collected by a military expedition. 

Two obvious evils were inseparable from this Mulkgiri system, 
which was a special idnmu tenstie of the Mahrattn Empire, The injury 
done to the country by the Mulkgiri army was out of all proportion 
greater than the amount of money realised by it; and the absence of 
any civil government g$ve opportunity to the prosecution of intestine 
tends. 

in December IHO'i the Chiefs of Chit.al, deipur, Afendardn, Kundla, 
Joria and Morvi applied for British protection, and ottered T on certain 
conditions, to cede Oieir estates to the British Government ; but the offer 
was not accepted. In 1807 the British Government derided to associate 
themselves with the Gaekwur in enforcing his tributary rights in 
Kathiawar: and a combined force of British and Baroda troops entered 
the country. Before the mi try of this force, circular letters wore 
addressed by Colonel Walker, Itesident at Barodu, and by the Gaekwur, 
to twenty-nine* of the principal Chiefs, explaining to them the object 
that the British Government had in view—“ to effect a permanent and 
amicable settlement of the Gaekvvar Moolukgeercu tribute, which they 
earnestly desire to see fixed and determined on principles of moderation 
and justice, and at the same time to me the conntrv relieved from the 
advance of an army which, however friendly, must always occasion 
detriment,*' The intention of the British Government was at first, in 
many eases, nusunderstood; but, when these misumlevstundings had been 
removed* the Chiefs readily entered into the engagements proposed to 
them.

Owing to the peculiar tenure of property in Kathiawar, tile number 
of ettgageriieiite cilndy^I* instead of being 29 only m at first expected, 
amounted to. no fewer than 16#*; and this number was afterwards largely 
increased as deserted estates became settled. I m Kathiawar, except 
among the leading Itajput families, the property of the father is sub- 
divided among the eons, and the mhdiyj&inn becomes more complete as 
the families descend in the scale of wealth and importance. In Kathi 
States Ihe custom was to divide; but in 1897 Government decided to 
apply the rule of primogeniture to Jasdan, ami hi 1902 to Tirana Devli, 
Vadin and the estate of Vain Vajsur Valera of Baga&ra all in the Western 
Kathiawar Agency. In 1908 it was extended to all Kathi jurisdictional 
estates, and in .1904 to all jurisdictional estates, whether Kathi or not, 

I lie rule was, however, viewed with disfavour by some estates: and in 
1908 it was decided that, in future, each case of .succession, whether in 
Kathi or other estates, should be decided on its merits. Among the small 
proprietors the practice of subdivision continues universal, the eldest 
non in some cases receiving the largest share, and enjoying certain 
privileges as the head of the family. The possessors of these shares and 
their descendants are called the " Bhayad/’ or brotherhood, of the 
principal Chief, They claim the same powers in their estates as the 
Chief, paying their contribution of ilia general collections made in the 
country, and frequently claiming the right of u separate settlement of 
their own account. There is another class called “ Mulgirassias/ 7 or 
original owners of villages, who find come to terms with the Chiefs who 
had estahlisbcd sway over them, and by surrendering a portion of their 
lands had retained the remainder us Gires, or hereditary lauded pro¬ 
perty, subject to the conditions of military service and tribute. From

There are no authentic lists of the Chiefs with whom the engagements were 
made, except the schedules attached to Colonel Walker's reports. The li^t given 
oi page 2!t2 of Mr. Hughes Thomas’ collection of Treaties is incorrect, and appears 
to have been borrowed from n list of the Kathiawar Chiefs submitted to the 
Bombay Government in 1842. Column 7 of the statements which form Appendices 
Nos VI, VII and VIII indicates those of the Kathiawar States with which Colonel 
Walker made engagements, which remain to this day and have not been absorbed 
in other States. 
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all such could fesiablMi their right to u separate settlement, separate 
agreements were taken. 

The permanent Engagements concluded (No. L) were of two kinds* 
for each of which separate security was taken. The first form was 
called 11 fVel Zaihin y> j and was a security-bond providing for the gene¬ 
ral peace of the country and the protection of the possessions of (he 
British Government, the Peshwa and I he Gaekwar. This engagement 
was signed by the Bh&tf of the Chief, ami for the faithful performance 
of its terms counter-Becurity was taken from, some other Chief, so m to 
establish a chain of responsibility, making each Chief answerable for his 
neigh hour. The second kind of engagement was for the payment of a 
fixed tribute in perpetuity; and for this security was given renewable 
after ten years. When the Chiefs paid no tribute to the Gaokwar, the 
engagement of the first kind only was taken, 

Disregarding merely verbal differences, the. TV el Zamin bonds may 
lie divided into five main classes: — 

L Those (No, I) in which the Talukdar bound himself to abstain 
from annoying merchants and travellers, and to give them 
guards until they left his territory; but was not liable for 
compensation for robberies or for the production of the 
thief. 

2. Those (No. IX) in which the Talukdar was responsible for com¬ 
pensation. tis well m the production of the thief* 

3* Those (No. Ill) in which the Talukdar was responsible for 
compensation or the production of the thief. 

4, Those (No, IV) in which the Talukdar was responsible for 

highway robberies absolutely, and no reservation was made 
regarding the production of the thief. 

5, Those (No. XIII) in which the Talukdar undertook that, if the 

tracks of any bad character entered the lands of any village 
of his Taluka, he would carry them on to another Taluka, 
or become responsible in any way that Government might 
direct.

The Chiefs of Palitgnn and Lathi do not appear to have keen called 
upon to give formal security in tins way. The Chief of Nuwnmigar is 
believed to have executed a bVel Zamin hand in 1807, but: neither the 
original, nor a copy of it, m for ih coming. The Chief of J aim-bad 
(Janjira—wlm was not tributary to the (tack war) did not execute any 
bond. Tlu> Chief of Painnpur executed u hand tor the payment of tribute 
to the Qaekwnr in 1809, similar to those given by (he Chieis of Kathiawar, 

After these engagements were cone haled, a Memorandum ’(No. V) 
of the engagement was given to each Chief under the guarantee of the 
British Government, The settlement® made in 1807 were based upon the 
stale of things existing at the time, and this is the period to which all 
enquiries in disputes regarding lands or hereditary rights in Kathiawar 
are limited. 

The principle of the T'Vel Zamin 1] bonds was developed later; for 
^instance in 1821*22 (No. XIII) when, under arningements with the 
Peshwa ami the (luekwar, the British Government harl acquired exclusive 
authority in Kathiawar; and again in some instances so late m 1850. 
Til all 147 bonds, coming Under the general designation of IV el Zamin, 
were taken from the same number of Chiefs, anti are still in existence. 

It is remarkable that, in all the arr:rngeinent^ of 1807, (lie rights of 
the Peril w a in Kathiawar were overlooked. The Onekwar was entitled 
to the greater part of the Kathiawar tribute, not in bis own right, hut in 
his capacity of farmer far the Peshvva. Yet the engagements concluded 
were drawn up solely in the (lank war's name. The Pewit was consent to 
the settlement was never asked, nor was he even informed of what had 
been done till 18M, after the Oaekwar^ lease had expired, mid the 
disputes arose between the Peshwa and the Gnekwar which ended in the 
murder of Gangadhar Shaatri. The British Resident at Poona then

H It is to be noticed that the (JtWcmment of India entirely doelino to regarvl 
these bonds as treaties or AgrmMmts covering all their political relations with 
the States of Kathiawar; they have boon authoritatively pronounced to 
ho nothing more than a formal record of the local lumtoim prevailing at the 
time of their execution and of the obligations width usage had imposed upon 
the Chiefs who became parties to them. The Governor-General in Council Wm 
Accordingly derided, with the cornu mown of the Secretary of State, that the 
responsibility of t|m Kathiawar States for mad robberies Is governed, not by 
the terms of these bonds, but by the u Mail Robbery Rules ' 1 promulgated in 186ftf 
and since Amended an 1885. 
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delivered a draft agreement* to the Peshwa, explaining the nature 0.1 
the engagenieote which had keen made, aud requiring him to tor poet 
them* 

But In this draft agreement the mistake wae made of describing tli.O 
engagements as settlements for ten years, whereas only the collateral 
security bond was renewable after ten years, the settlements being in 
perpetuity. The Peshwa did not assent to this draft agreement and 
presented another* to he substituted for it* Besides these, several other 
proposed engagements were exohangedi in the gOnrse of' the negotiations, 
hut no final agreement was norma to, till the discussions were ended by the 
Treaty of 1817 (ww YoL YI1, The Peshwa, No, XV). Article 1 of this 
oederl to the British Government all the Pesljwu's rights in Kapiiawar* 
Si nee tin‘.Agree urn ut of 1820 (soe Part 11. Bamda. No. XV (J1) with the 
Oaehwar, by which he engaged to send no troops into Kathiawar and 
to make no demands on the province except through the British (jovern- 
meat, the supreme authority in Kathiawar has been vested in the. British 
t bmvminetil alone; firs! in its own share acquired under the Treaty of 
1817, and secondly in the (ruekwarT share by virtue of the Agreement, 
rd : 1820. In Amreli, however , and the other portions pi Kathiawar 
iimlihled in the term **'Punch Mahals- n § which had come under the 
direct rule of the Gaekwar, and in Okhanmndal, which, after its con- 
quest by the British Government, was ceded to the (lackwin by the 7th 
Article of the Treaty of 1817, the internal management h conducted by 
the officer^ of the (liekwar* 

The Kathiawar Chiefs, partly from their pecuniary embarrassments, 
and partly from their weakness and mh suin’!i vision of their jurisdictions, 
wera incapable of acting up to the engagements which bound them to 
preserve !he peace of the country and suppress crime: and eventually, 
in 1881, the British Government decided to establish a criminal court 
of justice in Kathiawar to be presided over by the Political Agent aided 
by three or four Chiefs as assessors, far the trial of capital crimes in the 
estates of Chiefs who were too weak to punish such ofieimes, and of 
crimes committed by petty (chiefs upon one another, or otherwise than 
in the legitimate exercise of authority over their own depone tenia. But, 
w ith this exception, no magisterial interference iu the adinnmfcrntjon of 
the territories subject to the various Chiefs was exercised by the Political 
Agent. This arrangement, which was slightly modified by Kathiawar 
Criminal Court Uules framed in .191 ft, continued until the 10th October 
i 124, w a c a th e entire ad on ni s tru t i on of just i e e was reorgu n i se d i a iul, 
in addition ip the existing Chief Court of Criminal Justice, the Judicial 
Commissioner was invested with the powers of a High Court, except in

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crmniial proceed i rigs against European British subjects mid persons 
jointly r-barged with European British subjects. 

The investigations made at the settlement in 1807 revealed the fact 
that the Kajput tribes in Kathiawar, more particularly the Jadejas and 
Jethlvaa, were addicted to the barbarous practice of female infanticide: 
and Colunel Walker was instructed to endeavour to induce the principal 
Chiefs in Kathiawar to hind themselves and their followers to renounce 
the crime. He succeeded in persuading twenty Chiefs and their Bhuyad, 
including every Jadeja Chief who enjoyed the smallest separate iniisilit- 
fion, to .feign an Engagement (No; VI) binding themselves under penalties 
to prohibit infanticide, and giving the British Government and the 
Gac Invar the right to punish offenders. The Engiigtuueiit comprised 
within its obligation every Judeja family inhabiting the peninsula of 
Gujarat, Violations of the Engagement occurred, and in some eases its 
formal renewal was demanded, Arrange merits for the suppression. of 
infanticide among the Jadejas of the Pahmpur Agency were made in 
1818* and hi 1827 these were formally confirmed by an Agreement (No, 
XIV). The evil was also very prevalent in Outeh, where vigorous 
measures were taken for its suppression, special provision being made 
for this in the Treaty of 1819. In 1834 the British Government issued a 
pmdamotion to all the Kathiawar Chiefs, reminding them of their 
*eUgagemeuts and declaring their intention to punish persons guilty of 
infanticide in such manner as might he conducive to the complete 
suppression of the practice,. The proclamation was renewed in 1838, 
It anew ed Engagements were taken from various Jadeja Chiefs of (hitch 
in 1840 (No, XV), 1842 (No, X VI) and 1846 (No, XVII): mid in 1853 
the Agreement of the Jade j as of the Palau pur Agency was renewed (No, 
XXIII). The continuance of special measures for the prevention of 
female infanticide was decided to be unnecessary in Cuteh in 1891, and 
in Kathiawar add the Palnupur Agency in 1899 : and they were accord¬ 
ingly discontinued, 

Special efforts were made in 1808 to suppress the pirates who infested 
the neighbouring seas: and, in that year, Agreements were made with, 
the Chiefs of Juuagadb (No. VII), Por bandar (No. VIII) and Nawa- 
nagar and Jpriyu Bandar (No, XX), by which they undertook to renounce 
piracy and their rights over wrecks, besides agreeing to allow admission 
into their ports of the East India Company*s vessels and subjects, for 
the purpose of trade and commerce. It is uncertain whether the Chief 
of Bhavnagar signed a similar agreement; but, ns the Hillers of Bhavxm- 
gar had for many years taken great pains to destroy piracy, it is probable 
that khs hostility to. the pirates was too well known to make any engage¬ 
ment with him on the subject necessary.* A number of the early

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treaties and agreements with Catch also contained clauses for the fgppxefl* 
Sion of piracy, 

Iis 1846 Engagements were made to exempt from customs duty vessels 
driven by a tress of weather into the ports of 1 unagadh (No, XIX), 
Nawanagar (No, XX) and Bhavnagar (No, XVTIT), Fresh Engage¬ 
ments (No, XXI) were made in 1849 by the Chiefs of Jvuiagadh, Nawa¬ 
il agar, Blmvnagar, Porbandar and Jafrabfcd, from which, however, 
vessels belonging to Cuteh were specifically excluded, on the score of 
npn-reMprocity, But in 1851 the ttao of Outch [who had, in 1840, issued 
rules {.vce Part II, Uarwla, No, XXIII) exempting from the payment of 
duties vessels which, while trading between Boro bay and Sind, were 
driven into his port of Mandvi through stress of weather j published 
a fresh set of rules (No. XXII) which eventually led to the extension of 
the Engagements of 1849 to include Gulch vessels, signed in 1878 (No. 
XXIV) by the Chiefs of Juuagadh, Nei wan agar, Bhavnagar and 
Por bandar. 

N’otwitp^tandi«g all. efforts to reform the administration of Katina 
war, there was at first little improvement hi the condition of the country 
The social and political system of the province was described ns a system 
of sanguinary boundary disputes., nmiders, robbery, abduction, arson 
and outlawry. Although about eighty of the petty States, which existed 
in 1807, had been absorbed in other States, yet, from the constant sub¬ 
division of possessions by inheritance, the number of separate jurisdic¬ 
tions*' rose to four hundred and eighteen, and in ibe majority of these 
the jurisdiction claimed was over two villages, one village, and often a 
fraction of a village. 

In the reorganisation of the admiiiistratum nf Kathiawar that took 
place in 1868, no special provision- was made for the hearing of Giraa 
cases, or those in which lauded estates held on a semi-feudal tenure 
were involved. If a case fell within the jurisdiction of a Chief it was 
heard by him; if it foil beyond his jurisdiction, it was heard by the 
Political Assistant; but it w&f? not the practice to interfere in oases which 
a Chief, in virtue of his jurisdiction, was competent to bear. The effect 
of this was to deprive the Mulgirassins of the right of appeal against 
their Chiefs; and in [867 it was decided that the Mulgirassl&s were 
entltpd to look to the British Government for enforcement of the obliga- 
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iion in the la el Zamin bonds of 1807 which hound the Chiefs not to; sei?:e 
lands, 

l o give effect to this decision it was at first proposed that Giras cases 
should be heard by « court composed of si Jndieial Assistant to the Poli¬ 
tical Agent, assisted by the kurbharia of the Chiefs as assessors. 
This arrangesent, however, was regarded with disfavour by the 
Chiefs: and, after much discussion, during which the Chiefs were 
alfi »wed every opportunity of representing their views, a 'scheme wm ex- 
peri mentally introduced, providing for the survey of estates and the 
settlement of the rights in land of the subordinate Mulgirnssins. The 
Itajasthanik Sabha Court was also established for the decision of questions 
in dispute between Mnlgirassias and U hay ads cm the one hand and the 
Chiefs on the other. The Court was composed of a British officer as 
president, and six members who were chosen by Government out: of a list 
of twelve names submitted by the Chiefs, Of these six members the 
president chose two to sit with him as assessors, and either party to a 
dispute had a right of objecting hi one of flic members. Buies* were 
drawn up to regulate the working of the Court, 

The Rajusthumk Court; was abolished in 1899, After the abolition, 
of the Court the following procedure was adopted in regard to the disputes 
relating to (liras and flaks between the States of the old classes I to 
IV and their Ifhayads and ifulgirassias. The Bhuyads and the Mill- 
■ girassias exhausted their remedies in the States 1 Co arts and then submit¬ 
ted their applical ions or appeals against the State II uzmr Courts' deci¬ 
sions to the Agent to (he Governor, who dealt with them as political oases 
in liis own court, referring them, if necossarv, to the Judicial Assistant 
for hearing and report; but the final order was passed by the Agent to 
the Governor. Parties dissatisfied with the derisions of the Agent to the 
Governor appealed to the Governor in Council, Bombay. The same 
procedure is now followed vrutafi# nmtnndis, appeals against the deci¬ 
sions of the States and Taluk as being submitted to the Agent to the 
Governor-deheml, who refers them, if necessary, to the Judicial Commis¬ 
sioner for hearing nr report, A further appeal from the appellate 
decision of the Agord to the Govern or-Genial lies to thfe Oovei;tim- 
Generai in Council, 8 

As regards cases arising in States below the old class IV, fresh Rulest 
were made in 1898, by which the Judicial Assistant was authorized to 
bear and dispose of them with the aid of two assessors to be appointed 
from among those mentioned in the list maintained for the purpose. 
All decisions passed by the Judicial Assistant were required to be 
countersigned by the Agent to the Governor in Kathiawar. These rules 
were superseded by revised Rules 11 in 1920, Under these Buies, (he

Eastern Kathiawar Agehcy, have been empowered -to hear and dispose of 
such eases with the aid of two as&itjjsors. Appeals against the Political 
Agenda decision lie to the Agent to the Governor-Genera] in the States 
of Western India, whose decision is final. 

In 1830. a Notification (No. X) was sent to all the Chiefs of Kathia¬ 
war, regarding the passage of opium through their territories: and in 
1821 they were required (No. XI) to purchase opium. 1 ’ needed for retail 
sale, from the Government store. They agreed to both these require¬ 
tire uts : and the Chiefs of the Palau pur Agency, who also received the 
former notification, recorded their agreement to it in 1822 (No. XII). 
ft, was found, however, that the Kathiawar Chiefs had not adequately 
fulfilled t heir engage men is : and fresh rules, to protect Imperial interests, 
were laid down in 1878. The consequent agreement wi \d signed by only 
a few of the minor Tnlukdars of Kathiawar. though it was accepted by 
all the States in the Palnnpur Agency (Nos. XX \ I and XXV 11) in 
1879. The other Kathiawar Chiefs submitted a representation to Qfcv- 
erniuoiit, claiming to be allowed to cultivate and luainifheture opium 
and to receive opium frofii Government duty-tree. These claims were dis¬ 
allowed* The Government of India ruled in 1881 that the British 
Government had always exercised the right of levying a duty on opium, 
and that the prohibition of the cultivation and manufacture of opium 
was of long standing and had been acquiesced in by the States of 
Kathiawar, and must, continue. The pass fee, however, was reduced, 
Government reserving the right to raise it should the States not loyally 
cu-operuto for the suppression of illicit traffic. Tile leading States then 
proposed certain modifications in the rules. They would have hud the 
effect of precluding the British Government from raising the paws fee 
and reducing the draw'hack. These n)missions were refused, hut the 
States were in 1881 permitted to purchase opium in the Bombay market. 

Itules to regulate the sale of opium in the States ol Kathiawar were 
finally sanctioned by the Government of India in 1899; they are now 
required to buy opium from the Rajkot depot. 

The State of Cnlch never entered into any agreement regarding 
opium ; but a State Act of 1878, revised in 1908, prohibits the cultiva¬ 
tion, manufacture and export of opium, and regulates the import of 
opium required for consumption in the State. 

The general Agreement of 1879 was modified by separate Agreements 
taken from Palanpnr and Itadhanpur in 1892 and 1897 respectively. 

Two of the Estates in what is now the Eastern Kathiawar Agency 
undertook (the Chief of Paldi in .1822, and the Tlmkuis of Jhinjhuwada, 
of the Rasani and Melani branches, in 1824) to abandon their claimg 

* The poppy seema never to have been cultivated in Kathiawar, 
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on certain local salt-pans in consoleration of an annual cash payment: 
ami hadlianpur in 1840, and Wao (now in the Balias Kanta Agency) in 
1848, concluded Salt Agreements, mention of which is made in the narra¬ 
tives specified; but no general arrangements for the regulation of the 
manufacture of, and trade iu, salt were made with the Kathiawar Chiefs 
until 1888, in which year Agreements were taken from them. These 
were of three hinds: the first (No, XXXI11) executed by the Chiefs of 
maritime salt-produeing States; the second (No. XXXI V) by the Chiefs 
of noil-maritime salt-producing Mates: and the third (No. XXXVI) by 
the Chiefs of those States that were neither maritime nor salt-producing. 

Of the second kind, the Agreement entered info by the State of Dhianga- 
dhra (No, XXXV) contained a special clause permitting the manufacture 
of Vadugru salt at the Kuda works; while that concluded by the Chief 
of Bajana (No. LX) was signed, in a different form, in 1891). The ltao 
of Cuteh also entered into a separate Salt Agreement in 1885. The 
general effect of the three lands of agreement concluded with the Kathia¬ 
war Chiefs was to bind them to fake such measures for the protection 
of the British salt revenue as were required by the local situation 
and circumstances of their States. It was subsequently decided 
that, in the case of uon-maritime and nori-aalt-produoing States, 
if was unnecessary to insist on the observance of the .third article of their 
“ agreement* which provided for the sale of salt by licensed vendors only. 

The special clause in the Dhrangadhra Agreement of 1883 was after¬ 
wards modified, by a fresh Agreement concluded in 1900. 

In 1924 the Dhrangadhrn State was permitted to export Ghassia. and 
Baragra salt to foreign ports and in 1920 to export Baragra salt to 
Bengal and Burma: its right similarly to export, Ghassia salt is (1930) 
under discussion. In 1928-39 the Nawanagar, Morvi, Bhavnagar and 
Forbaudar States were, in supersession of the Agreement of 1883. also / 

permitted to export by sea to Bengal, Burma and foreign countries 
Ghassia salt produced in their States: and rules to regulate the export 
were drawn up* 

In 1854 the Kathiawar Chiefs engaged to suppress the adulteration 
of cotton practised by traders within their districts; and in 1864 they 
agreed to abolish transit duties. In 1885-80 the oppressive impost on 
trade known as “ Deslidatt ” was abolished in the States of Nawanagar, 

Junagadh, Waukaner and Wndhwan, 

For man y ***** % southern districts of Kathiawar were exposed to 
the depredations of hands of Waghers, who plundered the Gaekwar’s 
Mahals and created a widespread feeling of alarm throughout Kathiawar, 
tn 1867 a large band of these outlaws was dispersed W a small British 
force: and in the same year a local corps, composed of contingents from 
several of the firnt-clase States, was formed under British officers, to 
assist the Chiefs in the maintenance of order. This corps was called the 
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FetWal Sibandi of the Kathiawar States. It wan disbanded in 1873; 
but the services of British officers had to he lent on several occasions 
subsequently for the suppression of outlaws and d aha its: and in 1890 
all the Kathiawar States signed a Convention (No. LI) with a view to 
securing efficient co-operation in the suppression of dakaiti. Depreda¬ 
tions by bands of outlaws occurred between 1890 and 189*?, and in the 
latter year supervision by British officers was introduced* The outlaws 
were completely suppressed by 1894, though the supervision of a Euro¬ 
pean officer in Wan leaner State was not withdrawn until 1899. 

Until 1885 the police duties in the Kathiawar and Palanpur Agencies 
were discharged by the Guekwar^s Contingent; but in that year the 
Contingent was disbanded and replaced by Agency police* On the in¬ 
auguration of the Western India States Agency in October 1924, these 
local police corps were placed under the Superintendent; of Police* 
Western India States Agency* The cost of the force is met by a subsidy 
from Hie Gaefewar in lieu of the Contingent, by contributions from the 
thanas aud civil stations, and by the shore which is paid to Government 
by the Jlmagadh D&rbar in return for the collection by Government of 
the tribute called i( Mortal hi ? \ 

The first railway built in Kathiawar was the extension of the Bombay* 
Baroda and Central India lines, on the shied art! gauge from A limed aba d 
to Viramgain and the Khanigora salt; works, ami on the metre gauge from 
Yirnusjghm to Wadhwan. The Chiefs of Wndhwan, Lakhtnr, Bajana and 
Pntdi, through whose territory the line passed, made over the required 
lands free of cost, though without executing any formal agreement: 
and in 1874 ceded (No* XXV) full jurisdiction over the railway lands. 

In 1879 the States of Rhnvnagar and 0orula I entered into a mutual 
Agreement (No. XXVIII) for the construction of a railway from 
Bhavnagar to the Wadliwan terra inns of the Bombay, Baroda and 
Central India Hallway, with a branch from Dhole to the town of Dliornji 
in the Gomlal State* This line, at first known as the Kathiawar State 
Railway and afterwards us the Bhaynagar-Gondal Railway, passed 
through territory belonging to the Gnekwar and the Chiefs of lunagadh, 
Lirabtli, Wadhwari, Ohuda, Vain, Bantwn, Lathi* Jetpur and Kofcda 
Pitlia, all of whom gave the land required free of cost, though without 
executing any formal agreement. They also ceded all criminal jurisdic¬ 
tion over the line* The terms of the engagements executed by Baroda 
(sea Port II, No. XXXI), Junagadh (No* XXX) and Bhavnagar 
r\Vj XX'XU differed slightly from those agreed to by the others (No. 
XXIX). Oivi11 \i riadictid j i was Hot trn nsfe rrcd; but it was subsequent1 v 
arranged that any suits brought Against the proprietary States or Taluk as 
should be heard in the Agency Courts. Baroda accepted this tentatively, 
and Bbavuagar was the only State which (in 1881) entered into a formal 
Agreement (No. XXXII) on the point* In 1885 sanction was accorded 
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to A project put forward by the Nawab of Junttgadh for the extension of 
ttu. 1 Hliavnagar-Gomlul flail way to his port of Verawal: mid Ju&fgadh in 
I88(i, and Gondal in 1887, ceded (Nos. XXXVII and XLV) full criminal 
and partial civil jurisdiction over the lino. In 1889 the States of 
1 orbandar and do mini jointly constructed an extension from Dlioraji to 
I ojbandar. l<ull civil and criminal jurisdiction over the lands occupied 
by it bad been ceded in 1887 (Mo. X EitV) by these States, as well as by 
NttWhnagiir, tImtupli whose limits tire line also passed. In I89(i the 
States of I unagadh, Bhavnagar. Pot'bnndar and. don dal made a joint 
agreement under which the management of -flic Rliinnagar-Goiuhib 
■I umigadh-Porbandar Railway was vested in a Uonrd of Control. The 
combined system of working, however, produced friction, and in 1911 
it was decided to dissolve it in favour of separate working. From that 
date the 1unagadh, Hlmvnagar and Gondal Darbars themselves under¬ 
took the management of their respective railway systems. The separa¬ 
tion of the interests of the dim dal am! Porbandar State Railways was 
effected in 1919: and the management of the Porlmndar State Railway, 
winch had been allowed to remain with the Gondal Railway administra¬ 
tion, was restored to the Porbandar Slate in 1924. 

Ill I.88*i the Mom Darbar coanected its capital with Wodhwan, by 
a narrow gauge railway. Full criminal an ,I civil jurisdiction over’ the

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Si n oe th e j i t h ere h ave been in an v exte 1i si otj a 'u n d a d d i \ i (m a to th e r a 11 - 
ways in Kathinwar, involving* cessjoii of jurisdiction, to flu British Gov¬ 
ernment . These are mentioned separately .in the narratives of the Stales 
and Agencies concerned: the only one involving a general cession being 
the conversion to metro gauge, by the Morvi Durbar,- of the narrow 
gauge railway between \Vadhwau and Rajkot. hull criminal and civil 
jurisdiction over the lands occupied by this line was ceded in L905 by 
Dhmngudhra (No; DX V) and. Witdh’vvun (No, 1/XI) and the bastern 
Kathiawar Agency Chiefs of Lakhtnr (No. LXIY), Sayla (No. LXII) 
and Mnli (No, LXIII). 

Prior to 1905 the States had to con tribute their share of the cost of 
police employed by the Government ol India on railways passing* through 
their territories. In that year it was decided to renounce all claims 
against Durbars for the maintenance of British police on railways in 
respect of which jurisdiction had been ceded to Government. Certain 
States in the Western India States Agency claimed a refund of amounts 
recovered from them towards the cost of British police on railways, 
constructed since 1905 , in respect of which jurisdiction had been ceded: 
and in 1926 the Government of Inilia refunded sum a aggregating 
m 2 , 22 , 598 . 

In 1917 the Rulers of the maritime States of Junagadh, Nawunagar, 
Porbandar and Morvi agreed to an arrangement abolishing the customs 
line at Viramgam and governing the customs duties on the trade passing 
through their ports; and the line was accordingly abolished; Difficul¬ 
ties subsequently arose, and negotiations failed to solve them ; with the 
result that the line was reimposed iu 1927, but with certain modifications, 
whereby the maritime States are allowed to collect and retain, on speci¬ 
fied conditions, some portion pi the customs duties levied by them on 
articles intended for export across the Viramgam line into British India, 
handing over the balance to the Government of India.

a leper, and debilitated in all bis members, we, J hare) a Bawajee^ni Ivooer hfuthoo, 
zemindars of Gondiil (the custom of female infanticide having long prevailed in 
our caste), do hereby agree, for ourselves and for our offspring, m also we bind 
ourselves, in behalf of our relations and their offspring, for over, for the sake of 
our own prosperity, and for the credit, of the Hindoo faith, that \ve shall from this 
day renounce this practice ; and, hi default of this, that we acknowledge ourselves 
offenders against the Sircars. Moreover, should any one in future commit that 
offences* wc shall expel him from our caste, and be shall be punished according to 
the pleasure of the two governments mid the rule of tlie Shatters.

Tra^lation of a Notification sent by Captain Eabnewell, Political Agent 
in Kattywak, to the Chiefs of the Province of Kattywar for Publica¬ 
tion within their Respective Territories, with the endorsement of some 
consenting to act accordingly* — 1820. 

Shree Durbar proclaims to all the people that Captain Barnewell, the Political 
Agent in Kattywar, has sent us ti nofcdieatiou, which is published for your informa¬ 
tion. 

The Political Agent will address a penvammh to me about the Showkar’s 
opium passing through my territory, which will contain the quality and quantity 
of the opium, and whether it is contained in baskets, leather pots, boxes or carts, 
as also the place where it will he stored. 

A register containing the names, etc., of the perspne who bring opium to my 
town and villages dependent to it and sell it, and of the purchasers, should he 
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kept. On enquiry by Governments should auy one fail to produce a regular register 
or if any one conceal the real amount sold, a du ty, at the rate of one Eupee per each 
a eer shorty will be charged and recovered from the dealer. 

The duty on the opium covered by a pass will not be much* Ibis arrangement 
has been made by Government with a view to prevent opium being exported at 
any of the seaports. 

Should any opium be brought on carts, camels, bullocks, vessels, or by any ot her 
conveyance without a pass, the opium, with the conveyance will be cunfiseated 
in payment of the fine* A third part of it will be paid to the person who causes 
it to be seized, or who points out the smuggler with certainty, Qftd the remaining 
two parts will be paid to the Talooktlar or Zemindar of the place where it was 
seized, and if it be seized within my talooka the same will be given to me. 

Should any person keep or cause to be kept concealed any opium which has 
been smuggled as above, the opium will be seized for the offence, and an amount 
double its value will he recovered from him as fine. A third part of the whole 
will be paid to the informer, and the remaining two parts to the lalookdar or 
Zemindar in whose limits it may be seized. If it be discovered within my territory 
the same will be paid to me.

Translation of an agreement entered into by the Jharejas of Santul- 
pore for the Suppression of Infanticide, dated Cboitro Soodh 2nd 
Sumvufc 1883, 3rd March 1827. 

It being reported that the murder of female children is still continued among 
the Jharejas of Santul pore and Charchut, and as this custom is wicked, unnatural,, 
and forbidden in the Hindu shatters, and as it is the anxious desire of the British 
Government that a custom so degrading and revolting to humanity should be 
suppressed, and that arrangements should be made to restrain the Jhareja brethren 
from the commission of this crime in future, also that satisfactory assurances 
should be given to that effect, we, Kulli&n Sing, Maun Bing, Bowajel and Wukut 
ding, the sons of Moolwajee, and Nathojee, the son of Httjjajee, etc., with the 
whole of our brethren, hereby declare that since Humvut 1875, A.Ih 1818, when 
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Captain MeMurdo mads arrangements for the suppression of child murder at 
Bhotij, uo one has destroyed his female offspring in our taluka ; that fifteen 
daughters of our, family are now living, and we with true hearts engage to ensure 
the observance of this contract, and that no one* including all our brethren, shall 
again commit this crime in our taluka. Wo engage also when any daughters are 
born to us to communicate the same to the Karkoon at Santulpore for the Infor¬ 
mation of Government* and in order that the births be registered. If any one 
among our brethren should violate this contract by the murder of his daughter 
or daughters in our tahika, that man shall be considered a crimina l, and we engage 
to make Government acquainted with the fact and his name, and if kc do not, 
we have violated our engagements to Government and are offenders. 

A precisely similar engagement was made on 9tli June 1827 with the Jharejas 
of Chad chat.

Renewed Engagement entered into by the Jhareta Chiefs of Kotor* under 
date the 23rd March 1840, renouncing Female lNFANTiOfi>E r -1840* 

The writing of Jhareja Ratiebjee, Chief of Kotara, is this:--In the year of 
Satnwut 1875 (A* D. 1819) there was a Treatv made between the Durbar of Kutcii 
and the English government. In the 17th Article of that Treaty it was stipulated 
that we* the Jharejas, would uo longer destroy our female children; and in 
B.umwut 1891 (A. IX 1835) we renewed oar engagement to the Durbar on this 
subject* Now the two governments have no confidence in the fulfilment of our 
engagements; therefore we have been summoned and required to consider the 
following arrangement 

Article L 

An accurate account of all the sons and daughters born in the B hay ad shall be 
rendered yearly to the Durbar according to a set form* 

Article 2* 

Whenever a newly-born child is destroyed among the Bhayad the Chief shall 
give information to the Durbar, within the space of fifteen days, in order that 
the murderer may be visited with punishment by fine or otherwise. If the Chief 
conceals any instance of the crime, or neglects to take such measures m are sure 
to prevent its concealment from himself, and information of its having be*n com¬ 
mitted reaches the Durbar from another quarter, then the Chief himself shall 
submit to be heavily fmed* It therefore behoves the Chief to take good precau¬ 
tions and whenever it is ascertained that the wife of a Jhuroja has been pregnant, 
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and the child la stated to have been bora prematurely, or to liave died naturally, 
in such case four respectable men aha 11 take cognisance of the tacts, and their 
verdict shall be reported to the Durbar within fifteen days* 


Article 3 > 

The Durbar will keep the amount of all fines indicted under the 2nd Article 
in a separate fund, out of which a&shtanco will bo given to any poor man who is 
marrying his daughter, on a representation of the circumstances being made by 
the Chief, 


Article JL 

One or two Mehtas from the Durbar will go round the country and when they

I, Hofchec Koomirjec, of Burra Bundra, write that there was a Treaty made 
between the English and Hutch Government in the year Sumwnt 1875., A* 1). ml9, 
in the 17 tb Article of which all the iffifcreja B hay ad agreed not to destroy their 
female children ; in that agreement the whole of the tribes concurred; therefore 
the Durbar many times has reiterated its orders, hut we from our foolishness did 
not agree to tins ; but now Moonshee Gobi Mahomed came to our village to make 
the census, and we would not, according to the custom of the country, allow him 
to take it. This was on our part a great fault ; there fore the Sircar sent on us 
ten Mohsul sowars, and we went and prayed for pardon of our ofieqce from the 
two SivcejLf, and agreed, according to the agreement of all the JTnirejas, to keep 
our children alive according to the four paragraphs written underneath 

Article i,

bo rendered yearly to the Durbar, according to a sot form, 

Article 2. 

Whenever a newly-born child U destroyed among the Bhayud the Chief shall 
give information to ike Durbar within the space of fifteen days, in order that the 
murderer may be visited with punishment by fine or otherwise.

Translation of an Engagement entered into by Jhareja Kenoariee, 
of Rhoah, on the 7th May 1840. 

Jhareja Kongarjec, of Soomrcc Rhoah, writes thus Because in 181 & the 
British Govemmea- made a Treaty with that of His Highness the Bap, and in 
the 17th Article it was agreed that infanticide should not be permitted* and to 
this effect t gave a written agreement; again in A.D, 18S3-34, on fcttis account 
J gave a written paper to the Durbar; but the two Governments not having 
full faith again, in 181^40, took from me a fresh writing ; and now to make 
enquiries the two Sircars have summoned me to Bhopj, when all the above written 
papers and the written notice sent by Bir J. Malcolm in 1329-30 were all read, 
and regarding the 2nd Article of the Agreement of 1839 10, I was questioned, 
when it appeared that it was not altogether fulfilled, whereas I could not make 
any excuse, I requested pardon, and petitioned that I would take certain mea- 
aaroa to see that the following arrangements were duly carried out, viz : — 

Article 1* 

i skilful midwife, such as shall be approved of by the Durbar writers I will 
always entertain as a servant, and she will every two months travel through nil 
the villages belonging to my clan, and come and inform me of the number of 
women in labour and the number of months, that she and I may be able to give 
an account to the Durbar writer when he comes round* 

Article 2. 

Whenever a premature birth shall occur this midwife will inform me of it, so 
that I may keep a correct account of it and of those who are in child labour* 

Article 3. 

Thus, as is written above in the 1st Article,, the account of women in child 
labour being kept, after nine months I will cause inquiry to he made, and take 
great care about it and not neglect it; if after this any neglect should bo apparent 
on my part the two governments may take any measures that will satisfy them. 

Article 4* 

1 will keep a strict regia ter of ell male and female births, with such witnesses 
and explanations of all deaths caused by disease, etc*, as will be satisfactory to 
the Durbar Agents. 

Article 5* 

From the form of the births and deaths of children which the Durbar sends 
annual I v for, the two Sircars observe that more deaths from disease occur amongst 
the females than the m ile children, and that sufficient care and protection is not 
afforded to the former and on this account desire, greater cautiona ; therefore 
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1 will take every possible means as a boy e, and by every other way endeavour, 
so that it may be certain the female infants will be carefully nourished amongst 
the brethren of nyy tribe so that it will be apparent to the two governments. 

Article 6. 

Sliovdcl any of tire wives of my brethren go abroad or into any othei country, 
or to the homes of their fathers* and there have female infants and put them to 
death* this will not be on ray head. I only answer for what may take place in 
my country. 

Thus having in view as written in the above Articles, together with the former 
engagements, I will be answerable that great care is taken, so that should any 
difference exist, and the arrangement not bo sufficient, then the two governments 
arc masters, and shall make what arrangements they choose, and such shall be 
binding on me.

You state that Ci there is a difficulty regarding the duties 
leviable on boats passing to and fro from Bombay to Sinde, or elsewhere, which 
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aTP obliged by stress o£ weather or other cause tc touch at any of my Bunders ; 
that injury is thereby done to facility of traffic; that government has taken the 
case of such boats under its favourable consideration ; and t hat the Han of Ivuteh, 
to meet the wishes of government, framed certain regulations ou the subjec , 
dated 1st December 1840 ; that a copy of these regulations was forwarded to me 
in a letter dated 17th October 1844, in which 1 am informed that it is to my credit 
to make arrangements for preventing obstacles being thrown in the way ot persons 
navigating boats, and that if T could make regulations at my Bunders similar 
to those which are in force at the Bunders of Rutch it would he pleasing to gov¬ 
ernment and beneficial to my own interests.” You have asked me to reply to 
this letter. I am most willing to pay every consideration to the wishes of govern¬ 
ment and anxious to benefit the interests of my country, and f have therefore 
now sent a copy of the regulations in question to the Blinders of Mowa and 1 olaja 
that they may he enforced. I have also given a copy to my mootsuddee at this 
place, with instructions to act accordingly.

according to the said arrangements, I shall not collect the sea customs on vessels 
belonging to the Sircar and to the different ports in Kattywar that may happen 
to come to my Bunders on account of stress of weather; but Ilia Highness the 
Rao of Kutch having only agreed to exempt vessels belonging to Knrraehee and 
Bombay from the payment of these customs, and not those belonging to other 
ports, 1 shall be obliged to pay to Mm the duty on such vessots of my Bunders 
as may be driven into ports belonging to Kutcli by stress of weather, and for 
this reason I shall also levy the same on vessels of Kutch agreeably to my ancient 
custom.

A vessel driven into Mandavee, etc,, under the circumstances above detailed, 
requiring such repairs as will involve the necessity of landing her cargo, a time 
wilt be fixed under which the repairs must be completed, and the cargo re-shipped, 
when no duty will be charged, provided that during that time no attempt be 
made, either by the tindal, the owners of the boat, or their accredited agents, 
to defraud me of custom duties by the surreptitious sale of any portion of the 
cargo. 


Rule 5, 


A vessel driven into Mandavee, etc,, under the foregoing circumstances, and 
being found unsea worthy, her cargo may, within a specific time, be transhipped 
free of duty charges. 


Rule 4, 


Should a boat be driven into Mandayee, etc., at the close of the season, and 
be compelled to lay up for the monsoon, security must, in the first instance, be 
given for the full amount of customs on the whole cargo, when the goods may 
be landed and warehoused at the expense and risk of the owner or tindal of the 
vessel; the original invoice of the cargo, or an authentic copy, shall be deposited 
with the custom authorities; at the opening of the season the goods must he 
re* shipped on board the vessel which brought them, unless she be proved unsea- 
worthy. 


Rule 5, 


Should it be proved that the tindal or owner of a vessel driven into Mandavee, 
etc., attempt to defraud the custom authorities of duty by the sale of any portion 
of the cargo, or should they, without satisfactory reason, fail to sail within the 
period assigned for the completion of the repairs, duty will be chargeable on the 
full value of cargo ; or should less be re-shipped than was originally landed, or 
any portion of the cargo have been opened, and a most satisfactory explanation 
of the cause for so acting not be given, duty will be charged on the whole cargo. 

All perishable or damaged articles may be sold, under the sanction of the 
custom*house authorities, on payment of the usual duty. 

Rule fi. 

Vessels driven into Mandavee, etc., under the circumstances already set forth, 
and strictly observing the rules now laid down, shall be allowed to depart on the 
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payment of five comes (5) only ; but the infringement of any one of the rules 
now established, either by the tmdal, the owner of the vessel, or any one of her 
accredited agents, shall involve the penalty of payment of duty on the value of 
the cargo. 

Previous to pumshing the breakers of the law now promulgated their case 
must be reported to me for consideration, the offenders in the meantime pro¬ 
viding approved security for their appearance to answer any charge that may be 
preferred against them, in default of which they are to be retained in confine¬ 
ment.

Agreement e n tored into by fche Jkare ja Chiefs o f BAn ru h pore and 0 1 1 arch v t 
with Major J E. Kkllv, Political Bupekintknoent of PaIillinpouk, 
for the Suppression of the Crime of Female Infanticide within their dis¬ 
tricts, dated the 18th June and 15fch August 1853. 

The Honourable the Court of Directors having remarked that since the year 
1845 the females of the Jhareja tribe under twenty years of age continue to be 
much less in number than those of the male sex uruler that age, and required in¬ 
formation on this subject; and we having been requested by you to enter into an 
engagement for the purpose of saving our female children similar to the engage¬ 
ment entered into by the Jam of Ndwamiggur on the 25tb of February 1812 ; 
we write to say that we well know that it is a great sin, to kill an infant, and that 
the murderer thereof will go to the deepest hell, for so it is written in the sinister ; 
this we know. Moreover, the Sircar has sent us books on the subject of infanticide, 
in which there are many quotations from the shaster to the effect that there is 
no sin equal to killing a female infant. No one, therefore, should he guilty of this 
sin, but should save his infant daughter ■ this is true religion, and we. therefore 
willingly agree to the following arrangements for the preservation of our infant 
daughters, which are to be binding on us for ever, viz,— 

Article 1, 

ff v ■ 

Every Jhareja living id Bantu 1 pore and Oh archil t to whom a daughter may 
be born, shall immediately give information to the Karkoou belonging to his 
district, who will enter the child in the list kept by him, from which the yearly 
returns are framed, The .-number of biTths which have occurred during the vaer 
will with ease be ascertained by these means. 
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Article 2, 

In tEe event of any Jhareja’s daughter dying, information is to be given to 
the Karkoon in charge of the district, who will make every p roper enquiry into 
the cause of the death and enter the cause of death in the list. 

Article 3. 

Should any female infant of tender age die, its body is to he shown to four 
of the most respectable people of the village, but of different castes, and the cause 
of death must be ascertained as far as possible, and stated in the proceedings of 
the inquest, which must be sent to the government Karkoon, after which the 
body may be buried : without this precaution the body must not be buried. No 
Jharejaa am to be allowed to assemble on the punohayot. 

Article 4. 

Should any Jhareja’s infant daughter fall ill, information must be given to 
the government district Karkoon, and the cause of the illness mentioned to the 
Karkoon, that it may be noted by him in his list. 

Article fh 

In the event of any female infant dying, and being buried without acquaint¬ 
ing the government Karkoon and assembling a punchayut to ascertain the cause 
of its death, then the party guilty of the infringement of this agreement shall 
submit to such punishment as government may decide- 

Article fi. 

As above written we will abide, and make no dispute hereon. Whoever shall 
offend and plead ignorance of the above engagement aw an excuse to escape punish¬ 
ment, he must not be listoned to, as all have been made well acquainted with the 
contents ol this engagement. 

Article 7. 

In the event of the government Karkoon being engaged in other business 
else where and unable to attend, then the Chief of the horsemen on the tkauna 
will be consulted, and everything arranged through him 

[n this way we have, of our free-will and consent, and being in possession of 
all our faculties, entered into the above engagement, and we have given, as per- 
mutual security for the due fulfilment of the above writing, the undermentioned,

Wherefore wc hereby agree that wc will in future allow to KutcK vessels driven 
into our ports by stress of weather the same, exemption from customs as is granted 
hy I Lie Highness the Rao in the abovenamed regulations.

Opium Agreement with Palanfuk,—3870. 

Whereas the British Government have prohibited tho cultivation of the poppy 
and manufacture of opium in my State, and hare made mw arrangements for 
the retail sale of opium since the 1st October 1878 in Gujarat, and have agreed 
that they are prepared to permit me to v import, free of duty (Ra, 650 per cheat), 
the amount of opium required by my State for bond fide home consumption and 
have promised to grant me full compensation annually for any diminution of 
revenue caused by the loss as sources of income of transit duties on opium, and 
ceases on the manufacture and exportation of the drug, and whereas the full duty 
per chest will be paid by the local vendors and consumers and will form part of 
the revenues of my State ; I hereby promise and agree that I will use every effort 
to completely put a stop to the illicit importation of opium, and that I will not 
allow opium legally obtained by me under the opium rules to bo sold at a less 
price than that at which it is retailed in British territory, and it is understood 
by me that the British Government reserve the right of withdrawing this privilege 
and of charging the full opium duty in case of any proved wilful violation of these 
berms, but such privilege will not be withdrawn on account of isolated cases of 
smuggling. I

I Lis Highness the Hawaii Saheb of Junagad, recognising the rights of the 
Paramount Power and the duty incumbent on the. Chiefs of Kathiawar so to regu¬ 
late the production of salt in Kathiawar for the consumption of its inhabitants 
that no salt produced in Kathiawar may be conveyed into the British districts

That no salt shall be imported-into his State by 
sea from places outside Kathiawar, except salt which has paid the sail tax of the 
British Government, and is covered by a British ravana. 

■h That his administration will he responsible for the observance of the above 
conditions by all classes of Ms subjects* That he will prevent, to the utmost 
of his ability, the export of salt from Kathia war by land either into another foreigr 
Slate or into British India. 

5. That he will not enlarge or make any material change in the existing sail 
works, nor open any new work or salt source in his State, nor permit any salt 
work or source to be altered, enlarged or opened, without the previous consent 
of the Government of Bombay, obtained through the Political Agent in Kathia¬

6, That the salt works and salt deposits within his State shall at all times ho 
open to the inspection of the Political Agent, or the Assistant Political Agent;

1 A Police officer of the. Police force or Sibandi of any State bolding a Par- 
wana or Sanad of liis State, may in the limits of any other State arrest any outlaw, 
murderer or dacoit, whose name is published in the Rarbar Gazette of any State, 
or in the Kathiawar Agency Gazette. Such notified criminal shall be at once 
taken to the village in whose Limits he was arrested and the matter reported to 
the Police Patel, or other Police officer, to whom a receipt for the offender shall 
be given and the offender shall then be taken away and handed over to the State 
m whose limits he committed the offence. The officer effecting the arrest, may 
be in officer of any State and not necessarily that of the State m which the offence 
was committed. In either case the Police of the State in whose limits the offender 
is found is bound on requisition to assist the Police of any other State in effecting 
the arrest.

The Jadej as of Outoh are ftai.fl to be a branch of the Sami mi tribe, 
and to have Giuigcatetl front Sind. about the fifteenth century under 
the leadership of Jam Lafejha, boh of Jada, Prom whom the tribe derive 
their mime. The possessions which the family acquired in Cobh wore 
divided by Lakh a* s thrip gnindmyns, About the year 1540 the three 
blanches of the family were represented by darn Dadar, Jam ITamir and 
Jam Uawab Dadar ruled over Wagar, or the eastern district of the pm- 
vince; and Rawal, after murdering his kinsman B’aimr* usurped Ins 
possessions and united the western districts, or Outch proper, under h Is 
own govomment.

brothers and himself ascended ih&.gnddi of Outch; he, however* ilioiigbt 
it politic to 'Conciliate his nephew Ivavanji by cstablislung him in the

The first Chief of (hitch with whom the British Government formed 
treaty rotations was Jiao liny ad ban, who began to rule in 1778 and died 
in 1813, Between Kdieugar and Kao Ilayadhan, there were eleven suc¬ 
cessions.

(ioveriiinejit from Hutch; prohibited the Ban from political correspond- 
enen witli ? and aggression on, other Stales; provided for Ihe suppression 
of infanticide; and guaranteed the estates of the Rimy ad and other Rajput 
Chiefs on pond it ion of their engaging to abstain from that crime. In 
1828 the 20th Article of the treaty, which provided that all supplies for 
the use of the British troops in (hitch should pass through the Rao\s 
territory free of transit duty, was abrogated in consequence of the abuses 
to which it gave rise. 

One of the first acts of the regency was to restore certain Wngher 
Chiefs to their estates in 1810 on their engaging (No, V) to preserve the 
peace. 

In 1822 the district of Aujnr was restored to (hitch by Treaty (No. 
VI) in o^nsi deration of an annual payment of Sicca Us. 88,000. The 
only payment which had hitherto been required from the State of Hutch 
was a contribution of two hi libs of Siena rupees (Company*# Its. 1,80.969) 
towards the expense of the British subsidiary force. This, however, was 
not paid with regularity, ami a large debt wm allowed to accumulate 
In 1832, therefor^, a new Treaty (No. VII) was executed, remit hug all 
arrears and Bunting the demand to two lakhs of Sicca rupees, to he reduc¬ 
ed in proportion to reductions made in the subsidiary force, provided 
that the rum to he paid should never he less than Sicca Its. 88,000, 

In 1833 Jiao Des&I was allowed to take purl in the transaction of 
public business. The progress he made Was so great that it was resolved 
to make over to him the entire administration a year sooner than had 
been originally intended : and in 1881 he was placed in power bv Treaty 

(No. VIII).

lhe lino of Outch has supreme an tlionly with hi his own estates, but 
f>niy Limited jurisdn lion in those of his Chiefs, to whom the collective 
term of Bhuyad has generally been applied from the fart of their being 
descended, with few exceptions, from the same ancestor as himself. Tjht 
Bliayad pay no revenue; they take cognizance of all minor offences in 
Hieir own estates and, except in serious ease#, shell as murder ami dakaiti, 
elaiTii immunity from interference on the part of the Durbar, in return 
they me bound to furnish troops on any great emergency, and on certain 
occasions they plaice iuj stum ary presents to the Rao.* The estates of the 
Bhayad do tint descend according to the law of piitnogeiiituTe, but a Sys¬ 
tran of subdivision prevails, which has in many oases become ho minute 
an to render I he guarantee holders unfit to exercise the jurisdiction con¬ 
templated in the settlement of 1ST9, Secured by the guarantee in the 
possession of their estates, the BhayatJ resisted nil improvements, refused 
allegiance to their Thief, mid sought a living by plunder and oppression. 
Rho Doftal in his turn attempted to assert a more complete authority over 
Ins Chiefs; to acquire claims over their lands by purchase and mortgage, 
to promulgate laws without their consent, to issue processes In their sub* 
loots, and to dispense in a measure with the advice which he whs bound, 
under the Treaty of 18ft4, iu take from the council of the Bhayad. These 
pretensions were discountenanced by the Bombay Government; but a pro- 
posal to place restrictionjj on the fttto-a issue of processes was not accepted 
hy him, as he regarded it as an infringemejit of fits legitimate authority, 
Tire question therefore remained open. 

Rao Dessil died in 18 (H) and was succeeded by Iris eldest son Piagmuh 

To 1802 the Ruler of (hitch received a Sun ad of Adoption (No, X); 
and in 1807 wan granted a permanent salute of 17 guns. 

!n 1809 the Kao issued a Proclamation (No. XT) to the inhabitant a 
oi Glitch, and more particularly to those trading with Zanzibar where 
natives oi (bitch have established themselves in considerable mini hers, 
and with the Arabian and African coasts, warning them against the penal¬ 
ties they would incur by engaging in the slave trade, and informing them 
UmI their clainiB and suits were to lie settled by the British Governnient 
in the same way as if they were guhjfcete of the British Government. Tn 
187^. the Ttao issued fresh Broclnniafions (No. XII) to his subjects 
al Zanzibar and flfmeat, stating his determination to put a stop to their 
participation in the slave trade, and declaring that any of his subjects 
directly engaging, or indirectly assisting, iu the traffic would be punish¬ 
able by the British Government, whom he empowered to deal with such 
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persons as with their own subjects : and that all property in Catch belong¬ 
ing to persons convicted of the offence would be confiscated. 

In 187.1, at the instance of the Political Agent, the Uao declared Iris 
willingness to adopt measures, upon n basis of reciprocity, for the sur¬ 
render of offenders to and from any neighbouring State having first class 
I’nrifldlfctioii; Imt no formal engagement was submitted for the sanction 
of the British Government. 

In 1873 the Rao abolished transit: duties in Wagtej, and thiis freed 
Patch from taxation which had been discontinued til his other districts 
since 185G. 

Soon after his accession, Rao Pragma! had shown a disposition to 
increase his Influence at the expense of the Bhayad by restoring the inno¬ 
vations condemned in his father’s lifetime, by creating fresh impositions 
in the shape of fines on the Chiefs and their vassals, and by minute inter¬ 
ference in civil cases. To remedy this state of things it was proposed to 
define the limits of the Rao^ power; to determine who were guarantee 
holders according to the original agreement, and to reorganise the coun¬ 
cil of the Bhayad; but the Rao deprecated any curtailment of his powers 
over the Bhayad and claimed sovereign jurisdiction. The British Gov¬ 
ernment determined to maintain the Chiefs in the full enjoyment of their 
possessions and rights as they existed at the time of the Treaty of 1819, 
and to mediate between the Rao and his Bhayad so as to maintain the 
equilrbrhim of power as it existed at the time of Hie Treaty, On the 
other hand, it was necessary to encourage and strengthen the Rao in the 
full exercise of all his legitimate rights* It was further laid down that 
the British Government were under no obligation to enforce the engage¬ 
ment in the Treaty of 1834 which provided for the government of the 
country by the Rao under the advice of bis ministers and the Bhayad, 
In regard to the general a din ini strait cm, the Rao was to be left in the 
oxer ci se of f n 11 a 11 Ih«>r! ty in his n wn 1 an da; fiis to th e eat a t ea i> f I h c Oh i ofs, 
it was proposed that the Rao should have a council whom he would be 
hound to consult. In case of difference the council, or the Chief whose 
interests were affected, might appeal to the British representative and 
finally to the Bombay Government. Existing holders of juris diction 
were to he classified on a combined consideration of their possessions and 
intelligence, a certain amount of civil and criminal jurisdiction being 
assigned to them, while the remainder was reserved to the Rao through 
the CQitncih A concession was made to the Rao that his minister should 
represent him In the council. These principles were embodied in a draft 
agreement ; hut it was not acceptable to the Ran, and certain modifications 
were introduced hi 1868 ns a corn promise, providing in all reasonable 
respects for the maintenance of the recognised rights of the Rao. The 
latter, however, strongly objected to the terms of this agreement as tend¬ 
ing lo raise unduly the status of some pf tjie Bhayad, to curtail his own 
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authority, ami to introduce innovations opposed to the usage oi the coum 
try. As the British Clover run Mil. were ties in ms fd obtain the cordial cun- 
rumnu.e oi the Chief ir 1 any buprovemduts in the litlmiuktration, he was 
allowed the fullest possible op port uni ty of urging his objections to any 
proposals which might be supposed to affect his rights in any way, and 
in 1872 he found himself in a position to propose an agreement for the 
constitution of the lihnyad court, which met with the genera! eoueiUTenie 
of the .British Government. Further discussion., however, ensued regaiB* 
ihg the rules, and the settlement and rales were finally sanctumed (No, 
XIII)* by the Bombay Government in. 1875„ Kuo Pragmal died with¬ 
out formally affixing his signalnre to the rules and settlement, !mt his 
intention to sign them was accepted. The Biiayad were informed that 
it had hfcen found necessary to revise the original settlement of 1868; 
that all guaranteed rights df their body had been sufficiently conserved 
under the new rules; and that Govevnmem had every confidence that the 
court would be worked to their satisfaction. 

Buo Umgnml died ill January 1876, and was succeeded by his eldest 
son the present Mabarao Khtmgarj i, born on the 23rd August 1866. 

In 1.884 the Outch Barbae entered into an Agreement (No. XIV) with 
jNaw&nagar, complementary to the Nawauagar Agreement of 1873 already 
mentioned in the general narrative, exempting from export duty goods 
washed ashore which had been jettisoned by vessels hailing from Nawa- 
nagar ports. 

In 1885 the Kao undertook (No, XV) to prevent the exportation from 
Catch of all salt maiiuiacUired or produced within the province to any 
part of British India or of any Indian Stab,, or oi any foreign European 
settlement in India. 

In the same year the hereditary title of Sawai Bahadur was conferred 
(No. XVI) on the Baler of Cutcli. 

In 181)0 an Agreement (No. XVII) was made with the State of Outch 
tor the cimstnu tion of a line o.t telegraph from the eastern frontier of 
Outch through Bhuj to Maiulvi. The line was constructed and is worked 
by the British Telegraph Department. Other agreements have been 
executed by the Durbar lor the construction of telegraph lines from 
Aluiutvi to Mundra in 1894 (No, XVIH), Maiulvi to Bhachav in 189.? 
(No. XIX), Handvi to Naiia in 1895-96 (No, XX), Nairn to Tera and 
J a khan in 1900 (No. XXI). 

A dispute between Outch and Morvi regarding the rights and interests 
of the two States in Urn Catch peninsula and in Kathiawar, and as to Urn 
creek and lands in lev veiling between either shore, was decided by the Gov-

The ruling family of Bhnvnogar belongs to the tribe ol GolieJ Raj¬ 
puts, This tribe settled in the country about the year 1200 under their 
Chief SsjaJkji, from whose three sons, Uaunji, Surangji and Shahji, are 
descended, respectively the Chiefs of BJiavnagar, Lathi and Pali tan a. 
The Wida State is also an offshoot from Btmvnagar. The town of Bkav- 
luigar was founded in 1721 by B ha vs ink, grandfa.rk^r of Wakhatsinh, 
who succeeded in 1772 and was in possession at the time of Colonel 
Walker's settlements, Bhavsinh, hLa son Rawal Aklierajji, and his 
grandson Wukhat&duh, took great pains to improve the trade of their 
country and to destroy the pirates who infested the neighbouring seas. 
This led to an intimate connection between Bluivnagar and the Bombay 
Government. In 1759 the British Government acquired a right to a 
fourth share of the mis toms of the port of Bhavnugar from the Bidi of 
8 unit* to whom it had been granted by Bhavsiuh as the price oi protec¬ 
tion from the enmity of the Nawab of Cambay. In 1771 Itawal 
Akhmtjji assisted the ftbmbay Government in reducing Tahija, which 
was occupied by piratical Kalis, After the conquest of i nin ja* the fori 
was offered to Akherajji by the Bombay Government, but he refused to

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accept it, anti it was in eon#qiieiice made over to the Nawab of Cambay. 
\\akhatsmh., however, after his accession, dispossessed the Nawab of the 
fort, which, under an EngageiiffcjQt (No, L) mediated by the British (.{ov- 
ernment in 1773, }*e wits allowed to retain on paying a sum of Its. 75,1)00, 
The boundaries of the Bhavnagar Stale were largely increased by various 
other acquisitions made hy Wakbatsmh previous to the settlement of 
Kathiawar. 

When Gujarat and Kathiawar were divided between the Peshwa and 
the ( Jackwar, the western and larger portion of tile ThakyrN possessions 
were included in the Gaekwarks share, and the eastern and smaller por¬ 
tion, including Bhavmigar and the original estates of the family in Sifcor, 
fell to the Peshtpa, and formed part of the districts of Dhandluika and 
Gogfau, which the Peshwa ceded to the British Government under the 
Treaty of Basse in (see Vol. YII, The Perilwa). At the time of the 
settlement of Kathiawar, therefore, part r>f the Jihavnagar possessions 
had already become British territory, while part remained under the 
Gath war. The revenue demanded from the British portion was 
1Is, 11,1151, and that payable to the Gaekvvar was fixed at Its. 74,500* 
But, as it was expedient to consolidate in the hands of the British Gov¬ 
ernment the various claims over Bhavnagar, an Agreement (No. LI) 
was made in 1808, with the consent of the Chief, for the transfer to the 
British Government of the GaekwarN revenue in, Bhuvnagar, which wae 
accordingly included in the additional cessions made in 1807 by the 
Gaekwar for the support of a contingent force, v 

VVakhatsink was succeeded in 1816 by his son Wuje Sink, and he, in 
1828, by Iris son Akhenvj* 

In 1839 the mint at Bha.vnagar, where copper money had previously 
been coined, was closed. As compensation for this a sum of Its. 2,793-6-5 
a year was granted to the Darbur, A further sum of II s. 4,000 was given 
them ii\ consideration of their resigning all claims to share in the land 
and sea customs of the port of Gogh a* These sums are now annually 
paid tinder an Agreement {No. LII) concluded in 1840. 

Jiawal Akheraj died in 1854, and was succeeded by his brother Jus- 
wants! uh. 

After the cession of Dhandhoka and Gogh a to the British Govern¬ 
ment the Chief of Bhavnngar, in consideration of his influence and good 
government, was tacitly permitted to exercise the same powers as before 
in the portion of his estates which fell within these districts. But, in 
consequence of a serious abuse of power, his estates in British territory 
were brought under the jurisdiction of British courts, and the revenue 
payable by him was raised. By these measures the Chief was placed in 
an ummuvlous position very irritating to him* In his estates in Kathia¬ 
war he continued to oxer else his former powers, paying a fixed revenue, 
while in his estates in British territory, which included his two largest 
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towns and his place of residence, lie was K«l»ject to ordinary Britfsb l,ws ; 
TTns DarbUr never teased to cutftpluin of this and to bring forward many 
rltfiM Wwlist the British Government. These were all ear^uUy.enquir¬ 
ed mto in 1859, and an Agreement (No. Ltll) was concluded m 1809, 
which tile Chief's revenue in his British estates was /ised.at R*f ) 

in perpetuity, and his other claims Were adjusted. It at the same 
time proposed to place the town of Bluwuagar and iM subordinate village 
of Wuilwa, with the town of Sihor, and ten other villages whie.h formed 
the old possession of the family, on the same-footing ns the.estates in 
Kathiawar; hut, owing to some doubts tis to the precise legal #w d. 
Kathiawar, this, was not at the time effected. The Agreement ot.lftW) 
WHS revised (No. 1.1 V) in 1860. 

In January 18(56 the Bom buy Government issued a notification 
whereby, in accordance with the Agreement of I860, certain villages 
belonging to the Chief of Hlmviiagftr and situate in the Bhandlnika, 
Ham.m- and Gogim subdivisions of I he Almiedahad district, were declare 
ed to 1>4 removed, from the-1st February I860, from the jurisdiction oi 
the revenue, civil and criminal courts of the Bombay Presidency, and 
were transferred to the supervision of the Political Agency'in Kathiawar 
on the same eonditioiis in regard to jurisdiction ns had applied to the 
BhuvnagAT villages whirl) had previously been inetuded in that province. 
Doubts having been raised as tot lie legal effect of these proceedings, the 
Governor-General in Oomie.il issued a. notification, dated the. 5tUl Decem¬ 
ber 1876, ceding these villages, m that they should beheld by the Thakor 
on the same conditions as those on which he hold his other villages m 
Kathiawar.

In 1880 lie, having disregarded all re* 
mo list ranees ad cl ratified to hi m regard in g b i s p era i s I on i nud a d m i n i st ra¬ 
tion, was finally deprived of all power, and a British officer was appointed 
to administer the State.

The Chief of Dhraugadhra belong to the Jhaja Rajputs and is con- 
aide red the head of that tribe in the dish ict of Jhahvwail. which derives 
its name from them. The Raj Sahib of Wan leaner ami the Chief's of 
Wad Invan, Umbdi, Ohutla, Lakh,tar ami Sayla belong to the same tribe 
or family. The ancestor of the family, llavpnl, is said to have belonged 
to a Makwann family of Outeh, wlio in the thirteenth century moved to 
flu jurat and took service with Knnm Ohelo, the last. Waghola prince of 
Atihilwam Patau. Harpal seems to have obtained territory on the east 
of the Itunn of Catch, and to have established Ids residence at Patri, 
Them e the family moved to Kuva.; and, w hen driven out in 1488, made 
tlieir capital at flalwad. a place some 2i) mile*? north of .Ulnaugadhra, In 
the beginning of the nineteenth century the capital was moved to Dhrati- 
gadhra. At the time of Colonel Walker’s settlement llaj Sahib Anvar 
Singh was the Chief ot Phmngadhni. lie died in 1848 and was suc¬ 
ceeded by his son Pan null,-dub, who died in 18h9 and wffi succeeded by 
hits son Mansinh, 

In 1867 the'Ruler of Dhmugadhra \y as granted a permanent salute of 
11 guns* 

In 1889 the Raj Sahib of Dhningadhrg preferred a claim to preced¬ 
ence over the It ana of Porhandar; but it was rejected. 

In 1890 the If tiler of Blirangadhra received a Sauad of Adoption [see 
No. LX XXI), 

In 1898 the llaj Sahib constructed the Dhrangadhra Railway, from 
Wadhwan to Dh vnngadhni; and in 1899 an agreement was made for the 
maintenance and working of the railway by the Board of Control of the 
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Bhavn ; Agar-G6i»(l,ai-JuiiAgd!i-Porban(l^r Itsuliva-y. In tb# same year the 
Haj Sahib ceded (No. LX XX III) Ml and exclusive power and jurisdic¬ 
tion of every kind over the lands in his State which were, or might there¬ 
after he, occupied by this railway. After the dissolution of the Boat'd of 
Control in 1911, the line was managed by the Rhavimgar State Iiailway 
until 1919. 

Mention has been made in the general narrative (gcw. No. XXXIIT) 
of the Salt Agreement concluded by Dhranga.dhrn in 1883. In 1900 the 
Baj Sahib agreed (No. LXXXIV)"to give up the manufacture of Yada- 
gra sail, at the Xu da salt works, which had been permitted by the Agree¬ 
ment of 1883; and waft; given, in return, an animal compensation of 
Ks< 7,000. In 1922-23 the nianufacture of Vudugra salt w m again allow¬ 
ed to the State, and the payment of the compensation ceased in 1923-24, 
Ike conclusion of a revised agreement is still (1929) under consideration. 

Mansinh died in 1.900 and was succeeded by his grandson A.jitsinhji, 
who died on the 8th February 1911 and was succeeded by his son the 
present Maharaja. Ghansbvamsinhji, born on the 31st May 1889. 

Mention lias been made in the general narrative of the cession of 
jurisdiction over the Wad h w a r i - K it j k o t metre gauge rail way in 1905. In 
1914 the Thirbar ceded (No. LXXXY) full criminal and civil jurisdic¬ 
tion over the lands occupied by the line from Dhrangadhva to II a I wad. 

In 1918 the hereditary title of Maharaja was confer red (No. 
LX NX VI) on the Biller of Bhrangadhra : and his permanent salute was 
increased to 13 guns. 

In 1920 the State entered into an Agreement (No. LXXXVJI) with 
the Bombay, Raroda and Central India Bail way, by which the working 
of tlie I)h ran gad bra Railway was entrusted to the Company. 

A Railway extension to Kuda was opened in 1923. As this line is to 
be used for goods traffic only , the jurisdiction over it 1ms been allowed to 
remain with the Durbar subject to Government’s reservation of the right, 
to assume it if the line is even hi ally opened for pnawiiger traffic, or in 
ease of necessity otherwise arising. 

The area of the State is 1,156-5 square miles; the population, accord¬ 
ing to the Census of 1921, 88,400; and the revenue about Us, 26,(^000.

The Pa Ian pur family is Afghan, of the Lohani tribe. The head of 
the family obtameri ihj& title of DiwSn 'from the Emperor Akbar in 1597, 
uiul the provii kjAs y bi Jh 1 or, Sarhoiy Ptfldnpur and Dish in 1682 from 
Afttrang-aeln But in^lp98 the Maharaja of Jodlipiu deprived the ruling 
Diwan of alHri> Jeridioriefl except Palftiipjui; and Di4. 

The eonneefidn of the'British Government with this State began in 
1809, when an Engagement (No. LXX%Y211) was mediated, similar to 
those concluded with the Chief* of KethhCwar, for the payment of tribute 
to the Gaekwar. 

In 1812 Diwan Kyoss Khan way uiurdered by a faction of Shuli 
Jama dais. They seized his son. Fateh i^hau, and placed in power his 
uncle Sliamriier Khan, Chief of Bisa, who had been superseded in the 
succession by Eiroz Khan in 1794, By the aid, of the British Govern¬ 
ment and the Gaekwar, however/* Fatah Khan, the rightful heir, was 
established as Piwan under the guardianship and management. of Sham- 
sher Khun during his minority. To prevent the distractions which for 
some years had rent the State, it was determined to unite the interests of 
the uncle and nephew. Through the mediation of the British Govern¬ 
ment (No. LXXXIX) in 1818, Sharusher Khan, who had i lg soils, recog- 
Jiised Fateh Khan as heir to all his property, and hoth parlies agreed 
that the;administration should be carried on by the unde in bis nephew’s 
name, and that no foreign mercenaries should be entertained. 

From the first the administration of Shu rusher Khon was bad. He 
alienated the State revenues, fell into arrears in the payment of his tri¬ 
bute to the Gaekwar, and incurred heavy debts; and in 18.16 Fateh Khan 
claimed the interference of the British Government. Shamsher Khan 
resisted the attempt made to deprive him of authority in the adminis¬ 
tration; but, after a feeble defence, Pahnipur was taken and Shamsher 
Khan fled. A new Agreement (No. XC) was then concluded with 
Fateh Khan in 1817. By this Agreement the Hi won engaged to 
receive an Agent from the Gaekwar in the confidence of the British 
Government, whose suggestions he was to follow in all matters relating 
to the government ; to subsidise 250 horse (eventually reduced to 150) and 
100 infantry, known as the Palau pur Levy; to pay punctually his tribute 
to the Gaekwar; and to give no protection to offenders against the British 
Government or the Gaekwar. The appointment of Agent from the Gaek¬ 
war was abolished in 1848. 
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In 1819 the Diwan of Palanpnr entered into an Engagement (No. 
XCI) with the Chief of Danta, by which he agreed to assist the Chief 
in suppressing the Kolis and Bhils, on consideration of receiving seven 
annas out of every rupee of the Danta revenue. This Engagement 
was cancelled by the British Government in 1848, and a yearly payment, 
of Its. 500 by the Chief of Danta was granted in lieu. This payment 
still continues. 

Eateh Khan died in 1854, and was succeeded by his son Zorawar Khnn, 
who rendered good service to the British Government during the mutiny 
of 1857. 

In 1862 the Euler of Palanpnr received an Adoption Sanad (No, 
XCII) : arid in 1867 was granted u permanent salute of 11 guns. 

In .1874 the control of the British Govern meat over the finances of 
the State, which hud continued since the conclusion of the Agreement 
of 1817, was withdrawn, and the Diwan was entrusted with the manage¬ 
ment of the revenue. 

Zorawar Khan died in 1877 and was succeeded by his son Slier Maho¬ 
med Khan, 

In 1879, on the completion of the Western Rajputanu State Railway 
running through a portion of I’alanpur territory, the Diwan formally 
ceded (No. XCIlf) eivil and criminal jurisdiction on the line. 

In 1890 Diwan Sher Mahomed Khan executed an Agreement (No. 
XOIT) which released him from the obligation of keeping up the Palau- 
pur Levy, upon his undertaking to maintain an efficient police force and 
an establishment of magistrates, and to reform the system of import and 
export duties in his State. The Diwan at the same time engaged'to pay 
the sum of Its. 9,000 towards the cost of the Political Agency, in lieu of 
sums aggregating Its. 7,004 hitherto paid by him on this account. 

The Pnlanpur Opium Agreement of 1879 has been mentioned in the 
general narrative. In 1892 it was modified by an Agreement (No. 
XOV) under which the Diwan received an annual compensation of 
Its. 81,500, but was under the obligation to maintain an efficient preven¬ 
tive establishment at. a cost of not less than Rs. 12,500 a year. 

In the same year an Arrangement (No. XCVT) was made by the Bri¬ 
tish Government for the commutation of the Palanpnr Darbar’s rights 
in the Wuntas of Clumsole and Nagwasan, in Baroda territory, into ah 
annual guaranteed payment, by I lie G nek war of Sicca 11 s. 900, subse¬ 
quently converted into British Rs. 857-2-3. The Baroda Da char also 
paid a sum of Rs. 800 to the Palnupur Darbar in commutation of all 
outstandings then due to them. 

In 1896 the old Sicca currency was abolished and British Indian 
coinage introduced in its plai.e. 
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- ' Badhnnp^ur. 

Iji 1901 tlie DiVan ceded {No, XOV.II) full and exclusive power find 
jurisdiction over the lauds in his State which were, or might thereafter 
he, occupied hy the Palanpur- Digit Hail way. This cession had origin- 
ally been made iu 1891, the deed of 1901 being in a revised form. 

In 1904 an Agreement (No. 3CCVIII) was entered into prohibiting 
■ the cultivation of hemp in the State, 

In 19.10 the hereditary title of Nawab was conferred (No, XOIX) on 
'tfw Ruler ol Palau pur. 

Nawnb Slier Maho-nmd Khan died on the, 28 th -September 1918, and 
was succeeded by his-older son the present Nawab Taley Slahomedldian, 
d boTii on the Ttl) J it]y, .1883. 

In 1981 tliff porntauent salute of the Ruler of Palanpur was increased 
to 13 guns. 

In 1928 the Government of India sanctioned, with effect from the 
10th October 1924, the remissioaa of the contribution of R». 9,01)0 payable 
l>y the State under Article 4 of the Agreement of 1890. 

Inter-jurisdictional cases between Palanpur and the States of Kajpu¬ 
la na were formerly decided by the Maifwar Uourt of Vakiia, to which a 
delegate was sent by Palanpur. This Court along with similar Courts 
at. Jaipur and Udaipur was abolished in 1927.

I f Hunsraj Baniedass of Mandaveo Bunder, the 1) my an'and servant of Malta 
Rao Mimi Koydhim, wishing to preserve and secure to my sovereign and master 
the possession of Mandaveo Bunder in peace and tranquillity, do hereby rajuire 
the protection of the Honourable Company on the following terms and condi¬ 
tions :—_ 

Article L 

The town and port of Mandavee, its villages and dependencies* to be ii s un 
tamed in my possession on behalf of the said Maha Ran Mir/a Bovdlum, to whom 
his heirs and successors, the said dependencies shall be restored under the guurasu 
tee of the Company ■ whenever he or they shall be restored to the eapripise of their 
legal and uncontrolled authority, and when my sovereign shall assume the gov* 
eminent of this country, this port of Mandavee and its dependencies shall be 
delivered up to him. 
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Article 2. 

In order bo give effect, to the above Article, and to ensure its execution, an 
Agent on the part of the Honourable Company, who shall be attended by a guard 
of 40 men, shall reside at Mandavee, so long as the place may remain in my pos¬ 
session, but to be afterwards subject to such arrangement in respect to remain* 
ing or being dismissed as the sovereign Malm Kao may agree to. 

Article 3. 

For the expenses of this establishment an annual nu^orana of Rupees 18,000 
shall be paid to the Ho amicable Company's Government in four instalments, viz

In the event of any persons attempting to gain possession of Mandavee and 
its dependencies, the Honourable Company will be pleased to extend their aid 
and protection to the extent of two battalions, with their proportion of Artillery, 
the expenses of which shall be defrayed, at the rate of Rupees 32,500 per month 
for each battalion, payable in monthly instalments, during the employment of 
the troops, and to bo returned when I have no further occasion for them* 

Article 5* 

It is to he understood that the employment of this force is intended solely 
for the defence of Mandavee and for its preservation under my management, 
and therefore should, any person become the enemy of Mandavee, the Sircar will 
arrange with them. 

Article 6, 

My sole object being to secure under the protection of tho Honourable Com¬ 
pany the possessions of my sovereign in peace and tranquillity* I engage to enter 
into any terms of accommodation with Futteh Mahomed that may appear advis¬ 
able and conducive to this end, and which may receive the sanction of the Honour¬ 
able Company,

His Highness the Maha Bao engages to become responsible to the Peiflhwtds, 
Guik war’s and Honourable Company f s governments for any loss which their 
subjects may hereafter sustain by depredations from subjects of the Kutch Btatea

The subjects of the Kutch State shall on no account cross the Gulf or Bunn 
for hostile purposes, neither shall they cross, to act against the subjects of the 
Honourable Company or those of Sreemunfc Peishwa or the Guikwar. The sub¬ 
jects of the aforesaid three governments shall (in like maimer) not cross the Gulf 
or Ruim for hostile purposes against the Kao’s subjects, The fort of An jar, etc.

His Highness the Kao binds himself to suppress in the most effectual manner

In consideration, however, of the situation of Luelqmt 
on the borders of Sindh, nod for the object of keeping the district of Wagur in 
subjection, the Kao shall retain in his service Arab Sebundy not exceeding in.

Article &. 

The Honourable Company, in consideration of the distracted ^tatc of the 
government of Rati Bharmul}^ and its inability to fulfil the above obligations 
without aid, engage to cause such possessions as have been alienated by the trea¬ 
chery of his servants to be restored to His Highness’s authority ; any of the ser¬ 
vants above alluded to returning to their allegiance through the mediation of the 
Honourable Company shall have their affairs arranged in a maimer meeting the 
wishes of both governments.

The district of Wagur, a dependency of the Kutch State, will require to un¬ 
dergo a thorough reform* The prohibition which exists to the liao entertaining 
Arab Sebundy beyond a limited number disables him from effecting o settlement 
of that district satisfactorily to the Honourable Company, The latter, there* 
fore, agree to aid His Highness with a force to arrange this t&looka in a manner 
suitable to the objects of both governments, so that it remain obedient to the 
IlacTs authority, who binds himself, as in Article 3rd, to be responsible for the 
future acts of the people.

The Right Honourable the Governor-General hi Council has ratified the thirteen 
Articles of Treaty concluded on the 14th January 1818 between the English Sir- 
car and that of His Highness the Kao ; but as His Highness’s government is newly 
established, and is responsible m the 2nd Article of the Treaty for a debt of twenty 
hiKtis of rupees, which it would find much difficulty in discharging, the Honour¬ 
able Company* guided by feelings of friendship, reliiiquiskubi as a voluntary gift 
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the sum of eight lakhs thirteen thousand eight hundred and seventy-six rupees, 
being the ;imount charged to its military expenses* 

Article 2* 

In order still further to aid the Malm Kaos government and as a testimony 
•of the interest Mich the Honourable. Company takes in its welfare, the latter 
does of its own free will relinquish, the annual sum of two lakhs of coxrics which 
the Rah has agreed to pay hv the U'tii Article of the aforesaid Treaty. It is 
hoped that these disinterested and friendly aids conferred by the Honourable 
Company on His Highness the Rao will induce the latter to repose perfect con¬ 
fidence, to ant with unanimity and to preserve inviolate the stipulations contained 
in the original Treaty.

Whereas a Treaty of alliance, consisting of thirteen Articles, was concluded 
on the Uth January 1818, with two supplementary Articles, under date 18th June 
1818, between the Honourable East India Comps 4 y and the Maharaj Rao Bh 
rnuljeo and his successors. In consequence, however, of the hostile conduct of 
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the said Rao towards the Honourable Company, and Mb tyranny and oppres¬ 
sion to his R hay ad, it has become necessary for the stability of the nlliauce between 
the contracting parties to make certain alterations in the above-mentioned Treaty. 

Article 1. 

It is hereby declared that all Articles ol the aforesaid Treaty which are not 
modified or superseded by any of the Articles in the present Treaty shall be con¬ 
sidered good and valid*

Article 2* 

Agreeably to tho desire of the Jhareja Bh&yad the Honourable Company 
agrees in declaring'-B haz tmilj eg to have forfeited all claims to the gudclcj*’.of Kvfcch, 
and he is accordingly solemnly deposed. The said Bharm.iiljccv':HhaUVeside’ in O 
Bhooj as a State prisoner, under a guard of British troops, subject, however, lb 
be removed to a place of further security in the event of his being implicated In 
any intrigue, the Kutch government agreeing to pay annually the sum of 36,000 
corrics through the Honourable Company for the subsistence of the said Bhar- 
imiljce. 

Article 3, 

The infant son of the late R&o Rhurmuljce having been unanimously elected 
by the Jhareja Chiefs to succeed to the vacant throne, he and his legitimate off- 
spring arc accordingly acknowledged by the Honourable Company as tho lawful 
sovereigns of Kutch under the name and title of Maharajah Mirzo Ran Dessuljec. 

Article 4. 

In consequence of the minority of the present Rao Dessul, the Jhareja Bhayad, 
with the Honourable Company's advice, determine that a regency shall be formed 
with full powers to transact the affairs of the government. The following are 
chosen as the members : Jhareja Vijerujjee of Somri Rpba, Jhareja Prut her ajjee 
of Nnugerdm, Iiajgoor Odhowjec BSrbhoy, Mehta Luckmidas Wullubjce, Khuttri 
Buttons! Jettani, and the British Resident for the time being. These six per¬ 
sons are entrusted with the executive management of the government of Kutch ; 
and in order that they may perform the service of the State with effect; the Hon¬ 
ourable Company agree to afford the regency their guarantee, until the Rap com¬ 
pletes Ills twentieth year, when the minority ceases.

The Honourable Company engages to guarantee tho power of His Highness 
the Rao Dessul, his heirs and successors, and the integrity of his dominions, from 
foreign or domestic enemies.

B hay ad, for the security of the government of Kuteh, agrees to leave a British 
force in its aejpjffaje* For the payment of this force, Bao Shrec Dessuljee and the 
Jh^rejja Bhayad agree that funds shall be appropriated front the revenues of 
Kutch, The Honourable Company retains to itself the option of reducing or em 
fcmdy withdrawing its troops {and relieving Kutch from the expense) Ifteiiever, 
in tlie opinion of government, the efficiency and strength of the Kao’s authority 
may admit of its being done with safety. 

Article 7, 

Thu money stipulated for in the preceding Article is to be paid in instalments^, 
each of four months, anti it is further engaged that the regency appointed in the 
4th Article shall enter into a separate responsibility for the regular payment of 
the above kists. 

Article 8. 

The Kutch government engages not to allow any Arabs* 8eedees, or other 
foreign mercenaries to remain in its territories, nor generally to entertain any 
soldiers, nor natives of Kutch, without the consent ol the Honourable Company a 
government. 

Article 9. 

The Kutoh government agrees that no foreign vessels, American, European, 
or Asiatic, shall be allowed to import into the territories of Kutcli arms or mili¬ 
tary stores. The Honourable Company engages to supply the want s of the Kutch 
government in these articles at a fair valuation. 


Article 10. 

The Honourable Company engages to exorcise no authority over the domes¬ 
tic concerns of the Rao or of those of any of the Jharcja Chieftains of the country : 
that the Kao, his heirs and successors, shall be absolute masters of their territory, 
and that the civil and criminal jurisdiction, of the British Government shall not 
bo introduced therein. 

Article 11. 

It is clearly understood that the views of the British Government are limited 
to the reform and orga.nination of the military establishment of the Kutch gov¬ 
ernment;, to the correction of any abuses which may operate oppressively on the 
inhabitants, and to the limitation of the general expenses ol the State within its

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Article 12. 

The Kao, fib hairs and siMS^essiors, engage not to enter into mgotiations with 
any Uhicf or State Without the sanction of the British Uovemment, but their 
customary amicable correspondence with friends and relations shell continue. 


Article 13. 

The Kao, his heirs and successors, engage not to commit aggressions on any 
Ohief or State, and if any disputes with such Chief or State accidentalfy arise, 
they are to be submitted for adjustment to the arbitration of the Honourable 
Company. 

Article 14 . 

The Kao, his heirs and successors, engage to afford what military force they 
may possess to the aid of the Honourable Company's government upon its re< 
ijubition. This Article, however, is not to he understood as im|jQsing any duties 
on the Jhareja B hay ad contrary to their established, customs.

The Kutch ports shall be open to all British vessels, in like maimer as British 
ports shall be free to all vessels of Ivuteh, in order that the most friendly inter¬ 
course ui ay be carried on between the gov ernments.

Article 19, 

The British Resident or his Assistant shall reside in Rhooj, and he treated 
with appropriate respect fay the Government of Kutch,

Article 21, 

It being contrary to the religious principles of the Jharujas and people of 
Kutch, that cows, bullocks, and peacocks should be killed, the Honourable Com¬ 
pany agree not to permit, these animate to be killed in the territory of Kutch or 
to permit in any way the religion of the natives to be obstructed. 

These twenty-one Articles arc binding to the Kao, his heirs and successors 
for ever, and to the Honourable Company.

Should wo have any dispute with our neighbouring Bhomias and Grass!as 
relative to boundaries, etc,, we engage to refer the dispute to the arbitration of 
both Sircars, Wo engage to have “ Ver ” (feuds) with none* 

Article 5. 

Should a Grassia or other person attempt to leave our lands with the intent 
of having a feud, or disturbing the peace, we will prevent him ; if he goes by force, 
we will instantly inform the Durbar, 

Article 6 . 

Should Piiara or plunderers attempt to pass through our lands with the in- 
tention of depredating* we will not permit them to pass. If they proceed by 
force, we will give instant information of it to the Sircars. 

Article 7* 

We wifi perform the Rao’s service with fidelity. Wc will accompany the 
Durbar troops whoa they arc acting, and act in concert. 

Article 8, 

On an alarm of plunderers passing with plunder, we will instantly proceed 
and intercept them. 
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Article 9. 

We have given a distinct deed to the Durbar, under the guarantee of the Sir- 
ear, for the payment for ever of an annual jurrimabundee. The specific jumrna- 
hundee mentioned in it we shall yearly pay. Should any heavenly or earthly 
misfortune happen, in such year the Durbar is to look to our articles* 

Article 10* 

Should we have a necessity for money, and wish to sell our villages, we engage 
to acquaint the Sircars beforehand. 

Article II, 

Any old fort or castle on our lands we engage to permit to be destroyed, ana 
henceforth to build no new work *>f the kind. 

In the above manner we engage to behave justly, peaceably, and honestly, 
and not to act improperly or infringe on our engagements.

Be it known to the principal merchants of Mandvee, and every other merchant 
as well as trader in Kutcb, whether belonging to it or only trading thereto, to 
all navigators of vessels, to the inhabitants of Kuteli generally, that if any slaves, 
Negroes or Abyssinian.^ shall be brought for sale to any seaport in Kutch after 
the middle of July next, the vessel conveying them shall be confiscated, and its 
cargo shall become the property of tins Government (Darbaap')* No petition for 
its restoration shall be listened to ‘ } and further, the olfendcra shall be brought 
to condign punishment, whether they belong to Kutcli ot another country. There 
will be no departure from the resolution. A vessel which brings slaves shall be 
seized, and summary punishment inflicted on those who navigate her* 

The British Government have made arrangements to suppress the trade in 
slaves throughout the adjacent countries, and it has instructed the officers com¬ 
manding its ships to seize and retain all vessels bringing slaves, f therefore 
strictly prohibit, after the date before mentioned, any more slaves being brought 
to this country ; let all my subjects discontinue this custom, and take heed of 
this Proclamation, and look to their interests and welfare by attending to it. 


No, X. 

Adoption Suraun granted to the Rao of Kutch,— 1802, 

Her Majesty being desirous that the Governments of the several Princes and 
Chiefs of India who now govern their own territories should be perpetuated, and 
that the representation and dignity of their houses should he continued, I hereby, 
in fulfilment of this desire, convey to you the assurance that, on failure of natural 
heirs the adoption by yourself and future rulers of your State of a successor ac¬ 
cording to Hindoo law and to the customs of your race will be recognized and 
confirmed* 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus made to you so long 
as your house is loyal to the Crown and faithful to the conditions of the Treaties, 
Grants, or Engagements, which record its obligation to the British Government.

Proclamation l>y His Hihhnkss tha Kao of Kdtoh to his Sobjects,— ^1869. 

Maharaja D hi raj Mirza Maha Kao Shree Praomuljee Bah a door, to the 
population of Kutch generally. 

To wit That for the security of those among you who, for the purposes of 
trade, permanently reside in, or come and go to and from, the country of 
Zanzibar, I have, at the suggestion of Government, given notice in a yad under 
date the Kariuk Sood 1st, Summit 1922 through the Political Agent, to the exalted 
Government, that the claims and disputes with any other persons of those of you 
who permanently reside in, or frequent for (he purposes of trade, the ports of Muscat 
and other places in Africa and Arabia and the Persian Gulf, and in other countries 
where my subject* may reside, should be settled by the British Government in the 
same way as if von were its own subjects, consequent on the Treaties concluded 
with Government. 

You formerly earned on trade in slaves. But this traffic having been forbidden 
by the will of Government a Proclamation to the effect that if any slaves, Negroes 
or Abyssinia ns, shall be brought {to Kutch) by any one for sale, the vessel con¬ 
veying them with its cargo will be confiscated, was issued by my late father, under 
date the Maha, m<h 3th Sumvut 1892, Notwithstanding this I am now informed 
through Major Shorn, the Political Agent at this place, by the Political Agent 
at Zanzibar, at the direction of Government, that the subjects of Kutch residing 
at Zanzibar are now engaged In the slave trade. From this it appears that you 
have not yet abandoned this trade. It Is therefore hereby ordered that if you 
persist in the traffic in slaves the Government will, by virtue of my aforesaid permia- 
sion treating you (who reside at Zanzibar) as its own subjects, liberate all slaves 
from your possession, and will not, however large the number of slaves so liberated, 
award any compensation whatever, nor entertain any claim in regard thereto ; 
aad besides, the perpetrators will be punished there according to the law there 
prevailing, and you will also be considered as criminals, liable to punishment here 
(in my domain). Note this well, and take warning.

Franslation of a Proclamation, issued by His Highness the Bao of Kutch 
to his subjects in Zanzibar, dated 16th December 1872. 

Maharajah Dhiraj Mirza Maharao Shree Pragmuljec Bahadur* to all the Kutch 
subjects residing at Zanzibar. To wit, that it has come to our knowledge that

you carry on at Zanzibar the trade ot buying and selling in slaves* This is a moat 
horrible thing, and by the desire of the Honourable Government to put a stop to 
the practices vfe as well as our revered father have before this time issued Pro¬ 
clamations. Notwithstanding these you have not abandoned tins horrible trade, 
which ia very bad on your part. You are therefore, hereby commanded not to 
persist in this trade at all events, and if you are practising it tn abandon it at once 
on receipt of this command. He who in spite of this shall follow this trade, or in 
any way abet or assist In the, same, shall be punished severely by the Honourable 
British Government, considering him to be their own subject, by virtue of the 
power given them for tbe purpose, and this Durbar will confiscate all his property 
situated in Kutek. Therefore take strict warning* Given in His Highnesses 
presence this Monday, the 1st Magsur Vutl, Sumbufc 1929 of the Vikrain era, corres¬ 
ponding with 10th December 1872.

His Highness the Rao agrees on behalf of himself, his heirs and successors as

Settlement in India.

Whereas the State of Cuteh is desirous of having a line of telegraph constructed 
from Nallia to Tern and dakliau, to be worked in connection with the British lines 
of telegraph, the following terms are agreed upon by the Political Agent, Cuteh p 
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on the part of the British Government duly empowered by the Viceroy and 
Governor-General of India in Council on that behalf, and by His Highness the 
Maharaja Dhiraj Mirsna Malmrao Sir Shri Khengarji, Sawai Bahadur, Q.C.I.E., 
R ao of Cuteb. on behalf of himself and his successors 

)._The British Government agrees to construct for the Dutch State 

lines of telegraph, consisting of one wire to he carried on suitable 
supports to be-erected between Nallia and Tern, and two wires 
between Nallia and Jakhau, at a cost of Rupees seven thousand 
and eight hundred, more or less, and the State agrees to pay to the 
British Government the cost of the line as the money may he re- 
tjuired. 

PE_The lines so oonstrueted shall he called the Tera and Jakhau Branch 

Telegraph lines. 

HI._With the consent of the Governor-General in Council extra wires 

may at any time he added by the Telegraph Department for the 
Dutch State on terms and conditions to be agreed upon at the time 
between the Cutch State and the Government of India. 

IV,_The Tera and Jakhau Branch Telegraph extensions shall be kept, 

in efficient, repair, managed and worked entirety by the officers of 
the Telegraph or Postal Departments of the Government of India. 
They shall not be dismantled without the consent of the Government 
of British India. But should they at any time he given up, the value 
of the materials of which they are composed shall he refunded to the 
Cutch State, less the post of dismantling and returning them into 
store. 

V.—The State of Cntnli shall pay annually to the British Government 
to cover the cost of repairs and maintenance a sum calculated at 
the rate of 21, per cent, per annum on the capital expenditure and 
also H. 5 pur mile of line to cover cost of line establishment and minor 
charges of the telegraph between Nallia and Tera, and Nallia and 
Jakhau. These rates may be changed 1 at any time hereafter, after 
one year’s notice, has been given to the State of Dutch.

Whereas certain disputes have for a long period existed between'the States 
of Cutch and Morvi regarding their respective rights and interests in the Cutch 
peninsula and in Kathiawar and in the creek and lands intervening between either 
shores and whereas Mr* R. M« Kennedy, 1,0.8, , who was appointed Co nr mi sioner 
to value the said respective rights and interests, made certain proposals for an

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exchange between the two States with a view to the final settlement of the said 
disputes, and whereas these proposals have been approved and confirmed by Her 
Majesty’s Secretary of State : 

The Governor-General in Council has, pursuant to the decision of Her Majesty’s 
Secretary of State, communicated in Ms Despatch No* 13 of 8th February 19(H), 
ordered the following arrangements for the purpose of giving effect to the said 
decision 

(1) The Cutch and Morvi States respectively will, subject always to any 

rights and inter eats appeitsming ho the Paramount Power, have 
and hold their several coasts with riparian rights, rights of customs 
and all other rights and interests free each from any interference 
or obstruction by the other, on either side of a line dra wn as follows :— 
namely, commencing from the Gulf of Cutch the line runs along the 
centre of the Hansthal Creek, then from where Chach Nee joins 
the Hansthal along the centre of Chach Nee, right up to the present 
termination of Chach Nes at the point marked A on the accom¬ 
panying map, which point A lies on a straight line between Vandhia 
village site and Tonk Hill, approximately equidistant {six and a 
half miles) from either : eastward of point A the line runs along 
the centre of the Rurni equidistant from the Cutch and Morvi shores ; 
the channels of Hansthal and Chach Nes are neutral* 

(2) On the Cutch side of this line the six villages of Adhoi, Halrae, Ram- 

pur a, Waatwa, G&mrao, and Gharana will belong to the State of 
Morvi with no special privileges of trade but with the same rights 
that are enjoyed by many Native States holding small territories 
surrounded by British districts ; while the rights of the Morvi State 
in the villages of Amardi, Janglii, Chandrodl, and Laliaun Pati will 
be extinguished and the said villages will belong exclusively to the 
Cutch State* 

{ft) On the Morvi side of the line the Morvi State will hold and enjoy all 
rights hitherto enjoyed or claimed by the Cutch State in the pert 
of Vavaiuu and all the maritime rights of Outch in the territorial 
waters of Morvi.

of the Sircar, whatever sum is fixed on in due faith shall be paid.

And the payment of the above sum of expenses on account of the force shall 
be made available from the sum of recoveries on account of my nioojookgeoree 
dues to be made by him (the said Captain Ballantinc) on the part of the Honour¬ 
able Company, to commence from Sumwut 18715, All.

5, It is understood by both parties that the establishment of this station is 
not to affect the civil or criminal jurisdiction of His Highness the Nawab in the 
adjoining villages; any matter of which the cause of action has occurred in the 
station is to be investigated by the officers of the Government, arid cases that arise

Whereas it is not the wish or intention of the Government of India that a 
British officer should be appointed to command any corps of Imperial Service 
Troops, though British officers are employed in order to instruct and inspect the

It is hereby agreed between the Governor’General of India of the one part

Translation of a Deed of Fa’el Zamin * executed by Bharote Meroo Mettah, 
Inhabitant of Veerumgaum, and Ramdass Ncthqo, Inhabitant of Julson, 
In the Petlaud Pebuunnam, to the Sircar oi Sheeemont Bao Shree Sena 
Khas Kkeyl Beumseeu BahaBoor, Falgoor Vud 2nd 1868, 29th February 
1812. 

We do of our own free will and pleasure become permanent Fa’el Zamin fo r 
Jam Jussajee, of Nowaimggitr, as follows:— 

Article J, 

He shall not enter into internal disputes, afford refuge to any Baharwutiaa 
Katty or Rajpoot; he shall not encourage quarrels or encroach upon others’ 
boundaries, hut shall permit them to remain as they may have been from ancient 
times. Should any of the Rayaud oiler his land or village, he shall not accept 
pf |t; in any way he shall not offer any injury ou account of former quarrels ; 
he shall harbour no robbers, else he must do so with proper securities ; no robberies 
are to bo committed in the talookas or in the roads.

He shall permit no robberies, attacks, or plundering parties in the me huh of 
the government oi Shreemunt Punt Purdhan, the Guikwar and the Honourable 
Company, He shall allow of no injury being offered to merchants or travellers, 
to whom he is to give guides and escorts through his own districts. Any loss 
suffered by merchants, etc,, shall bo answered for by the village people in whose 
land it occurs, and the talookdar shall answer for the conduct of his villages or 
shall trace the robbers.

No trouble will be offered to your talooka by the garrison of the Sircar in that 
post, such as orders, horsemen, footmen, mohguls, travellers to and from, etc,, 
except in the articles of grass and wood ; our garrison will not listen to any com¬ 
plaint made by your ryots, and no trouble offered by the th&imah. Our garrison 
will not protect any of your criminals. 

Alerdiants belonging to Khumbatiu carrying goods from Bury ah to the former 
place shall pay you the usual taxes, and the same with respect to the Bury ah 
merchants vending goods in Khumbalia. 

Merchants of Suryak carrying goods from Buryah past the vicinity of Khumkalia 
will pay you the usual petty road taxes. Robbers, etc., of your talooka shall not 
trouble the Bunder or its merchants, nor shall the passage of goods through the 
country be in any way obstructed. 

Should any merchants be robbed of property (which has paid Khumbulia 
road tax) hi your territory, you shall cause restitution, and if the robbers belong 
to another district you shall point out the place to which they belong. 

The Sircar may populate and otherwise increase the Bunder ; no obstacle 8 
are to be presented to this. 

The Sircar affords cowl for what is written above, and the Bahandary of Captain 
Janies Rivett-Oamao, Resident on the part of the Honourable Company, is 
attached.

Engagement passed by Jam J$bsajee of Nowanugqiis to Bheeemunt Rae 
Biir be Ben a Khas Kujsyl Shumsheh Dahadoor, and the Honourable 
East India Company Bah a door, dated Falgoon Soodh 13 th, Suinwut 1868 
(A,I). 25th February 1812). 

From the commencemen t it was a custom in our Jliareja caste not to preserve 
Uie lives of daughters. On this both Governments, after expounding the Shaster 
on this subject, and pointing out to mb the way of the Hindoo religion, stated that 
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it u written in the 11 Brnmhu Vywurtuk Peer an ” (a sacral work) that whoever 
commits this act his sin is great, equal to “ Gurbhu Hutya ” (kiUmg an infant in 
the womb), and “ Bramliu Hutya” (killing Brahmin), so that killing a child is 
equal to killing 100 Brahmins, but in this act two sins are committed, <nz., that 
of killing woman, and child. The punishment written for this sin is that the person 
who commits it will remain In “ Ruvim wadi k Kuth Soothul Murk” (name of a 
particular place in hell) for as many years as there are hairs on the person of the 
said woman, after which, when he is born again, be would become a ' Koreea 
(leprous), and be subject to “ Puksb Ghat ” (paralytic stroke). Both Governments 
said this to us according to the Shaster, in which, the year ftnmwut 18W (A.D. 
1808), I, mv brothers, nephews, etc., all the Jharojas of inv talooka, passed a 
writing to the Sircar, binding ourselves not to bill daughters. To enquire about 
this a person lately came to us from the Sircar, and we wrote a reply and sent 
with him. The Sircar again, in the year Sumwut 1868 (A.D. 1812), required me 

to pass this agreement; and I do hereby state that out of deference to the 
Hindoo religion, 1 and my posterity, viz,, sons and grandsons, and my brothers and 
nephews, and all, bind ourselves in perpetuity that henceforward we shall pot do 
this act; if we do, we shall be considered offenders against the Sircar. If in 
future any one of our caste people commits this act, and if it shall come to our 
knowledge, we shall, after expelling him out of caste, make him answer for his 
sin and according to the will of the Sircar, Perpetual securities, given for the 
fulfilment of tlm above writing, are Bharoto Meroo Mehta of Yeerumgaum, and 
Bharote Ramdaaa Nuthoo of Julsum who ishall be answerable for it. This is a true

Troops, though British officers are employed in order to instruct and inspect the 
said troops, 

It is hereby agreed between the Governor-Genera! of India of the one 
part and His Highness ihe Jam Sahib of J^avaimgar, through Colonel U P. 
Kennedy* at present Administrator of the State, of the other* as follows,

1. Whenever the said troops or any portion thereof arc moved beyond the

The entire receipts at the Telegraph Office at Balambha and at any other 
office opened on tho Balambha Branch Telegraph line shall be credited annually 
to the Nawanagar State, and the actual cost incurred in keeping open and working 
the said offices shall be debited annually to the Nawanagar State. If the receipts 
exceed the cost of the offices together with the. charges under Article V, the sur- 
p us shall be paid by the British Government to the Nawanagar State ; if the cost 
exceeds the receipts, the difference shall be paid by the Nawanagar State to the 
British Government. By “ Receipts” is to bo understood the value of the fees 
levied at the offices aforesaid on Inland Messages and the Indian share of Foreign 
Messages despatched from the offices aforesaid. 

VII. The accounts of the Balambha Branch Telegraph line and of the offices 
maintained on it shall be rendered yearly to the State of Nawanagar, and the 
charges and balance shall be adjusted without delay* 

VIII. Ihe Nawanagar State shall provide free of rent such accommodation 
for the offices that may be opened on the Balambha Branch Telegraph line as the 
Director-General of Telegraphs shall consider necessary, and shall keep the same in 
good repair. 

IX. The State of Nawanagar agrees to apply to the Balambha Branch Tele¬ 
graph tins the provisions of the British Telegraph Act 1 of 1876 and such other 
Acts or legal provisions as have been or may hereafter be passed by the British 
Government with reference to Telegraphs. 

X. Tho State of Nawanagar agrees to apply to the Balambha Branch Telegraph 
line any rules or regulations that are now or may hereafter be made applicable 
to British lines of telegraph in India. Tho British Government will undertake to 

uraish the Nawanagar State with accurate translations of such Acts, Rules and 
Regulations,

The foliowing agreement between Her Majesty’s Government and the Thakoor 
of Bhownuggur, Juswuntsmgjee Bhowsmgjee, having been concluded* has been 
made out and signed in three parts* of which one part will he deposited with Her 
Majesty’s Government of Bombay, one, part with the Thakoor, and one part in

The Thakoor agrees that the lease of the villages of his talooka in the dis¬ 
tricts of Dundooku, Ranpore, and Gogoy which was executed in A.D. 1848, shall 
be cancelled from and after May 1st, 1861- Instead thereof the Thakoor hereby 
agrees to pay for the whole of the villages enumerated in that lease a fixed junmm 
of Rupees 52,(100 yearly for ever.

Whereas the State of Bhownnggun is desirous of having a line of telegraph 
eon strutted from Dhollerah to Bhownuggur to be worked in connection with the 
British lines of telegraph, the following terms are agreed upon by James Braith- 
waite I’liile, Esquire, Acting Political Agent in Kr tty war, on the part of the British 
Government, duly empowered by the Viceroy and Governor-General of India in 
Council on that behalf, and by Edward Hope Poroivaj, Esquire, and Gowrishu nlcnr 
Udeyshunkur, Esquire, Joint Administrators of the Bhownuggur State, on the 
part of the Bhownuggur State, duly empowered by the Administration of Bhow- 
nuggur on that behalf 

1. The British Government agrees to construct for the Bhownuggur State a 
line of telegraph consisting of one wire to be carried on standards to be erected 
between Dhollerah and Bhownuggur at a cost of Rupees (21,000) twenty-one 
thousand, more or less, end the State of Bhownuggur agrees to pay to the British 
Government the cost of the line as the money may be required. 

k. The receipts obtained by the opening of the Bhownuggur Telegraph Office 
shell belong exclusively tc the British Government, who shall defray the entire 
cost of repairing, maintaining, and working the telegraph line between Dhollerah 
and Bhownuggur, but when the receipts of the Office fall short of the cost of repairs, 
maintenance, and working, the State of Bhownuggur agrees to make good the 
deficiency ; should there, on the other hand, he a surplus left after payment of 
all expenses, such surplus shall be handed over by the British Government to the 
State of Bhownuggur. 

3. With the consent of the Governor-General in Council extra wires may at 
any time be added by the Telegraph Department for the Bhownuggur State on 
terms and conditions to be agreed upon at the time between the Bhownuggur 
State and the Government of India 

4 The hue shall be called “ The Bhownuggur Brunch Telegraph Line,” and 
shall be managed and worked entirely by the officers of the British Telegraph 
Department, It shall not be dismantled without the consent of the British Gov¬ 
ernment, but should it at any time be given up, the materials of winch it is composed 
shall become the property of the Bhownuggur State. 

o. J ite accounts of the telegraph line shall be rendered yearly to the State of 
Bhownuggur, and the balance shall be adjusted without delay. 

li. The State of Bhowauggur agrees to apply to the Bhownuggur Telegraph 
Ime the provisions of the British Telegraph Act VIII of I860, and such other Acts 
or legal provisions as have been, or may hereafter be, passed by the British Gov- 
.eminent with reference to telegraphs. 

7. The State of Bhownuggur agrees to apply to the Bhownuggur Telegraph 
line any Rules or Regulations that are now or may hereafter be made applicable 
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to lines of telegraph in British India. Tho British Government will undertake 
to furnish the Bhowmiggur State with ace urate translations of such Ante, Rules, 
and Regulations. 

8. The State of Bhownuggur agrees that the Rhownuggur Telegraph line shall 
be opened to the inspection and supervision of the Director-General of Telegraphs 
and of anv officer deputed by him for that purpose.

It is hereby agreed between the Governor-General of India of the one part 
and His Highness Thakor Saheb Bhawstngbji of Blown agar of the other, as fol¬ 
lows, namely — 

t. Whenever the said troops or any portion thereof are moved beyond the 
frontier of the said State, they shall be attached to the command and under the 
orders of the Officer Commanding the District, Contingent or Force in which they 
are employed, and such officer shall, by virtue of this agreement, be authorised 
to administer in respect to the said troops, so serving, the military laws and regula¬ 
tions to which thev are subject under the laws of the said State, and for that pur¬ 
pose and for the duo preservation of discipline among the same, to convene nil 
Much Courts, and to issue all such orders, and to pass all aucli judgments and 
sentences, and generally to exercise all such authority as may be lawfully con¬ 
vened, issued, passed and exercised by the authorities of the Bhavimgar State 
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when the mid troops are serving within the territorial limits of the said state :

Translation of Agreement entered into by Futteh Khan* .Dewan of Pahlivn- 
pore and Dees a, of his own free will, for the better government and security 
of the above-mentioned Principalities, signed and delivered to Captain 
Miles, Political Agent, on the part of the British Government, at 
Pahlunpore, on the 28th November 1817. 

Preamble, —That to place the t erritory depending on Pahlunpore and Decs a 
in security from internal and external dissensions and violence, to obviate the 
trouble so often occasioned to the British and Guikwar Governments from the 
bad administration of the affairs of this petty State, and with a view to the improve¬ 
ment of the country, the following Articles of Agreement are entered and hereby 
con finned:— 

Article 1. 

I 1 he British and Guikw&r Government a having been pleased to seat me on the 
guddee of my father, and establish my authority over Paldtmpote and Deesa, it is 
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my desire, to the end that this State* which is in a ruinous condition, may be better 
governed, its security and tranquillity ensured, and a provision made for the dis* 
charge of arrears and debts in which from bad management it has been involved, 
to receive the aid and advice of a respectable man in quality of Agent on the part 
of the Guile war Government. 

He shall have Mi access to my revenue accounts, receipts, and expenditure, 
and I engage to follow his suggestions in all arrangements whatever relative to 
government. It is indispensable that this Agent be such as shall possess the con¬ 
fidence of the British Government; and as his situation demands he should be dis*

The horse and infantry, their Commander, and the Agent, to be paid monthly 
without deduction, and the banker who pay a them shall have territory assigned to 
him for the discharge of their salaries* 

Article 5. 

The Sircar dues (Us. 50,000) per annum shall henceforward bo paid punctually 
every year at Baroda. The arrears, Bs, 75,000, shall bo discharged in the course 
of the next year ; but in consideration that the country has suffered much from 
want of rain, the exactions of Shmoshor Khan and ravages of the Koolees, with 
the constant movement of troops through it lately, 1 hope government will be 
in their expectations and claims at leant fay the present* 
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Article fl. 

From the impoverished condition of the country and other claims in the Pahlun- 
pore State, the sums due to the merchant of Shidpore carmot at present be dis¬ 
charged, but in the coutso of the next year mim arrangement in concert with the 
Quikwar Agent ahull be made for the gradual payment. 

Article 7, 

A misunderstanding haying arisen between mo and Shumaker Khan in c onse 
quonee of his violation of the agreement made with Captain Carnue, Resident at 
Baroda, in 1870 or A, D. 1813, t retired to Shidpore and complained to the Sircar, 
The forces of the two Sircars in consequence marched to this quarter, ami Pahlun- 
pore was taken, and I have been reseated on the gaddeo. I therefore consent to 
pay the expenses of the troops of both Sircars with the usual allowance for killed, 
wounded, loss of horses, etc,, according to the orders of government. 

Article 8, 

Shumaker Khan is an offender and disobedient to the Sircar; 1 engage, there¬ 
fore* not to have any communication with him or his adherents ; but should 
Shitmsber Khan submit himself, and the Government be pleased to grant him any 
allowances, T will pay it agreeable to their commands. 

Article 9. 

l engage not to give protection to any offenders against either the British or 
Guikwar Government, nor to allow them to remain in any part of my territory. 

The whole of these Articles* nine in number, arc delivered in by me to Govern¬ 
ment, and I engage to execute them punctually and without diminution or differ¬ 
ence. I shall act in all matters in strict conformity and obedience to the orders of 
the Sircar, and I bind myself not to commit any insubordinate act* nor cause any 
disturbance. To this effect I give as my security to the Nawab of Summee and 
Radhunpore Sher Khan Eabee and Mohimt of EajpoTe, Gocnlpooree.

Khan, Do wan, etc., 1)7 this agreement, a share of l ho talooka of Danta agreeable to 
the following conditions 

Article I* 

I give a share of seven annas in the Rupee to Pa hi imp ore from all towns and 
Villages inhabited or deserted ; those of my brethren, Pathavuts, Riyjsoke, ole., 
and of all descriptions of taxes uud every kind of revenue. The remaining nine 
annas to be my share. 

Article 2, 

I have pledged four towns, and the trams due on them are to be paid by me. 
When the accounts of the creditors are settled, and the towns freed, your share 
of seven annas will he allowed, 

Article % 

The Guikwar tribute (from Danta) shall be punctually paid by me through you 
every year, commencing Sunmit 1870, The amount now due on this head shall be 
paid by four instalments, from the year 1870 to the end of 1879, through you; 
but if this agreement should not be approved by the Guikwar Government, 1 
will arrange the payment agreeable to their directions.

Id the profits or revenue of the H in dee temple at Ambajee the Pahlunpore 
State has no share, neither has it any In the vurkhasuna of the temple*

Superintendent, Pafanpur, acting under the authority of Ills Excellency 
the Governor of Bombay in Council, on behalf of the British Government 
of the owe part, and Hrs Highness Seer Muhammad Xhanji, Diwan of the 
Palanpur State, on behalf of himself, his heirs and successors, of the other 
part. 

Article!, 

In consideration oi the engagement into which His Highness tbeBIwan agrees 
bv Articles 2 to 5 of this Agreement to enter, the British Government agrees that 
on and from ‘>0th October 1890, Article 3 and 4 of the Agreement of 28th Navenp 
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bar 1817 shall be deemed to be rescinded, and the body of horse and loot enter 
tained thereunder and known as M The Palanpur Levy ^ need no longer bfc main™

7* That no import or export duty shall be levied on any goods in transit through 
the State, the term “ good** in transit 5? being understood to mean goods which 
pass through the State by railway and which do not break bulk, and goods which 
pass through the State otherwise than by railway fmd which do not btenk bulk 
ard also are not detained at any place within the State for more than forty-eight 
hours or at any station, where there is a railway by which they are to be exported 
without breaking hulk, for more t han thirty days* 

H. That the collection of octroi by the Darbar in the Daesa Cantonment shall 
cease ; that no import duties shall be levied on commodities brought into the said 
cantonment, or export duties charged on goods taken therefrom which are the 
property of officers or men of the garrison leaving that eantimuienfc and covered 
by a pass from the Cantonment Magistrate’suffice, provided that arrangements be 
made whereby His Highness’s right to coileetVxport duty on other goods leaving 
the said can ton moot shall ho satisfactorily preserved.

Nothing in this Agreement shall be deemed to prevent the levy by His Highness 
in any town or village within the State of Palanpur, other then the Cantonment of 
Oeeaa, ef duties of octroi, provided the same be levied for expenditure on muni¬ 
cipal purposes within the area in which they are respectively leyie^.

Opium Agtujrmeht with Palanpuk,— 
l'ho following articles of agreement regarding the prohibit lot of the cultiva¬ 
tion of the poppy and of the manufacture of opium in the Palanpur State, and 
the maintenance of an efficient preventive establishment at a cost of not less than 
Ks. 12,500 per annum, in consideration of the payment of Its. 31,500 annually 
by the British Government and of permission to import free of duty the amount; 
of opium required by the Palanpur State for bond fide home consumption, have 
been entered into on tho one part by Colonel William Scott, Political Superin¬ 
tendent, Palanpur, under tho authority of His Excellency the Governor of Bom¬ 
bay in Council on behalf of the British Government, and on the other part by 
His Highness Slier SSphomed Khanji Diwan of Palanpur on behalf of himself, 
his heirs and successors, who agrees to the following articles:— 

Article I. 

Whereas the British Government lnive prohibited the cultivation of the poppy 
and manufacture of opium in the State of Palanpur, and have made new smore 
meats for the retail sale of opium since the 1st October 1878 in Guzeratti, and 
have agreed that- they are prepared to permit Hia Highness tlie Diwan of Palanpur 
to import, freo of duty, the amount of opium required by his State for bona fide 
home consumption, and have promised to grant him Hu pees (31,500) thirty-one 
thousand and five hundred in full compensation annually for any diminution of 
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revenue caused by the loss as sources of income of transit duties on opium and 
msea on the manufacture nod exportation? of the drug, and whereas the full 
dufc) per chest will bo paid by the IocpI vendors smd consumers and will form part 
of the revenue of the said State of P&lanpur, Kin Highness the T):wao hereby 
pi'omieea and agrees that he will maintain an efficient preventive establishment 
at a cost of not less than Rupae& (12,500) twelve thousand and live hundred per 
annum, and that ho will use every effort to completely put a stop to the illicit 
importation of opium and that he will not allow opium legally obtained by him 
under the opium rules to be sold at a loss price than that at which it is retailed in 
British territory, and it jg understood by His Highness that the British Ifovern* 
moot reserve the right of with draw big this privilege juk! of charging the full op him 
duty in case of any proved wilful violation of these terms* but that such privilege 
will not be withdrawn on account of isolated eases of smuggling. 

Article II. 

His Highness the Diwun of Pah.npur further gives the assurance that all stock* 
of opium and juice which remained undisposed of on the 1st October 1878 in his 
Bfcato have been bought up by him sod employed for the supply of bis retail mono- 
poly. 

Article III. 

In accordance; with the wishes of Govern ineiit, His Highness agrees to furnish 
half-yearly? to the Politico! Superintendent, a statement showing the amount 
of opium imported, and the amount sold during each hf ill’year, the proceeds of 
the sales, and tie balance of opium in hand in Ida State at the end of each half- 
year. 

Article IV. 

To the above stipulations His Highness the Diw&u agrees un the condition 
that should any Native State in Guzer&tti be hereafter allowed to grow and manu¬ 
facture opium m the same maimer as the Baroda State has been, a similar pri¬ 
vilege shall be granted to the Palanpur State. 

This agreement containing IV Articles was agreed to at Palanpur the twenty- 
hrst of September one thousand eight hundred and ninety-two between the Poli¬ 
tical Superintendent of Palanpur and His Highnesu the Diwas of Palanpur.

The Guikwar Government shell never interfere in the internal concerns of the 
Ra iliunpcrre State ; but in consideration of His Excellency the Nawah having 
recognised the supremacy of the Guikwar State* he (Nfawab) consents to make 
an annual acknowledgment by presenting a horse and clothes through the Com- 
paiiyk aitthorfty at the Guikwar Capital, 

Article 4* 

When an enemy Invades the territories of Badhimpcmy the Guikwar Govern¬ 
ment engages, by the advice of the Honourable Company's Government, to assist 
the Nawab with its forces in defending his dominions. It is, however, to be clear¬ 
ly understood that the Guikwar Government is not bound to assist the Nawab 
in the regulation of his internal government, hut only against external attacks; 
on such occasions the Nawab engages to reimburse the Guikwar for the expenses 
which may be Incurred bv the equipment of its forces, which on no other account 
will enter the limits of the BadhunpoTc State*

Translation of an Agreement entered into by the Nawab of Hadhunpdre, 
Beer Khan Babee Baradogr, with the Honour able Company, on the 
24th Earaznn 1235 Hegira, or the 6 th July 1820- 

That. for a long time the depredations of the Khosas In my dependencies, the 
pargunnahs of Radtnmpore, Summce, etc-, have been great, and from that cause 
the depopulation and in j ury to them extensive ; and as it was not in my power 
to restrain or expel the Khosas* I wrote describing my situation to the British 
Government, 
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1840. 

The troops of that Government have in consequence hem sent to my assistance, 
and have punished and expelled the Kb osas ; and as from this measure the safety 
and prosperity of my pergimuaha and people will he secured, I therefore agree 1 of 
my own free will to the following Articles,:— 

Article L 

I engage not to permit robbers or enemies of the government to remain m my 
dependencies, nor will i allow any Rajpoots or Kodees to remain in my districts 
and molest or plunder the territories of the Hoi lout n ble Company, of His High¬ 
ness the Gulkwar, or those of any other State, not will I maintain any sort of 
connexion with theKliosas, 

Article 2. 

In order to promote the chastisement of the Kho&as or other robbers, every 
BtiteMigencG of them shall be communicated to the troops of the Sircar wherever 
they be stationed, and no exertion equal to my ability in their punishment shall 
be wanting, and an every occasion whatever force of foot or horse 1 have shall 
accompany the troops of the government. 

Article 3. 

As the British troops came here in consequence of my letters and complaints 
and have expelled the Khosas, and as my districts and ryots will derive great 
advantages from their exertions, it becomes incumbent on me, as in these arrange* 
mentis the British Government has expended and will have to expand considerable 
sums of money, that X should aid, in proportion to my means, in discharging 
this expense. I therefore agree to pay an amount yearly in proportion to my 
means, and as the government may direct. 

The above three Articles should be duly executed and observed in all respects.

Engagement entered into with Captain Prescott, Political Superintendent, 
Palanfur, by His Excellency Zurawar Kuak Bali, Nawab of JU- 
dhanfur, transferring his share of the Anwhrfur salt fans fco t he Honour* 
able Company,—1840, 

L His Excellency the Nawab cedes bh share of the Auwurpur salt pans, relin 
quishing all right and concert) therewith fco the Honourable Company, who are 
to have whole power to increase or diminish the price of salt or entirety prevent 
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its manufacture, and the Nawab further engages to open nc new salt works with¬ 
out the permission of the British Government. 

2. Conformable to Government instructions of 24th October 1839, the Nawab 
will continue to abstain from levying transit duties on salt, and further engages 
to prevent Glmssya salt passing through hi a district, 

3. Under the above arrangement' the Nawab will receive yearly from the Bri¬ 
tish Government Company’s rupees ten thousand live hundred (10,500} in full 
compensation for his previous^veceipts from the pans, his transit duties on salt, 
and his realizations fiamjGhaeaya. But the payment of his compensation is con¬ 
ditional on the Nawab’a not encouraging the traffic in Ghassya salt, or any 
measures which may chock the resort of dealers to the Anwurpur or other Gov¬ 
ernment salt works, 

4. The Naw&b will be permitted yearly to receive free of duty from the Anwur¬ 

pur pans, Indian ms nude 262.J or Gu^erati maunds 525 of salt for the use of his 
Durbar, and, should the Anwurpur pans be closed, to receive the same from some 
other Government salt works, ^ 

5. Such payments as have hitherto been made^at Anwurpur for charitable 
purpose will be continued, and to enable him J>o discharge the same the Nawab 
willjreeeivejyearly from the Honourable Company, Company's Rs. 548 and 176 
Guaerati maunda (Indian maunds 88) of suit to be distributed agreeably to the 
accompanying Yad. 

6* The limits of the salt pans will be fixed and marked out, and the Agriaa 
(salt manufacturers) will not be permitted to encroach on other lands ; but if 
such should be required by them, the limits will be extended, land being ceded 
to them at a reasonable price. 

7. The Nawab will continue to levy bis viras end wujoh{ land-tax on produce) 
as heretofore from such of the Agriaa as are Ids subjects, but they shah bn subject 
to no extra tax ou account of salt. While residing in the Mawab’a territory, they 
will be subject to his authority in aLl other matters except salt, but the jurisdic¬ 
tion over tim salt pans having been ceded to the Honourable Company, shall be 
exercised solely by its agents. 

8. The amount specified in the 3rd and 5th paragraphs, viz.. Company’s 
Rs. 11,048, will be paid yearly from the Government Treasury at Ahmedabad, 
after the close of the year, on the 10th January, to an agent of the Nawab 7 s pro¬ 
vided with a written application from him to the Collector, 

9. The engagement is to have efiect from the 1st January 1840 =a2f)th day 
St, A. H. 1255.

Agreement between Liejutunant-Colonel Freeman Henry Jackson, Poli¬ 
tical Superintendent, Polanpur, acting under the authority of TIts Excellency 
the Governor of Bombay in COUNCIL on behalf of the BftITI.SH Government 
and Major Malcolm Thomas Lyde, Administrator, Radhanfur State, 
on behalf of minor Nawab Mahomed Shee Khan of R Aim an pur on behalf 
of himself, his heirs and successors regarding the manufacture, consumption, 
and sale of Opium m the Rad ran pur State,— 18D7, 

Whereas m accordance with the existing relations between the British Gov¬ 
ernment. and the Radhanpur State the cultivation of poppy and the manufacture 
of opium are prohibited in the Radhanpur State and no opium may be consumed 
in the said Radhanpur State other than opium on which there has been paid to 
the British Government the duty at the time payable to the said Government in 
respect qf opium consumed in the Presidency of Bombay and whereas in coi^idcra- 
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tion of the covet)ants on fclin part of the Radii anpur State hereinafter contained 
the British Government ha a agreed to relinquish the whole of the so id. duty on all 
opium that shall be hereafter conveyed into the said It ad ha n pur State for con¬ 
sumption therein in accordance with the said covenants* 

2, The Administrator, Radhanpur State, on behalf of the minor Nawab 
agrees with the British Government with reference to all former agreements on 
the same subject matter as follows, viz, ;— 

(1) That the opium from time to time required for consumption within 

his territory shall ho obtained in one of the three following ways 
only (namely) 

(n) by direct importation from Maiwo and R&jputaua or 
(6) by purchase in Bombay or 

(c) by purchase at any convenient opium depot of the British Gov¬ 
ernment, 

and tha-t all opium so procured shall be imported into transported 
through or exported from British India as the case may require in 
accordance with the Jaw and rules regarding import transport and 
export of opium at the time in force in the part of British India 
into through or from which such import transport or export is neces¬ 
sary* 

(2) That he will adopt such nice sores as shall from time to time appear 

to the British Government to be necessary for effectually prevent¬ 
ing any export and any illicit import of opium across his frontier, 

(3) That the sale of opium within his territory shall henceforward he con¬ 

ducted by licensed vendors only or depart men tally by State ser¬ 
vants. 

(4) That opium shall not be supplied to any of the said licensed vendors 

except on payment of a price which is not less than the price at 
which at the time being licensed vendors are being supplied in the 
British District of Ahmedabad* 

(5) That no licensed vendors in his territory shall at any time be permitted 

to sell opium at a price which is lower than the lowest price at which 
licensed vendors are at the time being authorized to sell it in the 
British District of AhmedobecL 

(0) That the system for the vend of opium in his territory shall be hence¬ 
forward assimilated in its general fea tures to that in force in the 
British District of Abmeclabad, 

(7) That he will forthwith introduce and enforce in his territory the regular 
hions published under GQverinneut Resolution in the Revenue De¬ 
partment No. 7207, dated I8th September 1895, and will hereafter 
from time to time adopt and enforce any change in the said regula¬ 
tions or any new regulation similar in effect to any provision of the 
law or rules regarding opium for the time being in force in British 
India which the Governor in Council of Bombay shall in the interests 
of the British opium revenue desiro him to adopt and enforce. 
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(8) That he will furnish every half-year an the 1st February and 1st August 
to the British Political AutMrifcies of PaUupur SupoTitrtcndeiiev in 
such form as tlie Governor hi Council of Bombay shall after consult¬ 
ing the Political Superintendent Palanpur from time to time pre¬ 
scribe accurate accounts of the opium transactions of his territory, 

3, The British. Government agrees that m long as the Badhanpur State duly 
fuliils the foregomg covenants the whole of the duty payable to the British Gov¬ 
ernment on any opium conveyed into the territory of the Radh&npur State in 
accordance with the relations between the British Government end the Minor 
Nawftb as recited in the preamble to fchk Agreement shall be remitted or if duty 
has already been paid on any such opium, as if the same were to be consumed in 
the Presidency of Bombay then that the whale of the amount of the duty which 
has bear so paid shall be refunded to the Eadhanpur State. 

Provided that nothing in this Agreement shall affect the ultimate right of the 
British Government as paramount authority on occasion arising to alter the rate 
of duty cr the proportion thereof to be remitted or refunded under this clause and 
that no such alteration shall release the said Eadlmnpur State from any of the 
covenants per for maMe by him under this Agreement, 

And it m further agreed between the parties hereto that in this Agreement

Aoueememt prohibiting the cultivation of Kemp in the Eadhatstpue State*— 1904 

Form of Formal Acmpfctme . 

L That cultivation of hemp shall be entirely prohibited in the Eadhanpur 
State, 

2. That the hemp drugs from time to time reipiired for consumption in the 
Radhanpur State shall be obtained only by importation frorn the bonded or central 
warehouses established in the Presidency of Bombay- The importation to be 
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regulated by rules made for the removal of the drugs from such warehouses and 
payment of duty to be made previous to removal at. the rates fixed from time to 
time by Government as being leviable on drugs manufactured in or imported into 
the Presidency of Bombay. 

3. That the Radhanpur State will adopt such measures as shall from time to 
time appear to the British Government, to be necessary for effectively preventing 
any export and any illicit import of liemp drugs across its frontiers. 

4. That, the sale of intoxicating drugs within the Radhanpur State shall hence 
forward be conducted by licensed vendors only. 

5. That intoxicating drugs shall not be supplied by this State to any of the 
said licensed vendors except on payment of a prico not leas than the quantitative 
duty fixed by Government from time to time plus cost price of the drugs at such 
rate as may be ascertained at the commencement of each year by the Political 
Agent through the Commissioner of Abkari to be the approximate wholesale market 
price (ex-duty) of the drug. 

6. That no licensed vendors in the Radhanpur State shall at any time be per¬ 
mitted to sell intoxicating drugs at a price lower than the quantitative duty and 
cost price ref erred to in clause 5 above. 

7. That the system of taxation and control of hemp drugs in this State shall 
be henceforward assimilated in its general features to that in force in the neigh¬ 
bouring British districts and that the Radhanpur State will hereafter from time 
to time adopt and enforce any change made in the British system in this connec¬ 
tion which the Governor in Council of Bombay shall in the interest of the British 
intoxicating drugs revenue desire it to adopt and enforce. 

8. That the State will furnish every half-year on the 1st October and 1st April 
the British Political authorities of the Radhanpur State with accurate account 
jf the intoxicating drugs transactions of the Radhanpur State in such form as 
may from time to time bo prescribed by the Commissioner of Abkari in consulta¬ 
tion with the Political Agent Palanpur.

Whereas the State of Gondul is desirous of having a line of telegraph construct¬ 
ed from Rajkot to Dhorajoe via Gondul, to be worked in connection with the Bri¬ 
tish lines of telegraph, the following terms are agreed upon by Colonel William 
Warden Anderson, Political Agent in Kattywar, <m the part of the British Gov- 
e rnmivn t, duly en> pow e red by the V iceroy and G ove nfor-( lei i e ml of India in Co u nci I 
on that hehalf, and by Captain Augustus Marshall Phillips, Assistant Political 
Agent in charge Gondul, duly empowered by the A dm ilustration of Gondul on 
that behalf 

1, The British Government agrees to construct for the Gondul State a line of 
telegraph, consisting of one wire, to be carried on standards to be erected between 
Rajkot and Dhorajee via Gondul, at a cost of Rupees (51,209) thirty-one thousand 
and two hand red, more or less, and the State of Gondul agrees to pay to the 
British Government the cost of the line aa the money may be required, 

2, The receipts obtained by the opening of the Gondul and Dhorajee Tele¬ 
graph Offices shall belong exclusively to the British Government, who shall defray 
the entire cost of repairing, maintaining, and working the telegraph Hue between 
Rajkot and Dhorajee via Gondul: but when the receipts of the Office fall short 
of the cost of repairs, maintenance^ and working, the State of Gondul agrees to 
make good the deficiency ; should there, on the other hand, be a surplus left 
after payment of all expenses, such surplus shall be handed over by the British 
Government hi the State of God dub 

3, With the consent of the Governor-General-in Council extra wires may at 
any time be added by the Telegraph Department for the Gondul State on terms 
and conditions to be agreed upon at the time between the Gondul State and the 
Government of India, 

4, The line shall be called “The GondubDhorajee Branch Telegraph Line,* 1 
and shall ho managed, and worked entirely by the o flic ora of the British Telegraph 
Department. It shall not be dismuntied without the consent of the British Gov¬ 
ernment, but should it at any time be given up, the materials of which it is com¬ 
posed shall become the property of the Gondul State. 

5, The accounta of the telegraph line shall he rendered yearly to the State of 
Gondul, and the balance shall be adjusted without delay, 

0, The State of Gondul agrees to apply to the Gondul-Dhorajee line the pro¬ 
visions of the British Telegraph Act VTIT of i860, and such other Acts or legal 
provisions as have been, or may hereafter be, passed by the British Government 
with reference to the telegraphs. 

7. The State of Gondul agrees to apply to the Gondul-Dhor ee Telegraph 
line any Rules or Regulations that are now, or may hereafter be, made applic¬ 
able to lines of telegraph in British India.

Agreement between Tkakor Sahbr Shut. Bhagwatsikgjd Chief of GondaJ, in

Whereas it has been considered expedient by the British Government to transfer 
its civil station from M&mskvada within the limits of the Junagad State to Jetab 
s&r within the limits of the Gondal State ; 

And whereas a certain plot of ground forming the piece and parcel of land 
hereinafter specified and situate in the village of Jetalsar of madia! Dhoraji of the 
Gondal State is required to he occupied by the British Government for the pur¬ 
pose of establishing the said civil station thereon : 

And whereas the Thakor Sahch of Gouda 1 is willing to assist, the British Gov¬ 
ernment in this behalf; 

The said Thakor Saheb of Oondal agrees to assign, on payment of the annual 
rout specified below, the said plot of ground unto the Government of Bombay 
for as long as it may be req aired by that Government for the purpose of a civil 
sGfltion, subject to the conditions hereinafter mentioned and agreed to by both 
parties to this agreement. 

The land in question measures 550 acres, as per map appended ; the bound’ 
aries are as follows : -on the north-west the land of moje Mandlikpar belonging 
to the Junagad $tate and the line of the Bhavnagar-Gondal Railway ; on the south 
and south-west the land of moje ftankbli belonging to the talnka of Jetpur and 
the land of moje Mandlikpar belonging to the Junagad State ; and on the north- 
east the proposed line of the Railway extension from Jetalsar to Veraval. 

The sum of R«. 1,800 shall be paid annually as rent for this land by the British 
Government to the Goudal State and the whole plot in question is to be at the 
absolute disposal of the British Government during occupancy. 


Gondul, 

The im July 1874 , 
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The right to out wood or graze cattle in fcho said land shall vest in the British 
Government, but no privilege of fitting wood or grazing cattle or in any way 
making use of any other Gondal land outside the limits of the land hereby assign- 
ed to it by this agreement shall be claimed by the British Government oi the resi¬ 
dents of the new station. 

The civil and criminal jurisdiction in respect of all causes of action that may 
arise or of alt crimes that may be committed within the limits of the land hereby 
assigned to the British Government shall vest in the British Government, But 
it is understood and agreed by both parties to this agreement that this is in no 
way to affect the jurisdiction of the Gondal State in respect of all civil actions k tbe 
cause of which may arise or of all crimes which may be committed outside the 
limits of the land hereby assigned to the British Government, but within the 
limits of the Gondal State ; and that the inhabitants of the Gondal Stat e who may 
reside or live in the new station or possess property therein are not to be thereby 
entitled to any assistance from or protection by the British Government, 

The authorities in the new station are. not to possess any right of forced labour 
or any privilege of making requisitions for the service of artisans. In time of 
necessity carriage must, however, he furnished according to the same scale that 
it may be demanded from other tributary States. 

Certain custom duties called' 44 Mandvi ” are now levied by the Gondal State 
on all articles of trade exported from and imported into the village of Jetnlsar. 
These the Gondal State shall continue to levy in the village of Jefcals&r as well as 
on goods exported from the new civil station, subject to such variations and inodh 
fications in rates, etc., as the Gondal State may from time to time think advis¬ 
able to make, with this roservatioo, however, that no increase of the custom dues 
on goods exported from the civil station shall be made without the consent of the 
Political Agent, and that the rates and rules for the levy of these dues shall always 
be uniform for the Jetalsar village and the new civil station- 

ft is agreed between both parties to this agreement that should it be found 
necessary by the British Government hereafter to expand the station beyond the 
limits oi the land hereby assigned, to it, the expansion shall be made by the Bri¬ 
tish Government taking, and the Gondal State giving, such further land of the 
Jetalsar village as may be convenient to both parties, and on such conditions 
as may be agreed upon between them at the time. The station shall not be ex¬ 
tended under any circumstances by taking up any land belonging cither to the 
Junagad State or the Jot pur Taluks . 

ft is further agreed between both parties to this agreement that should the 
British Government find it expedient, at any time to relinquish the occupancy 
of the land hereby assigned to it by removing the station elsewhere or otherwise 
the land must be returned to the Gondal State and to no other, on condition that 
while the Gondal State would not thenceforward be entitled to claim and receive 
from the British Government the annual rental thereof, the British Government 
would not bo entitled to claim and receive from the Gondal State the cost or rent 
or any set-off whatever in respect of the buildings and other properties construct¬ 
ed and standing thereon at the time of such relinquishment

Her Majesty being desirous that the Governments of the several Princes and 
Gtnefs of India who now govern their own territories should be perpetuated, ard 
that the representation and dignity of their Houses should be continued, I hereby, 
in fulfilment of this desire, convey to you the assurance that, on failure of natural 
heirs, the adoption by yourself and future Rulers of your State of a successor 
according to Hindu Law and to the customs of your race will be recognised and 
confirmed. 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement, thus made to you so 
long as your House is loyal to the Grown and faithful to the conditions of the Trea¬

Articles of Agreement with Seedeis Hillgl, on the part of himself and the 
Inhabitants of J after ab ad, dated the 3rd January 1761, 

See dee Hillol professes himself a servant of See dee Yacood Khan, of Jinjee 
mil, and faithfully promises obedience to all lawful orders of the said Yacood 
Khan and his successors, 

Seedee Hillol having received many favours from the Honourable EngVsh 
Company, and being promoted to the Eoujdary of j all era bad by their interest 
ami intercession with bis master, Seedee Yaeood Khan, to testify his gratitude 
ta them, and to promote the welfare of the inhabitants of JnJIcrabad, has enter¬ 
ed into the following Articles as the foundation of a firm and lasting peace, mz. :— 

Article 1. 

That a strict friendship is how entered into between the English it all parts 
of India and the inhabitants of J&fierabad, alirn Musafarabad. 

Article 2* 

That no boats or vessels, with English passes and colours, shall be molested 
on the high seas, or elsewhere, by those of Jaffembad ; and ail Jeffemfcad trad 
ing boats, with Beedee HilloTe pass and colours, be treated as friends by the 
English. 

Article 3. 

All boats and vessels of both parties, being in distress, and going into the ports 
of on© another, shall Have all possible assistance afforded them, and liberty given 
to go away when they please, as is customary between friends 
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Article d . 

That the inerohatifca of Bombay and Jafferabad have free liberty of trade to 
those and all other parts under their respective jurisdictions on paying such duties 
as are established now or may hereafter be settled. 

Article 5, 

That the Honourable Company's cruisers shall not be subject to anchorage, 
or any other fees of that nature, paid by merchants’ boats. 

Article G« 

The inhabitants of the adjoining country of JafForabad often making use of 
the name of JafEeraBad merchants, to get the Honourable Company’s pass and 
afterwards employ their boats in pirating, it is agreed that Sendee Hillol shall 
give letters to merchants only, and those such as he is well assured are fit to be 
trusted ; and that none hut such as produce his letters shall have the Honourable 
Company'* pass granted them. 

Article 7. 

Seedce Hillol promises not to give Ms pass to any of the Jaffeidlfcad cruising 
boats, not to those of Sulfcanpore, or any pirates whatever* 

Article 8. 

In cast' any Jafferabad boats are taken or detected in molesting, selling or 
plundering any vessel, with English pass and colours, the Honourable Company 
may treat suoh boats and their crews in what maimer they please. 

Article 9, 

That Seeds e Hillol will use his best endeavours to supply Bombay with live 
cattle, whenever occasion nxay require, they being paid for on .delivery. 

Article 10. 

As Sendee Hillol is desirous of increasing the trade of Jatfembad* he baa re* 
quested that the merchants of that place who shall procure his pass may be pex* 
raitted to trade to Surat with freedom, and enjoy the privileges granted them 
many year* since : it is agreed that the Honourable the President and Council 
shall recoin mend to the Chief and factors at Surat to procure from the govern* 
incut a full and free permission for their trading thither, and enjoying.all their 
ancient privileges - t taking care that they meet with no oppressions whatever. 

Article 11. 

Sendee Hillol faithfully promises to nee his endeavours to bring the Suitanpore 
Kooliofl to Articles of Agreement not to molest the ports of Broach, Jambosoei,

of Surat Castle, now in possession of the Honourable Company, by virtue of the 
King’s royal Finnan, the merchants and inhabitants of both places are compre¬ 
hended in this Treaty; therefore, should they be treated with violence in their 
trade or persons by the Jafferabad boats or forces, the Honourable Company 
will resent it.

Agreement arrived at between tie Thako sk Saheh of Pajjtana as presenting 
the Dalitana Dubbab, and Sbeth Anaxjxti Kalianji as representing 
the Swjstambbh Mubtipwak Jain Community of India,— J 928 . 

1. A rtc Shatmujaya Ilili is situate within and forms portion of the Pali tan a 
State, subject to the limitation laid down and the righto of the Jains defined in 
Resolution No. UG1, dated the Kith March 1877. 

2. i’lie Jains are entitled to use, for religious purposea'and purposesSneidental 
thereto, all lands, trees, buildings and^structuroB within the Gadh walls and 
manage the said religious properties without any control or interference on the 
part,of the Durbar except for Police purposes. 

3. The Jains shall be at liberty, without anv permission, to rebuild (when 
necessary) repair and maintain the Gadh walls, provided that in doing so they do 
not alter the present dimensions or situation thereof. They will, however, be 
at liberty to raise such portion of the Gadh uvjJl as forms part of any of the exist¬ 
ing temples, while raising the height of any such temple to the extent necessary 
to make the same, one of the walls of the said temple. They will further be at 
liberty to raise other portions of the said Gadh walls up to a maximum height of 

feet. 

J. The Jains shall manage the temples on the hill end outside the Gadh walk 
without any interference on the part of the Durbar. 

5. The Puglas, Debris, and Chhatris on the lull outside the said Gadh walls 
belong to tho Jains as well as the Kunds and the Visamas, subject, as to tbe 
l*sc two, to the user thereof by the public and the Jains can repair then, without 
permission.

co the said Gadh from the foot of the hill, subject to the user of the mid road by 
the public.

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9* The Jains will^have eontiol and management of the non- Jain shrines men¬ 
tioned iu Mrjj Candy’s report including the shrine of Ingarakah Pit and excluding 
the temple of Muh&dev. The said temple of Muhadev shall ho enclosed by a wall 
separating it from the G&dk wall and an independent access from outride the Gadh 
wall will bo provided thereto. In ho doing the Bbiin and Snraj Kunda will be left 
outside the Makadev limits, 

10. The Jains will have the right to prescribe all reasonable rules and regula¬ 
tions for the conduct of visitors to the Gadh, the temples and tanks therein a® 
well as the other shrines on the lull ; but such rules and regulations as regards the 
noli-Jain shrines shall not interfere with their due and proper worship thereat. 

11. The line of the said Mota Rasta and the situation of the said temples, 
paglaa, debris, chhotris, viaam&s and the kunds on the hill and outside the Gadh 
will be marked on a map * which will form part of this Agreement* The said 
map shall be duly identified. 

12. The Pali tana Durbar will not levy any duties or taxes on ornaments and- 
jewels brought by Sheth Anandji Kalian]i for the decoration of the images in the 
Jain temples, and this exemption will be granted on a declaration made by the 
Alunirn of Sketh Anandji Kalianji. 

13* That in the case of any dispute arising put of or relating to the rights of 
the Jains in this Agreement mentioned and in carrying out the terms of this Agree¬ 
ment the Ruling Prince of Pali tana State would in his executive capacity, on the 
application of the Jains 111 that behalf decide the matter and if the Jains feel 
aggrieved by any such decision, they will bo entitled to approach the Agent of 
the Governor-General, who, after hearing the parties, will give his decision and 
either party will have the right to appeal therefrom to the higher authorities in 
due course. 

Id. The Palitana Durbar agrees to receive and the Jams agree to pay a fixed 
annual sum of Rupees sixty thousand for 35 years. This obligation will have 
offetit from 1st of Juno 1928 and the first payment will bo made on the 1st of June 
1929 and on corresponding dates in subsequent years during the said period of 35 
years. In consideration of the above payment and the subsequent annual payments 
the Durbar agrees not to levy any further dues of any kind from the Jains on 
account of pilgrimage taxes. This payment includes protection, Maine, etc. 

15. At the expiration of the said period of 35 years, either party shall be at 
lib rty to ask for a modification of the said fixed annual sum and it will rest with 
the British Government, after hearing the parties, to grant or withhold such modi¬ 
fication. The amount of the fixed annual sum and the period during which fch* 
same shall remain in force shall be determined by the British Government at the 
expiration of each such period. 

16, In the event of the said annual payment not being made within a month 
from the due date thereof the Agent to the Governor-General wifi determine the 
course to be followed by the Palitana Durbar*

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17. The orders of the Government of Bombay contained in their Resointiou 
No. 188-T, Political Department, dated the 5th of July 1922 and No. S. 441-6, 
Political Department, dated the 25th of May 1923 and those of the Secretary of 
State for India conveyed as per letter No. 1281-B, dated the 9th of October 1924, 
from the said Government are superseded in so far as they or any part thereof are 
contrary to or inconsistent with this Agreement. 

1$. Ml the appeals and memorials of the parties hereto regarding 
matters dealt with by this Agreement shall be deemed to be disposed of by this 
Agreement. 

19* The expression Durbar moans and includes the Palitana State and the

X, Thakoic Salieb Slid Daulatsinhji, K.O.I.E., Thakore Saheh of Limbdi 
State, herebv* cede to the Government of India in the Political Department a 
the criminal jurisdiction possessed by the Limbdi State in the portion of Lirnbd. 
territory which has been assigned and made over for the purpose of the DhsaUm-’ 
Dhaudhukft Railway to be exercised by the Government of India m the Political 
Department so long as the land may be required for the Railway and to be restored 
to me or my successor when the land is no longer needed for the above purposes. 

It is to be understood that the authorities exercising the jurisdiction codec 
as aforesaid will liberally atford to the servants of the Limbdi State all reasonable 
and practicable facilities in view to the prevention of crimes, the apprehension of 
criminals, the seizure of stolen property and generally to the maintenance of peace 

X also agree to cede to the Government of India in the Political Department 
the civil jurisdiction, short of sovereign rights, over the above mentioned territory 
in regard to matters concerning tho Dbolka-Dhandlmka Railway so ,ong as the 
territory is in the occupation of the said Railway, provided that all other olvu 
jurisdiction shall continue to be exercised as heretofore by the Limbdi State.

Your letter of the 20th June has been received. You have therein written 
that I am to pay a fine of Rupees 12,000. My circumstances are insufficient to 
enable me to ,iav this sum at once. I beg, therefore, you will do me the favour 
to settle some wav in which 1 can do it. You have further written that I am to 
' inform you beforehand of births likely to take place in my family. 1 Ins is veil, 

and I shall do so. In regard to your request that I should furnish security to 
abstain from the custom of putting my daughters to death in future. I beg to s -a e 
thnt I am determined to renounce the custom. My possessions are entirely under 
the Sircar ; but if, notwithstanding this, you should wish me to give Mcurity, 
I shall duly furnish tho same, I have, agreeably to your orders, banished Mehtas 
B*lwunt Joeta, and Dulputram Kooshall from my tslooka. In respect to Patel 
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hukinon s mother and tho other persons who gave evidence in my ease, or any of 
their relations, not suffering, as yon hove written, any harm at my hands, I beg 
to state that Patel Lulcmon is as a son of the Durbar, and there is no one higher 
in its estimation than he is. I have, notwithstanding, this day called, him into 
iny presence, and spoken to him in terms of encouragement and confidence before 
four Sow bars and two other persons, whom I had summoned on the occasion. 
! he proclamation regarding the. daughters of Jbarejas, which vou have transmitted, 
has been received, and I shall take tho measures it directs. ‘ Whatever the Sircar 
does IS designed exclusively for our good, and I am therefore obedient to its wishes. 
I beg you will fix some wav in which I can pay the fine imposed on mo, and with¬ 
draw the attachment on my talooka. The character of my place depends on the 
Siroar. 



Rajah Chunderainghjee of Wankaneer writes as follows 

Whereas the Jharcja people formerly put their daughters to death, thereby 
committing a sin of great enormity, and Colonel Walker, in Sumwut 18fi4, caused 
thorn to enter into engagements to abandon the inhuman custom and preserve 
their female offspring for the future ; but notwithstanding this the Chief of Rajkot, 
Sirdar Jliaroja Soorajee, disregarded and broke this engagement, and put a daughter 
to death, which case of infanticide was investigated in tho month of October 1834, 
and the crime proved by means of witnesses ; it therefore becamo necessary to call 
upon him to furnish security that he would not commit such a dreadful deed in 
future, and he has named me ; I therefore agree to become perpetual security for 
him, and accordingly execute this writing, to the effect that Jlmreja Soornjee shall 
inform the Sircar whenever the birth of a child may be expected in his family, 
and that he shall never injure or threaten Patel Lukmon’s mother, or any other 
people or their relat ion he who may have given evidence in the case of infanticide 
against him ; that he shall act agreeably to, andmaintam the engagements formerly 
effected by the Sircar for the preservation of the daughters of Jharojas, and the 
proclamation, dated 22nd November 1834, issued on the same subject; and that 
Jharcja Soorajee shall punctually inform the Sircar of any breach of these engage¬ 
ments which may occur within his talooka. f have become security for.hin/’iu 
case he may not inform tho Sircar of snv case of infanticide coming within his 
knowledge, or uphold and maintain the engagements for tho abolition of this horrid 
custom, and am therefore bound to sec the same done, and responsible to govern- 
moufc for tiny broach that may hereafter ariae.

The Rajkot Thakoor, for the purpose of assisting government in establishing 
a,civil station on its own ground at Rajkot, willingly assigns to the officers of the 
Government of Bombay, in perpetuity, a spot of ground situated on the west or 
left bank of the A joe river. 

Article 2 * 

A map* of the land, which measures about 385 acres, is appended. 

Article 3. 

The west tail of Live river-bed, where it touches the station land, is to be con¬ 
sidered to belong to the latter. 

Article 4, 

Certain garden lands situated within the station limits, measuring 89,801) square 
yards, to the extent of ten kos (water-bags) irrigation on three wells, granted in 
charity to certain brahmins, shall be continued in the holder’s possession in enam 
tenure, but the same shall be considered as included nothin the station jurisdiction. 

Article 5, 

The sum of Rupees (1,500) one thousand five hundred as compensation for 
the loss sustained by the Rajkot State is tolbe permanently deducted from the 
tribute payable by Rajkot to the British Government. The whole of this plot 
of land is to bo at the absolute disposal of the British officers, no person having 
any proprietary right or right of cultivation within it 3 bounds, with thv 
of the garden grants referred' to hr.-fclfit.Article* 

Article 6* 

No privilege of grazing cattle, or of in any way making me of any Rajkot, land 
Outside the limits assigned, k to be claimed by the authorities nr the inhabitants 
of the civil station, y m - 

Article 7 * 

A site of not less than fifty yards square is to be given to the Rajkot Durbar 
in a favour©bio position, free from all rent or ot her charges, to admit of the con¬ 
struction of a house and offices.

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Article 8 . 

It is to be understood by both parties that the establishment o£ this civil station 
in the vicinity of Rajkot k not in any way to affect the civil jurisdiction of the 
Rajkot State, and that the inhabitants of Rajkot, who may live in the civil station, 
or possess property in it, are not to be thereby entitled to assistance from the British 
authorities in cases in which the cause of action has arisen in the Rajkot territory. 


Article lb 

In the same maimer the criminal jurisdiction of the Rajkot Stats is not in my 
way to be prejudiced or curtailed by the establishment of the civil station; but 
that State is to continue to enjoy the same privileges of civil and criminal jurisdic¬ 
tion that may bo sou tinned to other tributary States of equal rank and position* 


Article 10* 

The authorities in the civil station are not to possess any right to forced labour 
or any privilege of making requisitions for the services of artisans. In time of 
necessity carriage must, however, be furnished according to the same scale that 
it may bo demanded from the other tributary States*

Article 11* 

The right of the Durbar to take transit duty on goods passing into or leaving 
the station to the extent sanctioned by the custom of the country k allowed* This 
duty must, however, cease If it should be generally relinquished in the prtvfrioe* 

Article 12 „ 

The Durbar are not to possess the right of levying this transit duty in the civil 
station limits, but It is understood that they will be allowed to do so as long as their 
officers do not give trouble or cause inconvenience to the controlling nuthoritv* 
In the latter cRse iw duty tnwak be collected outside th<\ station limits. 

Article Kb 

In case that government should at any time abandon the station, the land must 
ho returned to the Rajkot State, and not to any other talooka ; and the payment, 
of Rupees (1,500) one thousand fi ve hundred yvmly to fee nu*dp bn the part of 
British Government must cease* But, under such eboumstaiie.es, no claim is to 
be mack on the Durbar for the value of the buildings constructed upon the land* 


Article 14 * 

A passage shall be left on the bank of the river along which cultivators and 
cattle of th$ town of Rajkot shall be allowed freely to pass* 
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Article 15. 

An assistant officer is to have charge of the Agency Bazar in order that appeal 
from either party may lie u> the political Agent’a Court. 

Article 16. 

No person shall he enticed into the civil station, hut once permanently resiling 
there will cease to be subject to the Rajkot Durbar. Such residence will not give 
any claim to the protection of the Agency regarding landed and other property 
within the jurisdiction of the Rajkot Durbar, 

Article 17. 

Claims regarding robberies occurring within the station limits shall be disposed 
of according to the general custom of the country. 

Article 18. 

At the special request of the Rajkot Durbar, it is agreed that no persons are 
to be allowed to fish in the Ajee river opposite the town of Rajkot, or for one imlo 
up stream, or in that portion of the small stream on the north of the town from the 
bridge to where it joins the Ajee river*

Agreement between Raj Si no jet: Tiiakoor of Woowaw, in Jitai.awap,, and 
Major B. H. Keatinge, v c , Political Agent in Kattywar, — 1864 . 

The Thafcoor, for thepurpoae of asriaring Government in the administration ol 
the district of Jhalasrar willingly assigns to the officers of the Government of 
Bombay, in perpetuity, a spot of land situated on the north or left bant of the 
river Bhogowa opposite the village of Ruttunpore, for the purpose of establishing 
a British station. 

The land measures about 1,760 yards, or one mile oast and west, and 
one thousand yards north and south. A map of the ground is appended * 

The northern half of the river-bed, where it touches the station land, is to he 
considered to belong to the latter. 

The Bum of Rupees 3,260 {two thousand two hundred and fifty) as compensa¬ 
tion for the loss sustained hy Wudwari in assigning this land, is to be permanently 
deducted from the tribute payable by Wudwau to the British Government. 
The whole of this plot of land is to be at the absolute disposal of the British 
officers, no person having any proprietary right or right of cultivation within its 
bounds. 

No privilege of grazing cattle, or of in any way making use of any Wudwuu land

A site of not less thar fifty yards square is to be given to the Wudwau Durbar 
in a favourable position, free from all rent or other charges, to admit of the con- 
struction of a house and offices. 

It. is understood by both parties that the establishment of this station in the 
vicinity of Wndwan k not m any way to affect the civil jurisdiction of the Wndwan 
State; and that inhabitants of Wudwau, who may live in the station or 
possess property in it, are not to he thereby entitled to assistance from the British 
authorities in cases in which the cause of action has arise]! in the Wudwau 
territory* 

In the same manner the criminal jurisdiction of the Wudwau .State is not in 
any way to be prejudiced or curtailed by the establishment of the station : 
but that State is to continue to enjoy the same privileges of civil and criminal 
jurisdiction that may be continued to other tributary States of equal rank and 
position. 

The authorities in the new station are not. to possess any right of forced labour, 
or any privilege of making requisitions for the service of artisans. In time of 
necessity, carriage must, however, he furnished according to the same scale (hat 
it may bo demanded from other tributary States. 


Not rfeprodueeti. 
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Certain custom duties an levied in the city of Wudwan, as in other cities under 
native rule, on all goods that change hands or are stored within the walls, hut 
goods merely passing through in transit from one place to another only pay 
ohoela" or transit duty. 

The authorities of Wudwan having expressed a fear that in ease of merchants 
establishing themselves in the station, and their having no right to custom duty 
on their trade, these collections in Wudwan might, be very injuriously affeete , 
it has consequently been agreed— 

1 That the Wad wan Durbar is to take no Dan Zucaat or any description of 
custom duty on grain, merchandise, cattle, forage, or fuel passing into the station 
lor til© uae of ttus mhab^aitita. 

2. On all such articles leaving the station, the Durbar may collect a custom duty 
according to the separate statement annexed. 

■1 In case the Durbar should hereafter lessen their customs duty in \\ ml wan, 
a proportional decrease is to take place in the rates levied on the departure of goods 
from the station, but no increase is to be made to the rates levied on station goods 
without the consent of the Political Agent or other chief civil authority in Kat- 

tyww. 

4 The Durbar are not to possess the right of levying this duty in the station 
limits but it is understood that they will be allowed to do so as long as their 
officers do not give trouble or cause inconvenience to the controlling authority. 
In the latter ease the duty must be collected outside the station limits, 

5 As a portion of the land taken for the station belongs to the town of Doodrej. 
the Durbar is to pay seven per cent, of its collections under this agreement to the 
proprietory of fcliftt place. 

The right of the Durbar to take transit duty on goods passing into or leaving 
the Station to the extent sanctioned by the customs of the coimtry, is allowed 
Tliis duty must, however, cease if it should be generally relinquished m 

province. 

In case that government should at any time abandon the station the land must 
he returned to the Wudwan State, not to any other taloOfca, and the pay-men of 
Us 2 250 (two thousand two hundred and fifty) yearly to be made on the part i 
the British Government must cease, but, under guoh circumstances no claim is 
to be made on the Durbar for the value of the buildings constructed upon .

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III*—BAN AS KANTHA: AGENCY* 

The Bauas Kantha Agency (formerly known as the Palaupur Agency) 
was under the political control of the Bombay Government until the 10th 
October 1924 from which date it was Merged into the Western India 
States Agency and placed under the political con tied ol the Government 
of India. 

The designation of fi Palaupur Agency V was changed to hi Banas 
Kant ha Agency in 1925. The question of the transfer of the head¬ 
quarters of the Political Agent, Ban as Kant ha, from Pal anp ur to any 
other suitable site outside the Palanpur Hi ate is under consideration,. 

The Salute Slates of Pal an pur and Radii unpin*, which were formerly 
included in the Palaupur Agency, have now been placed in direct politi¬ 
cal relations with the Government of India through the Agent to the 
Governor-General, Western India States. 

This Agency now includes two States (Tharad and Wao), six petty 
jurisdictional Estates and a number of noii-jurisdictional Estates. 
The latter are grouped into four thaua circles, namely. Deodar, Kankrej, 
Santa!pur and Wamhi. The Kankrej Estates pay a tribute of 
Rs, 7,741-1-J to the Grmkwar—a sum which includes payments made by 
the Thar a Talukdars. None of the other States or instates in the Agency 
pay any tribute. 

The Ehckrej Estates, which were originally in the Mahi Kantha 
Agency, were transferred to the Palanpur Agency in 1844, owing to 
their proximity to Palaupur* They are bound by the same Engagements 
as the Chiefs of Mahi Kantha, executed in 1812 (sm Vol, VII, Mahi 
Kantha Agency), 

In 1820, when the Khosas and other marauders were expelled from 
lladhanpur, they were at the same time driven away from the other 
petty States in this Agency which they infested, and an Engagement 
(No! I) was concluded with these States, by which they became tributary 
to the British Government. In 1821 Government resolved to exact no 
tribute till the revenues of these States had increased by one-half, after 
which one-third of the increase was to be taken. But in 182f>, in con¬ 
sideration of the poverty of the petty Chiefs, tribute was remitted alto¬ 
gether, and new Engagement* (No. IT) were concluded, binding the 
Chiefs to submission to the British Government, but not to payment of 
tribute. 
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In 184S tile Raua of Wuo and some of his relations undertook (No. 
IH), in consideration of an annual payment of Ka. 301, to prevent . i« 
import, export, transit and sale within their taluka of salt from the 
Barm, 

The Chiefs are bound by engagements regarding opium similar to 
those concluded with Palaupur {q. v.) in .1822 and 18*9. Some of them 
also entered, in .1897 and 1898, into engagement* similar to that con¬ 
cluded with Iladhanpur (tf.v.) regarding o]dum; and the principal ones 
are also hound, regarding hemp, by similar agreements to that mu. 
with Palaupur (y.e.). 

Till 1885 the police duties in this Agency were discharged by the 
(x nek war's Contingent, but in that year the Contingent three was dis¬ 
banded and replaced by a local police corps now called the Bunas Santba 
Agency Police. On the inauguration of the Western India ,...ta ea 
Agency in October 1924 this force was placed under the supervision u 
the Superintendent of Police, Western India States Agency. 

Transit duties in the Agency wars abolished in 1887. 

The Jarniya estates under the 'L’harad State, wliich were under direct 
Agency jurisdiction up to 1904, were i» that year replaced under the 
jurisdiction of the Tharad State and the Agency Thana at l harud was 
abolished. Similarly jurisdiction over 28 lllmyadi villages of the Wao 
State which were under the Wao Thana, were placed under the juris- 
diction of the Wao State in .1917; uml the remaining villages under 
the Thana Circle were placed under the jurisdictum of the Smgcja 
Tatuka, which was thou grunted jurisdiction, and ‘he Wao Ihana was 
abolished. The jurisdiction granted to the Suigam Taluka was with¬ 
drawn in 1927 and an Agency Than*, called the Suigam Division of the 
Deodar Thana, was constituted for the area (21 villages) over which 
the Talukdaxs exercised jurisdiction. 

The Chief of Tharad has the power of passing sentences of seven 
years' rigorous imprisonment and indicting tines up to its. *0,000, and 
of trying civil cases up to the value of Its. 29,000. The Chief of Wao 
has the power of passing sentences of three years’ rigorous imprisonment 
and inflicting tines up to Ks. 5,000, and of trying civil cases up to the 
value of Bb. 10,000 x

The Thanas are placed in charge of Thanadars who exercise the 
powers of a second class magistrate and have power to try civil cases up 
to the value of Ms. 500. Cases beyond this jurisdiction are disposed 
of by the Courts of Deputy Political Agents and the Political Agent, 
according to their respective powers. 
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Appeals and revisimia in civil and nrimimd matter** lie to the Court 
of the Judicial Oonninssinner, and those in political matters to the Agent 
to the Governor-General and the Government of India,

Agreement and Security entered into by the Town and Chiefs of 1 ukwara 

and its He pen denotes with the Agent oi the British Government, Assmr 

Vucl 3rd, or 28th July 1820. 

The troops and villages depending on Terwara having been depopulated, and 
we (the Chiefs) reduced to great distress, in order to obtain the protection of Gov¬ 
ernment that they may lie again repeopled, and that we may be placed in com¬ 
fort and security, we, Buloaoho Khan, Vulndi Ilussun Khan, A yum Khan, 
VuJudi Kumal Khan, Roria Aja, Vulndi Roadan, Roria Agra, Vuludi Dhun 
rajjee, Iloria Bcchur, Vuludi Do wan Juggote Asun, etc., the whole of the 
inhabitants of Terwara, of our own free will, agree to the following Articles; 

Article 1. 

We (the above-named) and our brethren and the Koolees of our dependencies 
all in eluded engage not to plunder or rob in the territories of the Honourable Com¬ 
pany, nor in any other State or pergunnah, nor to he in any wise the cause of 
robbery or plunder. 

Article 2. 

We engage not to allow the Khosa3 or any other robbers or enemies of tho 
Sircar to remain in Terwara, nor the villages depending on it, nor will we main¬ 
tain any sort of connexion with them, nor send intelligence to them, but aid in 
their discomfiture or punishment to the utmost of our ability, and we also engage 
to forward intelligence of the Kbosas to the detachment of the Sircar wherever 
they may he stationed, and should it be necessary will accompany them. 

Article 3. 

The troops of the Sircar have expelled the Kbosas, and have restored this 
country to order, and iu efiecting these measures great expense has been and will 
be incurred by the British Government: we therefore willingly agree to pay a 
sum yearly consistent with our ability, or aa the government may direct.

Translation of an Agreement with the British Government entered into by 
the Thakue of Thurad, Waghela Karem Sing, on the 23rd August 1826. 

Whereas in the hope of protection from the injuries indicted on our district 
by the Kho&as, Koolees, and others, and of advancing the prosperity of our per- 
gunnahs, a bond of agreement with the British Government was executed by us, 
dated 15th Magflud, Simtvut 1878, in the 3rd paragraph of which we stipulated 
rfco pay to the extent of our means our proportion of the expenses incurred in pre¬ 
venting the inroads of t he Khosus, or any other marauders, and to pay oitr quota 
yearly, in conformity to which engagement we have until now guided ourselves 
by the instructions of the British Government; but now that the British Govern¬ 
ment in its great goodness is pleased to cancel the above obligation on out pnxi 
to pay such necessary expenses incurred £ot our benefit, we are deeply gratified 
for the same, and bind ourselves for the future by the folio wing engagements 

Article 1, 

We promise to conform ourselves in every respect to our former Agreement with 
the British Government, with the exception of the 3rd paragraph respecting our 
payments therein stipulated to be by W paid, and to conduct ourselves as faith¬ 
ful dependants on the British Government. 

Article 2. 

The Kooleesr Bajpoots, or armed men of other districts, who may come, 
peaceably, and with the intention of residing quietly in our taloofois, shall not 
be licensed to remain without their so coming being communicated to the British 
Government; and in case security for their good conduct, and bail for their ap¬ 
pearance when called for, should be required by the British Government, it shall 
be demanded from them, nor shall they in such ease be allowed to remain without 
consenting thereto. 

Article 3 . 

The ancient obligation existing previous to t he above-mentioned Treaty between 
us aud the British Government, and the Baroda Government, shall remain in 
full force as heretofore ; wo will in every respect guide ourselves in conformity 
thereto. 

Article A 

We will in no respect permit robbers or disturbers of the public peace to find 
shelter in our districts, or any dependencies of ours, anil when claimed by either 
the British or Baroda Government we will deliver them up if they fall into our 
power. 
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Article 5- 

Whenever the British forces proceed for the expression of robbers, bandits 
or Khosas, we will prepare all the means in oar power of horse and foot m md of 
the British armament, and send the ablest of our people with them as becomes 
obedient dependants on the British Government and the person in 
contingent &11 be placed under the authority of the Commnndam- of the British 

forces 

AttTlCLK 8* 

The talukdam or petty Chieftains shall on no account wage private wars or 
disturb the public peace by mutual discords; m case of such 
shall be communicated to the British Government, and the decision of its authority 

to be final. 

ARTICLE 7. 

We will not avail ourselves of the weakness or poverty of any village land¬ 
holders to extort Girasss or any other rights, and when any village offers to bind 
itself to dependency or tribute, we promise not to accede to suoh arrangement 
without the knowledge and approval of government. 

Article 8. 

The Kooleers, Rajpoots, and others, in fact, any inhabitants of our villages, 
shall in no respect be permitted to commit any irregularities m the districts of the 
British or Baroda Government, or any other dependencies, and we are responsible 
for their misdemeanours ; such are the night Articles of our agreement, and we 
will act in conformity thereto; and if we are ever found departing from these 
erica acatenta we arc answerable to make good the claims instituted, and pay 
such fine ns shall be ordered by government, submitting ourselves to its decision.

The Western Kathiawar Agency, with hindquarters at Rajkot Civil 
Station, was ciori.^t]by the amalgamation in 1923 of two (Sorath and 
HalarJ out of the four Vrants into which the province of Kathiawar was 
formerly divided. Tin combined division, which was at first named 
i( The Western Kathiawar Slates ”, was given its present designation 
in 1927. 

Formerly each Prant was in charge of a European Political Officer, 
designated Assistant Political Agent *\ with the civil powers of a 
Zilla Judge and the criminal powers of a District Magistrate. To each 
X r> oli tieaT Assistant was assigned tui I Julian Deputy Assistant with fixed 
civil and criminal powers: and each Prant was further divided into 
Thana Circles in charge of Thauadars with limited civil and criminal 

pGWGTB. 

No great change in the system of the udimiustrutioii of Kathiawar 
took place until 1922, although in 1902 the designation of Political 
Agent had been changed io Agent to the Governor, that of Assistant 
Political Agent to Political Agent, and that of Deputy Assistant to 
Deputy Political Agent. In 1922 the Salute Slates were tiunsferred 
to direct political relationship with the Government of Bombay, through 
the Agent to the Governor, except with regard to interstatal suits, 
hound ary disputes, extradition, passports, giras registration and heir¬ 
ship certificates, 

On the creation of the 'Western India Stales Agency in October 1924, 
some changes were made in the system of the judicial administration, 
as a result: of which civil powers exercised by the Deputy Political 
Agent and the Political Agent were transferred to the Civil Subordinate 
Judge, Kathiawar, The Agency Thnnas were placed under the control 
of the Deputy Political Agent, subject to the general supervision of the 
Political Agent The Deputy Political Agent was also given powers 
to hear Political suits arising in Thana areas subject to appeal to the 
Political Ageul and the Agent to the Governor-General, The Tinder 
Secretary to the Agent to the Governor-General was given the powers 
of an Additional District Magistrate with respect, to It&jkot Civil 
Station, and all other duties in connect ion with the Civil Station were 
transferred to him. 

Of the Salute States, now in direct political relations with the 
Government of India through the Agent to the Governor-General, 
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Western India States, nine were formerly included in this Agency- 
Junagadh, Nnwmmgur* Porhaiular, Morvi, (iondal, Taira bad, Wan- 
leaner, Dhrol and Rajkot* 

Jasdarj, Kotdu-Pitha, Wankla and 1 lie Babra Tlmnn were transferred 
from the Eastern bo the Western Kathiawar Agency in 1933. 

The Agency eon tains 47 non-Salute Stale** and Taluk&s, and four 
Than a Circles, Th^| Thau as are i n charge of Than adore who exercise 
the powers of a second class magistrate, Hear suits to the value of 
Be, 500, and a re subject to the control of the Deputy Political Agent, 

Owing to the custom of the partibility of Estates by equal division, 
certain towns and several villages of the Tulukn* of Bautwa, Vasavad, 
Hagasni, Kotda-Pitha and Jet pur are eo-shared by several Tulukdars. 
To exercise jurisdiction over these eo-ahared holdings a Majmu Nyaya- 
d Irish is appointed for each of these Taiuk&s. Appeals against the deci¬ 
sion of these Majimi Nyayndbishes lie to the Court of the District and 
Sessions -fudge, A special constitution is provided tor the .letpur 
Tahika Court, 

Formerly the trial of girtts cases in States having precedence below 
the State of Patdi was conductor] by the Judicial Assistant J but in 1936 
these giras cases were transferred to the Political Agent who now decides 
them with the aid of two assessors. 

In 1863 the Chief of Mftlia entered into an Agreement (No* 1). 
effectively to control the Minnas* but he was unable to do so and in 
1880 his judicial powers were withdrawn.. These were restored in 1S83, 
except with regard to his Miami subjects. In 1895 the Taluka was 
placed in charge of the Assistant Political A gen I, Halnr (now Political 
Agent, Western Kathiawar Agency), and rules for the control of Miami* 
were framed in 1909, 

Mention has been made, in the general narrative, of certain cessions

Jaipur and the Tulvikdar of Luni over lauds occupied by the Khijadm*

over binds occupied by the Rntad-Vinrlihiu (No* V) and Yinchhia-Jasdan 
(No. VI) sections of the Botad-Jasdan Railway,

Agreement entered into by the Tuakoob of Mallia,—1868. 

I, J&deja Suita ji, talookdar of Mallia, do hereby enter into agreement with 
Major Keatingc, Political Agent of Ka tty war* that during the interviews of the 
IBtli and 20th December you informed me that you were dissatisfied with the 
working of the Mallia thana, and that you intended to make an effective arrange¬ 
ment for its better working, Whereupon I requested yori that I should once 
oioro be trusted with the affairs of the Meanaa and the management of the thanu ; 
aod l now bind myself that should my request be granted I will adopt the follow¬ 
ing arrangement and act accordingly ;— 

1. I will keep the Meenas under control and will also put a stop, as far as pos¬ 
sible) to their habits of thieving, house-breaking, etc. Should they, however, 
commit mischief to any person or talooka, 1 will amicably satisfy the injured 
parties in accordance with the practice in force for the time being sanctioned 
by the Political Agent. 

2. I will cause a than a-building to be erected at Mallia on the plan prescribed 
by the Political Agent for similar buildings in other parts of Kattyw&r, The 
same shall be substantially built at once, and for this purpose I will place Rupees 
5,000 in deposit with the Agent** treasury or with any Banker named by him ; 
and on commencement of the work the sums that may he required from time 
to time should be paid to me by Government. The building will be constructed 
on the said plan and the account of the cost thereof will be shown if required. 
Any sum that may remain unexpended on completion of the building should be 
refunded to me, 

3. I will employ and permanently keep up the following establishment for 
the thana, and their salaries shall always be paid to them as detailed below, 1 
will employ educated and respectable persons as thandar and his karkoon ;—

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he may not have to wait for any instructions from mo ; and after it h once settled 
which of m is to stay there he shat! not be removed without the consent of au 
officer of the Agency, 

5, The affairs in connection with the tribe of the Meenas are at present in 
the jurisdiction of the Agency, It being now proposed to entrust the same to 
my house, I agree that T will administer the same in accordance with the terms 
aforesaid, hi case of my failure T agree that the Political Agency has a right 
to resume the said authority, and further that the criminal jurisdiction over all 
our villages inhabited by Meenas shall also be vested as a matter of right in the 
Agency, 

6. For the above reasons the Political Agent has personally advised me that 
it would be detrimental to my interest if T were to allow the M ecu as to spread

Eastern Kathiawar Agency, with headquarters at "Wadhwan 
(.1 viJ Station, was constituted in 1928 by combining the twn Plants of 
■lli a] a wad arid Gobfelwad. 1 he Combined division was first styled “ The 
Eastern Kathiawar States’’ and was given its present designation in 
19.i i. I he system of administration and the constitution are similar to 
those prevailing in tire Western Kathiawar Agency. 

Of the Salute States, now in direct political relations with the 
Government of Indio through the Agent to tin Governor-General, 
Western India States, five were formerly included in this Agency—Bhav- 
nagar, Dhrangadhra, Palitaua. Limbdi arid Wadhwan. 

The Agency contains Hi non-Salute States and Talubas, and 8 Thann 
Circles. 

In 1920 the Talukdari Thana of .Thmjhuwada was converted into an 
established Agency Thana. The Chotila Thana, which was originally 
allocated to the Jhalawad Trent (now part of the Eastern Kathiawar 
Agency) and subsequently (1914) transferred to the Malar Prant (now 
pait- of the Western Kathiawar Agency), was re-transferred to this 
Agency in 1925. 

Since 1925 the control of all Tlianas, previously under the super¬ 
vision of the Political Agent, has been transferred to the Deputy Politi¬ 
cal Agent. Thanadars ordinarily exercise the powers of a second class 
Magistrate and hear suits to the extent of Its. 500. 

In 1804 a remission of Rs. 250 from the tribute due to the British 
Government from the Bhumius of Dudhrej was made under an Engage¬ 
ment (No. I) by which they assigned a plot of land required for 
Wadhwan, the headquarters of the .lhalnwar sub-division. In the 
amending Agreement of 1899 with Wadhwan (see II—Salute States No. 
OXVII) provision was made (in the fifth clause of Article 11 of the 
Agreement) for the payment, hy the Wadhwan Durbar to the Bhumias, 
of a percentage of the amount granted by the British Government to the 
Darhar as compensation for the loss of customs duties. 

In I860 the Girassias of Soouporie assigned (No. II) a plot of land 
for the establishment of the Songadh Civil Station : and in 1914 the 
Girassias of Songadh assigned (No. Ill) some more land for that station. 
The Station was closed with effect from the 1st May 1923 and the land 
was restored to the Girassias concerned in 1928, except for three plots 
assigned in perpetuity- hy a separate Agreement (No. VI) signed hy the 
Girassias in 1930. ’ 

Mention has been made, in the general narrative, of certain railway 
agreements and cessions made in and before 1905 hy various States and 
Talukaa of the Eastern Kathiawar Agency. In 1926 the Laklitar State 
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and the Sadul Dada Estate of Chotila coded (No. IV) full and exclusive 
power and jurisdiction of every kind over lands occupied by the Ihan- 
Ghotila Railway.

Pho officers of government requiring a small piece of land, measuring about 
twenty-five acres, on the borders of your village, for the purpose of establishing 
a station, it is agreed that you are to receive as compensation for it a remission 
of your tribute to the amount of Rupees (250) two hundred and fifty yearly. 

The whole of the plot of land is to be at the absolute disposal of the British 
officers, no person having any proprietary right or right of cultivation within its 
bounds. 

No privilege of grazing cattle, or in any way making use o any land under 
Doodrejv beyond the plot now treated of, is to be claimed by the British author¬ 
ities under this engagement, 

A site of not less than twenty-five yards square is to he given to the proprie¬ 
tors ot Doodrej in a favourable position, free from all rent or other charges, to 
admit of the construction of a house and offices. 

The Rkooimas of floodrej are, whilst they conduct themselves with propriety, 
to enjoy the same privileges in all matters connected with the administration 
of justice that is accorded to other persons of the same rank and position* 

The authorities in the now station are not to possess any right of forced labour, 
or any privilege of making requisitions for the service of artisans. In time of 
necessity carriage must, however, bo furnished according to the same scale that 
it may be demanded from other Tributary States. 

The proprietors of Doodrej arc not to possess any right of levying Dan Xucaafc 
or any other custom duty on food, merchandise, cattle, forage, or fuel entering 
or leaving the station, but they may claim to receive from the Wild wan State 
seven per cent, of the collections which may bo made by that Durbar, under the 
terms of an agreement concluded with them under this date. 

The right oE the Bhoomias to take transit duty an goods passing into or leav¬ 
ing the station to the extent sanctioned by the custom* of the country, is allowed* 
This duty must, however, cease if it should be generally relinquished in the 
province. 

In case that government should at any time abandon the station, this land 
must be returned to the Bhoornias of Doodrej, not to any other persons, and the 
payment of Rupees (250) two hundred and fifty yearly to be made on the part 
of the British Government must cease ; but under such circumstances, no claim 
is to be made on the Bhoornias of Doodrej for the value of the buildings constructed 
upon the land.

The Giraa&ias agree never to erect any houses* huts* or other buildings on the 
now vacant rising ground (marked A. A. A. in the survey map) in immediate proxi¬ 
mity to the station, as their so doing would shut out the breeze from the Political 
Assistant's bungalow. 

Article V. 

The sum of (Rupees 800) three hundred Rupees as compensation for the loss 
sustained by the Sonpurrov Girassiaa in assigning this land is to he permanently 
payable yearly by the British Government to the Sonpurree Girasaias. 

Article VI. 

No privilege of grafting cattle, or of in any way making use of any Sonpurree 
land outside the limits assigned is to be claimed by the British authorities* or the 
inhabitants, of the station. 

Article VII, 

The authorities in the new station are not to possess any right of forced labour, 
or any privilege of making requisitions for the service of artimns. In time of 
necessity carriage must* however, be furnished according to the same scale that 
it rnav be demanded from other tributary States,

Article 1, 

We the Giraasia Talukdars, who own the village of Bongadh, for the purpose 
of assisting Government in the administration of the Gohilwad Prant, willingly 
asslgp to the officers of the Government of Bombay in perpetuity a plot of land 
which ia required by them in addition to tho land ceded bj r the Agreement of 1866 
and which is described m below ;— 

Description of the flat of land , 

The P&litana Bead goes lengthwise close by the Bong ad h Hospital. Tho 
shorter road goes dose by the bungalow of the Political Agent, Gohihvad Plant* 
Both these roads meet near the Police Lines. Between these two roads is a gar¬ 
den. This garden and all the land south of it between these two roads measuring 
about 16 acres. 

Article 2. 

We assign thia additional plot to Government on the name conditions which 
have been prescribed in the Agreement of 1st November 1866 by which the land 
for Smtga&h Civil Station was given* 

Article 3. 

No additional rent is to be charged for this additional plot as the Govern* 
mOnfc ha.ro recently exempted us from the contribution to Bongadh school and 
in exchange for which we hand over this plot to Government free of rent.

The Girassias who own the village of Songadh represented by three Talukdarft 
ins*, (I) Kaol Gulabeing Fatheraj, (2) Bad Amaraang Jamataang, (3) Baol 
Mcrubhai Pmtapsing for the purpose of assisting Government in the adinrnistra* 
tion of the Western India States Agmwy willingly assign to the Hon’blo the Agent 
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1930. 


to the Governor-General in the States of Western India in perpetuity or such time 
as he relay require for the said specified purpose, three plots of land measuring 
in all Square Yards 63,726 Square feet 2 situated on the west or left: hank of the 
river Utavali in immediate proximity to the village of Songadh for the purpose of 
maintaining a I)ak Bungalow and Circuit Houses (Political Agent’s and Deputy 
Political Agent’s Bungalows). 

Article II. 

The three plots of land occupied By the three Bungalows namely—a Dak 
Bungalow and Circuit. Houses (Political Agent’s and Deputy Political Agent’s 
Bungalows) which have been retained for the use of Government Officers on duty 
after the abolition of the Sougadh Civil Station as well as the land taken up by the 
approaches to these Bungalows are marked with boundary pillars on all sides ns 
shown in the annexed inapt. 

Article III. 

The Girassias agree never to erect any houses, huts or other buildings on the 
said lands. 

Ahticle IV. 

A rent of (Rs. 33) thirty three, only calculated from the &th November, 1928, 
will be paid annually on or before the termination of the year by the Dou ble 
the Agent to the Governor ■General in the States of Western India to the Girassias 
of Songadh. This rent will be payable for so long as the Agency holds the land. 

Article V. 

No privilege of grazing cattle or in any way making use of the demarcated land 
within the limits assigned to the Hon’ble the Agent to the Governor-Geueiai and 
specified in the map ia to be claimed by the Girassias of Songadh. 

Article VI. 

This agreement, cancels all previous agreements made in connection with the 
assignment of land to Government for the establishment or the management of 
Songadh Civil Station. The eutire area except thoarea covered under the terms of 
this agreement has been restored to the Songadh Girassias with effect from the 9th 
November !92S<

£5 leaders Khaudi Bao Dabhare, wlio maintained his followers in 
Gujarat and Kathiawar, from whicli provinces he exacted tribute, In 
the struggle for supremacy in the Mahnitta confederacy, he supported 
the cause of Shahuji, and was raised by him to the rank of Senapati or 
Coimnamler-in-Chie-f. One of his officers, Daraaji G^pkwar,. was on liia 
recommendation appointed second in comma nd. Khandi Kao and 
Damaji Gaekwar died within a few months of each other in 1721, and 
were succeeded in office, the former by Mb son Trimbak Ran Dabhare, 
and the latter by Ins nephew Pilaji Gaekwar* 

In 1729 the Peajrwn Baji Ruo obtained from Sarbuland Khan, the 
Moghul Deputy in Gujarat, a cession of the chautli and other dues of that 
province; and, among other conditions of the grant., engaged to prevent 
M ah ratio, subjects from taking 1 part with disturbers of the peace. This 
condition w as chiefly aimed at Trimbak Itao Dabhare and Pilaji G nek war., 
who considered it to be an encroachment on their rights, Trimbak Rao 
therefore entered into negotiations with other Mahrattu loaders in Gujin 
vat to oppose Orn Peshwa's claims; but \va* defeated and slain in battle 
in 1731, and the Peahwa’s rights in Gujarat were thus established. 
Yes It want Rao, the infant son of Trimbak Kao, was appointed to the 
rank of Senapati, and Pilaji Gaekwar was confirmed in Lis former post 
with the title of Sen a Kb as Khel, It was agreed that the Peslnva and 
flic Senapati should not interfere with each other’s possessions, and that 
Yesliwatit. Itao should have the entire management of Gujarat, paying 
half the revenue to the Pestrwa and accounting for all contributions 
levied from countries not mentioned in the deeds of cession given by 
Xarbuland Khan to the Peshwti, The cession of the elm nth by Sarbn- 
land Khan was, however, disallowed by the Emperor of Delhi ; SaiTv- 
Land Khan was removed from office and superseded by Abhai Sing 1 
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Baja of Jodhpur, by erne of whose emissaries Filaji Gaekwar was 
murdered. 

Damaji (|aekwar, srm of Pilaji, avenged Ins father^ murder and sac- 
seeded in wresting the whole of Gujarat from the Moghuls. Yeshwnnt 
Itao, when he came of age, prowl quite meompetent for his post, a no 
the Dabkare family gave place to Uie Guekvmrs, Damaji Gaekwar sup 
ported Tara Bai in an effort she made to free her grandson, the Raja of 
Sahara, from the thraldom of the Peshwa fhdnji Fuji Ran; but be was 
treacherously seized by the Pestnvu, and was not released till he agreed* 
fo pay to the Feshwa 15 lakhs of rupees as arrears of tribute from 
Gujarat, and to share equally all his possessimm and future conquests. 
Fn 1752^3 tbe Peshwa obtained a partition t of Damaji Gaek war’s con¬ 
quests iu Kathiawar, and the Guekwar agreed to assist the Pesliwa with 
troops when necessary. _ Thereafter the armies of Damn]! Guekwar and 
of the IVslnva under Raghuba proceeded to the joint conquest of 
Gujarat, In 1755 the Moghul Government in Alunedabad was entirely 
subverted, and the town and country were shared between the Pesliwa 
ami the Gaik war. Damaji Gaekwai supported Raghuba in his rebellion 
against Mndho Rao, and furnished him with troops under his son, Goviml 
Rao, But in this war Damaji was defeated end punished by the im¬ 
position of an annual tribute of Rs. 6,25,000, and an mud service with 
a,000 horse during peace and 4,000 during war. He also agreed to pay 
Bs, 2j54 t 000 for certain districts which the Pesliwa promised to restore 
to him, making his tribute in all Ra. 7,79,000. He left four sous, 
Sav aji, his eldest son by his second wife; Govind Rao, his second son, 
by his first wife; and Manaji and Fateh Singh by hie third wife. Govind 
Rao was at Poona at the time of his father's death and, by the payment 
of a large nnzar to the Peshwa Mad ho Rao, and by agreeing* to the 
arrangements which had been concluded with Damaji three years before, 
ho procured his recognition as successor to his father’s rank of Sena 
Kh as KlioL But Fateh Singh urged the superior claim of Say aji, the 
eldest son, who was an idiot; and the Pesliwa, whose object was to 
divide the family and thereby reduce the (Jackwar’s power, subsequently 
admitted § SayajFs right, thus making the brothers Govind Rao and 
Fateh Singh implacable enemies. To strengthen his position Fateh 
Singh made overtures for an alliance with the British Government in 
1772; but his proposal was rejected. Iu January 1773, however, an 
Agreement (No, I) was made with him. This provided that the Gaek- 
wai 's share of the revenues of Broach, which the British Government 
had taken by assault in November 1772, was to remain on the same 
footing as under the government of the Nawab of Broach. 

After the murder of Naravan Kao, the Pesliwa Raghuba again recog 
uised the claim of Govind Rao. There tore, when Raghuba tied to 
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Gujarat before the army of the ministannl party at Poona who sap¬ 
per (eel the claim of Madho Bao Narayan, the posthumous boo of Narayan 
Kao, to the position, of Peshwa, he found an ally in Goviml Bao and an 
enemy in Fateh Singh. When the Bombay force joined the army of 
Ifaghuba, an unsuccessful attempt was made to detach hatch Singh 
from the cause of the ministerial party. But, after some successes had 
been gained hy the British troops in Gujarat, a ‘treaty (No. Ill was 
mediated between Fateh Singh and Raghuba, by which it was agreed 
that the former should furnish troops and money to Kaghuba, who 
should provide Govind Itao with a j&gir in the Deccan, and that, the 
British Government, as guarantors of the treaty, should receive the 
Gaekwar’a share of the revenues of Broach and several villages in per¬ 
petuity. Tliis treaty was abrogated by the orders of the Bengal Govern¬ 
ment, which dissolved the connection with ltaghuhn. Then followed 
the Treaty of PurandlmT (see The Peshwa, Vol. VII), concluded by 
Colonel Tipton with the ministerial party at Poona; one of the provi¬ 
sions of which was that the cessions made by Fateh Singh should be 
restored to him if it could he proved that he had no uuthoi by to make 
them without the previous consent of the Peshwa 8 Government. 1 lie 
object of this action of the ministerial party was to induce Fateh Singh 
to acknowledge bis dependence on the Poona Court; and in lebmary 
1778 he was recognised* as Sena Klins Khel on paying up his arrears 
of tribute. 

After the Convention of Wargaon in 1779 (see The Peshwa, Vol, V II) 
it was proposed to enter into a Treaty with the Gaekwav family, acknow¬ 
ledging their independence of the Peshwa: and eventually a Treaty of 
offensive and defensive alliance (Vo, III) was concluded on the 20th 
January 1780. Fateh Singh was to receive the Peshwa ’b territory north 
of the Mahi river; to cede his districts south of the Tapti, the revenues 
of Broach and villages adjacent, and the district of Sinor on the Nar¬ 
bada ; to be relieved from payment of tribute to the Peshwa during the 
war; and to send 3,000 horse to join the .British army. The terms of 
this treaty were generally approved hy the Supreme Government, but 
some objections were taken to the wording of it. The seal of Government 
amt the signatures of the Members of Council were therefore affixed by 
way of ratification to an amended version, copies of which were sent to 
the Bombay Government to lie exchanged with Fateh Singh. The 
alterations made, however, were never communicated to him. The ipies- 
tiou whether, in these circumstances, either version of the treaty was a 
binding document, is of no practical importance ; for, by the Treaty of 
Salhai, {sec The Peshwa, Vol. VII), which established peace between the 
British Government and the Peshwa in 1.782, the territories of the 
Gath war were placed on the footing on which they had stood before the 
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war, and Fateh Singh was retired to pay tribute to tlie Peshwn as 
formerly, but was exempted from all retrospective* claims, 

Pot eli Singh Gaekwar died on the 21st December .17 ft ft. His brother 
Mminji immediately assumed charge of the government for his half- 
brother Sayaji, and was lffi&Qgnifled by the Peshwa on payment of a 
large nassar. The claims of Govind Ilao were, however, supported by 
Madlmji Seindia, Maria ji applied tor ilie protection of the British 
Government under the Treaty of 1780; but interference was declined on 
the ground that iliat treaty had been superseded by the Treaty of Salbai. 
The family quarrel was terminated by the death of Mamrji in August 
1793 and the succession of Govind Kuo, who was required to pay large 
sumst to the Peshwa and to sign an agreement ceding to the Pesliwa the 
Gaek war’s districts south of the Taptr and hi« share of the customs of 
Surat, This cession was afterwards relinquished by the Peaftwn, the 
British Government having objected to it as a dismemberment of the 
Oaek war’s territory contrary to the provisions of the Treaty of Salbni. 

Aim Rheluknr, the Peshwa's 'Deputy in Gujarat, excited the enmity 
of Govind Kan by levy inn contrilnitiorm in the Gack war’s villages. This 
led to hostilities, to which the Gaekwar was further incited by Baji Kao, 
as Aha Shdnknr was a supporter of the Minister Nana Famavis, The 
quarrel was materially affected by the intervention of the British 
Government, On the death of the N aw rib of Surat in 1709, (he British 
Government endeavoured to obtain the cession of the Gaekwar s share of 
the elmutii of Surat and the surrounding districts, - To this the Gaekwar 
consented conditionally on the Feshwa’s sanction being obtained, and 
in the hope of securing ass 1 stance against Aba Shelukor, His request 
for aid was not met; but in the meantime Aba Slndnkar was made 
prisoner by Govind Kao, and in October 1800 the Peshwa leased to the 
Gaekwar his share in the Gujarat revenues for five years at the rate of 
five lakhs a year, 

Manchorji Khursetji Desai of Navsari, who had been granted pro¬ 
tection by Fateh Singh, under (lie guarantee of the Fast India Com¬ 
pany, but bad left Navsari in 1789 for Surat; through fear of oppres¬ 
sion, was granted a parwamv (No, 1V) by Goviml But* in October 1793; 
and this was renewed in August 1801 by u letter (No, V) from Anaml 
Rao to the Company’s representative at Surat. 

Govind Kao died in September 1800 and his eldest son Anand Ilao 
was aekmnvledg'ed as his successor. He was of wank intellect, and the 
powers of the State were usurped hy hie illegitimate half-brother Kan- 
hoji Ilao, who was, however, deposed by Kaoji Appaji, the minister of 
Govind Kao, supported by his brother BabajL The cause of Kan hop 
was espoused by Mai ha t Rao, cousin of Govind Kao, whose father had 
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been a supporter of Govirul lino in hi* ^niggle* with I* at eh Smgh but was 
dissatisfied wit ir the treatment he had received after the a cession o 
Govind Kao to power. The struggle was ended by IKwji Appaji throwing 
himself an tin- protection of the British Government, and agreeing, by » 
Oonvention (No. VI) concluded on the 15th March 1802, to receive a 
subsidiary force from the Bombay Government and to cede the cba.utb o 
Surat ami the pargina of Choi'Asi, on. condition of being supports 
against Mulhar Kim. After a short campaign Malhfti Kuo sarremlcied, 
ami was given an allowance of Bs. 1,25,000 a year. Both \UdUar Kao 
and Kuuhoji subsequently rebelled more than once. Kanhojr was 
eventuatlv removed to Madras in 1812, ill consequence of In* having con¬ 
spired with the ..Tuui of Nawam.gar to secure his own elevation to i he 
Baroda State and to destroy the British ascendancy m Gujarat. Malfmr 
Kao died a prisoner at Bombay. 

The Convention of the 15th March 1802 was reduced to a form a 1 
Treaty (No. VII) confirmed by the Gaekwar in a separate written agree- 
merit on the 29 Ik July MS. To this treaty was added a pin vale engage¬ 
ment with Raoji Appaji. guaranteeing to him permanently the post o- 
Minister and extending the protection of the British Government to him, 
his son, brothers, nephews, relations and friends. By the 14th article 
„f the. Treaty of Basseiu (see The Keshwa, Vol. VII) the treaty with the 
Gaekwar was recognised and acknowledged by the Peshwa. 

The military forces of Burodu included u complement of mercenary 
Arab troops who, though few in numbers, occupied all the important 
military posts and had, during his struggle with Kanhoji aim Mulhar 
Ilao kept the Gaekwar under arrest. The Convention and Treaty of 
1802 both included a stipulation for British assistance to the Gaekwar 
iu reducing the number of these mercenaries, who cost the State about 
three lakhs of rupees a year, while the Gaekwar was unable to discharge 
them as he owed them arrears of pay amounting to about, twenty lakhs, 
■md the revenues for the current year were already mortgaged. Urn 
money was advanced to the Gaekwar by the Company, im territorial 
security: and the reduction of the mercenaries was effected, though not 
t , n til the town of Baroda, which they had occupied, was invested by « 
British force. At that time, no important engagement of any kind was 
ever made in Gujarat without a guarantee or security: aiul the Arab 
Jemadars had, in many eases, not only become security to bankers for 
the repayment of loans made to the Gaekwar, but had guaranteed their 
persons against molestation or oppression. When the Arabs ni Baroda 
finally suirendered, they agreed to withdraw from Gujarat on condition 
0 f receiving the arrears due to them and of being released tram any 
ouurantee given by them either to persons or property. This was done, 
the guarantee of the Company being substituted tor that of the Arab 
Jemadars. The British Government gave, at the same time, a number 
of other guarantees to persons who had advanced money to the Gaekwar, 
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and to Miniftytti and other officials who stipulated for protection |o 
themselves and their deseemlurrU before they would commit themselves 
to the policy of the British Government. 

Up to the death of Animd lion, the British Government continned to 
ex eroi m a c lose eo n t rd I o v er 11 1 e a If a i rs <> f i h e G a c kw a r : a r id the! r 
guarantees, which were considered to he advantageous in securing British 
influence at Bwoja while at the same time establishing the (rankwar’s 
credit, caused no inconvenience, After the succession of 8ayaji, how- 
ever, and his investiture in 1820 with the full govermmiut; of his State, 
they gave vise to much irritation; but the majority have either lapsed, 
boon forfeited for misconduct, or declared to hold good only for the lives 
of the parties. In a Despatch Mo. 87-2, dated the 21st January 1850, 
from the Government of India in the Foreign Department to the Res! 
dent at llarorla, four guarantees were declared to ho perpetual and herecF 
itary. One of these, a Sound .(No, ATI I) granted in January 1803 to 
Mangal Sakh i Das, lapsed in .1915 on the death of Bai Dhiruj, his last 
descendant: and only the remaining three are now in force. These are 
■ (1) the guarantees given to Maticherji Klmrsetji Desai in 1793 and 1801 
(Nos. TV and V) already mentioned: (2) a guarantee given in February 
1803 (No, IX) in replacement of one given by the Arab Jemadars to a 
Sanad of the Gnekwor A muni lino, grafted in April 1801 to Shankmji 
Desai of Bullesur: and (3) the guarantee given to a Stimul (No, X) 
granted by Anand Rno in May 1803 to Suhhanji Pol and Ids uncle Sub 
boji Pol, and continued to the former when, in .1814, the Gaekwar can¬ 
celled Ills original Sanad and granted a;'fresh one (No. XV) to Sublmnji 
Pol only. In 1849 a permanent arrangement was sanctioned, by which 
the Gaekwar resumed the three villages held by SublianjPs son Goraji 
Pol, and undertook to pay to the Pol family an annual sum of 
Its, 7*19342-0, to be disbursed through the Resident, with the stipula¬ 
tion that no deductions should be made on account of depreciation of 
currency, potada/i nr other causes. In 1911 the Government of India 
decided that the British guarantee to the Pol was hereditary, that the 
Pagu should be disbanded and that for the disbandment the Durbar 
should pay Rs, 1,333 (British) annually to the Pol. In 1912 the Govern 
meet of India agreed to the Pol Pagedar receiving his allowance direct 
from the Durbar instead of from the Residency Treasury. 

In 1803 an Agreement (No. XI) was concluded, supplementary let 
the Convention and Treaty of 1802, whereby the Oaekwar ceded districts 
yielding Rs. 7,80,000 for the support of the subsidiary force agreed 
on in those two instruments. These three engagements were all con¬ 
solidated in a Definitive Treaty of General Defensive Alliance (No 
XII) signed on the 21st April 1805, by which the subsidiary force was 
increased: territories yielding Rs. 11,70,000 were ceded for its support; 
Lands yielding Rs. 12,95,000 were assigned for the payment of the (lack- 
war f s debts to the British Goymiiaent* which amounted to Es. 41,38*732; 
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the aueW bound himself to submit, his pecuniary disputes with the 
Peshwa to the arbitration of the British Government; ami generally bw 
relations with the British Government were defined. 

In 1307 the East India Company concluded Agreements (No. XIII) 
with live chiefs of the Okhamamlal district of Kathiawar. These people 
lived childly by piracy and on the offerings of pilgrims to the celebrated 
filu-meg of Beyl and I)wark:i, the reverence attaching to which prevented 
neigh homing States from punishing them. Iwo of the l hint's «eia 
required to pay Its. 1^0,000 as compensation for past piracies, and all 
hound themselves to abstain from piracy in tuturu. 

In 1808 il was found that the districts ceded by the Gaekwar under the 
Treaty of April 18118 did not yield a revenue equal to the cost of the 
subsidiary force; and, by a Memorandum (No, XIV) dated the Pith July 
1808, the Gaekwar reded additional territories yielding Ils. 1,76,163-

the British Government, were met. by enuuterelaimR on the part ot the 
Gaekwar for the revenues of Broaeli, which the Positive had ceded to 
the British without his consent, and for the pay of extraordinary troops 
kept it]) for the defence of the. Peshvva’s possessions in Gu jarat, itenewal 

the lease, which expired in 1814. was refused : and Trimlmk.i i Ganglia, 
the favourite creature of Ilaji lino, directed the Kathiawar Gliiefe wot 
to pay to the Gaekwar the Peshwa's share of the tribute. To adjust 
those disputes Gnngadhur Shastri, the Gaekwar’s minister, was deputed 
to Poona under the guarantee of the British Government for his safety, 
but was basely assassinated by Trimbakji Ganglia. By the treaty (nee 
The l’mliwa, Vol. AMI) which, in consequence of this outrage, he was 
required to sign in 1817, the Peshwa was obliged to renounce all future 
claims against the Gaekwar mid Id compromise past claims for au annual 
sum of four lakhs of rupees, a payment from which the Gaekwar was 
released on the overthrow of the Peshwa. As the result of this arrange¬ 
ment, a new Treaty (No. XVI), supplementary to the Definitive Treaty 
of April 1805, was concluded on the 6th November 1817 with Patch 
Singh, the llegent, on behalf of Atiand Kao Gaekwar. The chief pro¬ 
visions of this treaty were an increase of the subsidiary force; the cession 
to the British Government of all the rights which the Gaekwar had 
acquired by Hie farm of the Peshwa f s territories in Gujarat; the consoli¬ 
dation of the territories of the British Government and the Gaekwar in 
Gujarat by exchange of certain districts; the co-operation of the Gaek- 
war’s troops with those of the British Government in time of war ; and 
the mutual surrender of criminals, 
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Repeated violations of their agreements, and renewed piracies "by 
the Olcliamaiuhil Chief a, had led, in 1810; to the Coir points occupa lion 
of the 1 1 i striot; w Ii i eh, by A i■ tiel e 7 of tile Treaty* of November 1817, 
wob ceded in full sovereignty to the Go e.Invar. An and Kith Gaekwar died 
on the 2$*d October 1819, and was succeeded by his brother Saynji Rao, 
wlio during the preceding years had been Regent, to the exclusion 
of hhs two legitimate sons, IJalwant Ruo and Pihiji Han. by u Rajput 
wife. On Ills accession Government resolved (No, XVII) to withdraw 
irom the minute interference which they had hitherto exercised in the 
internal affairs of the Bnnnki, State* provided that the Gaekvvai respected 
the British guarantees given to bankers, ministers and oilier mdivkb 
uale in Ms State, In 1820 the total debts of the State amounted to 
Rs, 1,07,66,29?. Loam for the liquidation of this sum were raised from 
B3X principal bankers under British guarantee, the Gaekwur engaging 
to pay them off at the rate of fifteen lakhs per annum, 

fn April 18211 the British Government came to an Arrangement 
{No. X VTJT) with the Gaekwar regarding the collection of I he tribute 
due to him from Kathiawar and Mahi Kantha. He agreed not to send 
troops to collect the tribute, and the British Government agreed to 
procure payment of the tribute free from any expense to the Gaokwar. 
In the same year a somewhat similar arrangement was made regarding 
the Mown sis of Hew a Kan I ha (sec Hew a Kantha, Vol. VII). 

In September 1820 the Gaelnvar entered into an Agreement (No. XIX) 
regulating the sale of opium in his territory. The export of opium from 
British India into Baroda bad previously heart prohibited* except on 
payment of duty at the rate of Us, 12 a seer* The traffic in opium was, 
by this agreement, made a State monopoly, and the import duty wju 
abolished. 

In August 1825 the (lackwa r agreed (No. XX) that his share of any 
fines levied by the British Government in Kathiawar, and of any revenue 
over and above that fixed at the perpetual settlement, should bo credited 
to the fund for the suppression of inEimiieide (.w Bart I, Western India 
States -—General). 

The instalments which the Gaekwar had agreed to pay for the 
liquidation of the loans raised in 1820 were very irregularly paid: aid 
m 1825 if was found that the debts had increased. With the consent 
uf the Gaekwar a new anangoment was made under guarantee, by which 
certain districts were farmed for seven years to pay off the debt. Saiyaji 
Rao. however, violated the leases and allowed no disposition to I'espeef, 
the guarantees: and the British Government in 1828 temporuril y at 
inched the districts of Botlnd, Huhivul, Kur.i T Dabhoi, Bahadurpur, 
Siuor, Amrelij Danmagar nud Shiyanagar, and the tributes of Katina- 
war, Mahi Kantha, Hewn Kanthu, Eujpipla, V daipur, and the tribu¬ 
tary Kankheni villages, Fn 1.882, however, after much negotiation, a 
private Settlement was effected between the Gudcwai and the bankers, 
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the* guarantees were camelled, and the districts and tributes wav 
restored lo tlie Gfekwar, 

By the 8§J article of the Treaty of 1817 the Gaekwur wan bound to 
maintain a body of 3,000 effective cavalry to co-operate with the sub- 
Bidiurv ftJtirce* The article gave the British Government no right to the 
services of this force except when the subsidiary force could be wn- 
ployed ; but the practice grew up of holding the cavalry available at. all 
1 1 m oh fur police duty in the tributary States, 3 he force was vtsiy 
inefficient ? and in 1830 the (lackwar was called on to render two-thirds 
of the cavalry fil for service. On his billing to do so, lands yielding 
about Rs. 15,00,000 were sequestrated to provide funds for their punc* 
tuft 1 payment. In 1832, however, the districts were restored on the 
Quckwur agreeing (No. XXI) to deposit Us. 10,00,000 with the British 
Govern moot. In the following years Sayaji lino Guide war committed 
himself to a long course of unfriendly acts against the British Govern* 
menf. These led in 1839 to the sequestration of the district of Petlad, 
yielding a revenue of Rs* 7,32,000- The (imposition of Rnyaji Bao and 
the tnwisier of Ms rifle to another member of the family w ere threatened- 
Part up llie revenue of EG land was appropriated to the maintenance of a 
body of cavalry organised by the British Government, and called the 
Gujarat Irregf|ftr Horse- In 1849 it was proposed to the Gaekwar 
to reform Ids contingent by reducing the strength to 1,500 efficient men. 
This proposal was not based on the Treaty of 1817, which was declared 
abrogated by the unfriendly conduct of the (lackwar. The Gaekwar was 
much opposed to this measure; but at last in 1811, when the causes 
of dispute were adjusted, an Agreement (No, XXII) was made with 
him, which revised the Treaty of 18J7; provided far a payment id 
tts. 3,00,000 for the Gujarat Imvgubir Horse; for the maintenance o£ 
the contingent of 3*000 horse by the (iaekwar■; and for its employment in 
the tributary district, the Qftekwar being permitted at any time to reduce 
the number so employed to 1,500 men* On the conclusion of this agree¬ 
ment the district of Petlad was restored, and the Its. 10.00,000, deposited 
with the British Government in 1.832* were refunded to the Uaekwur* 

In 1844 Rules (No. XXIII) were agreed upon, regulating the levy 
of dues on vessels driven into the Gaekwaiks ports in Kathiawar by stress 
of weather: and these were revised (Bn. XIII'} in 1850, 

In December 1847 Bay ay Rao died, and was succeeded bv his eldest 
son Gan pat Rao* 

In April 18§| Giinjmi Ran ceded (No. XXV) in full sovereignty the 
lands required for the com* I ruction of the Bombay, Ibiroda and Central 
Iiulia Railway, subject to the condition that his revenue should not 
suffer by the loss of transit duties. The question of compensation for 
such loss was dismissed for some time; but eventually the Baroda Durbar 
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fbtltid It impossible to estimate it and abifendonefl all claims on that 

acco.it nt* 

Omijiat Itao died in Novelnber 185(1, He left no .son, ami was sue 
needed by Ms brother KhandJ Kao. 

In 1858, m a reward for the Guek war’s services during the mutiny, 
the payment of Its. 3,00*000 for the Gujarat Irregular Horse, provided 
by the Agreement of 1841, was remitted (No XXVI); but at the same 
time the permission given to the Guekwur to reduce the coni^iiigeiit to 
1,500 men wti& ran eel led, ami the contingent was put on the same foot¬ 
ing as that described in the 8th article of the Treaty of 1817, with the 
additional provision that it should do ordinary police duty in the tribu¬ 
tary districts. 

In 1882 the Ruler of Barn da was granted a Sail ad of Adoption 
{No. XXV]I). 

Iu 1880 the Gaek war’s sea ports were declared to be British Indian 
ports for the purposes of Sections 18, 141 ami 149 to 100 of the Oon 
sol (dated Customs Act (VI of 1808), They still en joy corresponding 
privileges under the Sea Customs Act (VIII of 1.878). 

In 1807 a permanent salute of 21 guns was granted to the Ruler of 
Rarqda* In the same year the Government of India waived their right 
to have formally submitted for their sand ion any appointment width 
the Gnekwar might wish to make to the post of Diwan 6'f, h is State. They 
retained, however, the right to veto any nomination of which they might 
disapprove. 

For many years there was a controversy as to the respective l ights of 
the British Government and the Gaekwar to 46 villages in the Wajpur 
Taraf, a tract in Khamlesh, Those villages were in the possession of 
ihe Feshwa from 1750 to the downfall pi the Mahratta power in 1817 
During the earlier years of British rule the claim of the British Govern¬ 
ment m successor in the Peslnva was preserved, but the Gaekwur, who 
held smite villages in this district in rightful possession, gradually en¬ 
croached on the British villages, which had for some years yielded lio 
revenue; and when in .1848 the question attracted attention ami a claim 
was put forward by the British Government, tlm Gnekwnr had been in 
undisturbed possession of the villages for twenty-one years. The ques¬ 
tion remained In abeyance until 1809, when; in consider at ion of the 
long possession id the Gae.kwar, the British Government waived their 
right. 

Kliandi Rao died in November 1870 without male issue, though the 
accouchement of his younger wife was expected* The heir-apparent in 
these circumstances xvas his younger brother 11 alhay Rao who, having 
been accused in 1868 of being concerned in a conspiracy to compass the 
death of his brother, had been confined as a State prisoner at Fa dm in 
Barodu territory. Maliiar Rao, having acknowledged in writing that 
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a posthumous son, if born. would bo the undoubted heir to the (jtui ii 
was recognis^ as recent (luring the interregnum, anti eventually m 
Gaekwur on the birth of Kbaud! Rams posthumous daughter. 

The Inst six years of Kluindi lino’s rule had been marked by serious 
deterioration in the ndiuimstmtioi! of Burmin, which attracted on 
several occasions tlie severe animadversion of the Bombay Goyerniucnl- 
tinder Malhar IWj’s rule the nialadniiaistratioti of the State increased, 
fill in 1873 the active interference of the British Government became 
unavoidable. A CoimnisMori was appointed for the purpose of making 
the necessary enquiries; and its report in March 1874 established 
serious an amount of general misgovernnumf in Bared u that the fjack war 
was warned that, unless within a given time he effected essential reforms 
the nature and extent of which were full)- explained to him, he would he 
removed from the exercise of power ami such other arningements, consist¬ 
ent with the maintenance of the integrity of the Bare da State, would bo 
made as might, be required to secure a satisfactory iidnumstmtion. 

In May 1874 AlaHiar Bao solemnised his marriage with his mistress 
Lakshini Bai. In consequence of doubts as to the propriety of this mar¬ 
riage, the Resident W&s directed not. to attend the ceremony. By the 
tone of his cormmmi cat ions to the Resident <m this subject, the Gao k war 
incurred idle grave displeasure of the Bombay Government* hive months 
after the marriage a son was, born, but the Resident did not participate 
in the ceremonies usually performed at the birth of a legal heir, and 
the course of events subsequently made it unnecessary for the Govern¬ 
ment of India to pronounce upon the validity of the marriage. Added 
to these causes of dissatisfaction with the conduct of the Gaekwar was 
his treatment of his brother's youngest widow, Jarena Bai, whom he 
confined to the palace till her life was endangered, and did not release 
her till he was warned thai he would he held responsible if she suffered 
any further injury. In the meantime the (luckwar’s marriage with 
Lakahmi Bai had aggravated the serious differences between him and 
his nobles, which luul been commented on in the report of i he Commis¬ 
sion ; the pay of the military classes was greatly in linear; the Hindis and 
Arabs in his service were fast getting beyond control; and there seemed 
to be every prospect of a rebellion. In short, no progress had been 
made in iroproving the administration, notwithstanding the Gaekwar's 
promises to reform. 

In November 1874 the Government, of India appointed a special 
officer* Sir Lewis Belly, to replace Colonel Fhayre a the Resident at 
Barodu, whose personal relations with the Guekwur were not altogether 
satisfactory, and to afford the Gaekwar every possible aid in reforming his 
administration. Colonel Rimy re had reported an attempt to poison him, 
and his successor, Sir Lewis Felly, was instructed to investigate the case. 
Evidence was brought to light which tended not only to substantiate the 
commission of Ike attempt, bat to throw suspicion on the Guekwar him* 
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self. All enquiry was deem ad essential; but, haying regard to tiro ante¬ 
cedents of the (jfaekwar, the discredit thrown on his -character, by the 
report of the Oom mision, and the weight of the evidence brought to 
light T the Government of India were of opinion that the pnqyury would 

conducted under disadvantages if Sfaliiar ttao remained in the posi¬ 
tion of Gaekwav* and that it would be improper to continue friendly aim- 
muni cations with him pending the investigation, li was therefore deter 
mined to suspend Malhar Ban from power, and to assume on behalf of 
the Brit ish tiovei ament the administration of the State pending the 
result of the enquiry, Troops were accordingly sent to Barodn, Malhnr 
Hao was arrested 7 and a Proclamation (No, X X V TIT) w m issued an- 
nrmncing hia suspension and the institution of the enquiry* It was 
announced at the bo me time that, whatever the results of the enquiry 
might be, a Native admitiistratitm would be re-established at Baroda. 
The charges against Malhnr Ran of instigating the attempt to poison 
Colonel Phayre, of holding secret eofiiinunmatums with certain Rusid 
eney servants, and of giving them bribes for improper purposes, were 
investigated by a Commission composed of the Chief Justice of Bengal 
aa President, and Sir Richard Meade, Mr. I\ 8. Melviil, Maharaja 
Scindm, the Maharaja of Jaipur and ftiv Din tear Rap ns in embers. The 
European members considered the charges proved; but Sc-india and Sir 
Hinkar Bno found the graver imputations not proved; while the Maba- 
raja of Jaipur I bought that Malhnr Rao was tint implicated in any 
of the offences charged. 

Meanwhile, independently of the enquiry into the attempt to poison 
Colonel Phnyre, much additional proof of Malhnr RWs unfitness for 
power had been accumulated. As the Oommiesioners wore divided in 
opinion, the final decisidh of Her Majesty's Government was noi based 
upon the report of the Commission, nor did if assume that the result 
of the enquiry had been to prove the truth of the imp vital ions against 
the Gaekwjwr; but, having regard to all the circumstances relating to the 
affairs of B a rod H from the date of Malhar Ban's accession to power,, to 
his notorious misconduct, his gross misgovemment of the Slate, and his 
evident incapacity to carry into effect the necessary veto runs, it was 
resolved that Malhar Bad should be deposed from the position of (tuck- 
war; and that he and his issue should be precluded from all rights,

A Proclamation (No. XXIX) to this iftect was issued on the Iflth 
April 1ST5, and Malhar Rao was deported to Madras. He died there in 
1882 without male issue, his sou by Lakshin! Bai hnvhq predeceased 
film in 188th His widows. Mnbalsa Bai ami Lakshrni Bai, returned to 
flaroda territory.

Some of the provisions of the Opium Agreement of 1820 having >een 
allowed to fall into abeyance, it became necessary tp pnl the opium 
nmumements with Baroda on a more sat isfmdory fooling, and a set e- 
ment was ariiveil at in 1878. Its provisions were stated in detail m a 
letter (No X'XX) from Sir Mad have Kao, whose proposals were ac¬ 
cepted with some slight modifications. Tlmy may he sammamed as 
involving the adoption by Baroda of (he Bengal system. Che m* im ¬ 
age departure from the spirit of the original Agreement oi 18*0 f* 
that the Baroda State was permitted to manufacture opium foi e.vpmm- 
lion io China on certain conditions, hut this exportation was stopped in 
i!)l:j. In 1922 tlm Durbar adopted the measures necessary to give eftect 
to tlve provisions of the International Opium Convention. 

In 1878 a British officer was appointed as Boundary Commissioner, 
for the settlement of any disputes between Baroda and her neighbours, 
that might he referred to him. With the approval of the Government 
of India, a code of rules tor such settlements was drawn up. Since 
1884 tire First Assistant to the Resident has been ewffiao Boundary 
Commissioner. 

In 1879 the State ceded (No. XXXI) all the criminal, though not 
t lie civil, jurisdiction that it possessed ia -such lands of the Aiureli 
Mahals as 'lmd been made over for the Bhuvimgat-Gimdal Railway. 
The jurisdiction is exercised by -British courts in the Western India 
States Agency. It was subsequently arranged, ns a tentative measure, 
that this Agency should exercise jurisdiction in civil suits against the 
States owning the railway, when the cause of action should have arisen 
in the area of the BaTocla lands. 

In 1880 the State ceded (No. XXXII) hill j urisdiction, short, of 
sovereign rights, over the lauds required for the Kajpntami-Malwa Rail¬ 
way where it passes through the northern division of Baroda. 

In September 1881 an Agreement (No.' XXX1.L1) was concluded by 
which the Government of India, in consideration of an annual payment 
of Us 8 75 000, agreed to release the Gaekwar from his obligation, under 
Article 8 of the Supplemental Treaty of 1817 (No. NYT), to maintain 
the contingent of 8,000 horse. The contingent was not actually dis¬ 
banded until 1885: the police duties in Kathiawar, ihilanpur, Main 
Kantha and ltewa- Kaut.ha, till then performed by men of the contingent, 
are now earned out by local corps specially raised for the purpose.

tion. Special rules were also framed to regulate the working o n 
police on the Baroda State railways. 

Ill 1891 the Bombay Government, issued detailed ins trim! ions on the 
Subject of extradition. ‘ Generally, it may he said that the provisions ot 
the Extradition Act and rules thereunder are followed on both sides as 
far m po^iMe, 

A British officer bad been appointed in 1878, in subordination to the 
Agent to the Go vein or-General, to settle finally and judicially under 
rides sanctioned by the Govern men I of India, the different rights ami 
interests (rmimuteed and unguaranteed, appertain mg to thoBfi inhabi¬ 
tants nf'liowa Ka.nl ha, Mahi Kantha and elsewhere who had churns to 
- dims or Wimfcfi in the territories muter the direct administration of the 
Gaekwar. This step had been rendered necessary hy the action of the 
Gaekwar Khandi Kao. who had in 18(>2 attached all such Torn Giras and 
manv such Wahid rights, the large majority of which bad been enjoyed 
h y virtue of the settlements effected in 1820 between the Gaekwar and 
the Chiefs and Zamindars of Mahi Kfintha (No. XVIII and if Mahi 
Ivmtha Vol VII) and of Kewti Kuntha {tee Bewa Rant in.. Voh VII). 
There were also some similar claims for consideration Which had not been 
guaranteed, directly or indirectly, by the British Government. All 
these had, in e.mseM«e«ce of the attachment, fallen into arrears and the 
whole subject bad become involved in great, confusion. The work of 
adjudication was finally completed in March 1884 by which time &T» 
cases (Giras 4,11-5, Wanta 2,G52) bad been decided. Tim special officer, 
however, had to be. reappointed |> decide the question of guarantee as it 
affected the Bhaynd of the Mahi Kuntha tributaries. This work war

In 1892 the Government of India ruled that Oirassias should, on 
account of their guarantees, be exempted from paying court-fees in the 
ttiirodn courts in revenue eases brought bv them against the State in 
connection with (liras hah. |„ 1895 a further exemption was made in 
then- favour in cases where guaranteed Girassiaa have recourse to the 
liaroda Courts for the recovery of the revenue of their Wantas in Baroda 
territory. In 1,897 the Government of India approved of certain rules 
for the regulation in Baroda territory of the revenue management exer¬ 
cised by guaranteed Tlmkurs and Uirnssias, and the recovery of their 
rent or revenue from Wanta lands, etc., or other guaranteed huh. 

In 1892 an Arrangement (No. XX.XVO) was made by the British 
Government between the Gaekwar and the llnolji of Mansa', whereby the 
latter agreed to the absolute transfer to the Gaekwar of all his ,'ighla 
arvd interests in and over Wanta, (liras, and other lands of various descrip¬ 
tions in Baroda territory in return for an annual payment of Es. 8.600 
which i« guaranteed by the British Government. The Ritolji also 
received from the Gaekwar a sum of Its. 14*000. in commutation of all 
miscellaneous petty rights and outstandings of Wanta and other revenues 
the agreement in no way affected the lands, belonging to the E-ioli. 
[daced within Baroda territory by the boundary settlement of 1873, or the 
lands of the Mhayad of the Kaolji, or his right to receive the Torn (liras 
payable to him by Baroda. In the same year a similar Arrangement ' 
(No. X XX V 111) was made by the British Government for the eomnm- 
tntion of the Pajanpui State’s rights in the Wantas of Chansole and 
Nagwasnn, in Baroda temtoiy, into an annual guaranteed payment bv 
the Gaekwar of Sicca Its. 900. On the demonetization of the Sicca cur¬ 
rency the amount was converted to British Es. 857-2-8 The Birnih 
State also paid a sum of Its. *800 to the T'aLmpur State in commutation 
of ail oututiiHtliiig^ then due fco them. 

In IS{)3 the Indian Telegraph Act (XIII of 1886), and the rules 
framed thereunder, were made applicable to all eating , J1( [ ^uve 
telegraph lines m the Baroda State that were „r might in future he 
connected to the Imperial system, or that, being isolated, were or miVht 
m future be available for public use by the despatch of messages on 
payment, -Jurisdiction under the Telegraph Act rests with the jimuh 
IJarbur, except m cases in which European British subjects or Enron™,, 
or American foreigners, are accused, J 1 * 
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The i&kwir has constructed at his own e^hBe a uurnW ol l ' inlwu - v 
lines running through Boroda territory. A confinement was made 
in 1872. and many extensions and new coftruchons have smce been 
added Most of tliese tines are worked by the Baroda State, jumc » l ““ 
over them not having been reded to the Government «t India. 
gg'the Government of India laid down that on all isolated railways 
constructed, or to he const r acted . by the (laekwar m Bu.mla teiTiloi v 
over which the State has been allowed to retain jurisdiction, all > i i n> i 
subjects employed on such railways have the right. in all oases in "hicb 
they are concerned under the Railway Act. of makthj. representatmii* 
to the Resident at Baroda, whose advice will be duly attended to. Ike 
Government of India furt% reserved to themselves the right t» « 
of necessity, rtf assuming complete jurisdiction on any or all ot the 
(Jaekwar’s* railways. This reservation was accepted unconditionally and 
without reserve in 1.894. 

In 1Q95 the Baroda Durbar ceded (No. NX XIX), with civil and 
criminal jurisdiction, the laud in the Radi division of the State required 
for the construction of the Alimednbad-I'nmtij Railway, on the same 
conditions as those on which land had been ceded for the Rajpulana 
Malwn Railway in 1889 (No. XXXII). In the following year they 
consented (No. XL) to make aver, on similar com) ilions, the land 
required for the Tupti Y alley Railway. 

In 1897 the (iuokwar concluded an agreement with the Bombay, 
Baroda and Central India Railway Company for the working 'd the 
! lablioi Railway from M iyagam to Boddi and from Yishwauntri n 
Cliandod. This agreement was terminable at one year a notice and was 
term in a fed in ’ October 1921, when the management of these lines was 
handed over to the State. Another Agreement. (No. XL!) was made 
in 18f)7 with the same Company, having retrospective effect from Hie 
5th May 1899 and terminable at one year’s notice, for the working of 
the Anand-I’eilad Railway. 

In 1897 the Baroda Durbar agreed to levy flu excise duty of 3$ per 
cent, ad valorem, on all woven goods produced by the spinning and 
weaving mills in Baroda territory, except, those for which tanll values 
had been assigned. This measure was experimental for live years, bin 
was continued until December 1925, when it was suspended : and was 
ubolislied ih 11)26. 

In 1899 permission waa given io the (huhwar fro construct the poitioii 
of the AnambPethd-Cambuy Railway lying between Tara pur and 
I'ethnl as a famine relief work. In the following year the Durbar 
ceded (No.! jXLII) full and exclusive power and jurisdiction of every 
kind over the lands in Baroda which were, or might thereafter be, 
occupied by the A nan d-P e tin n d-C a to bo y Railway. 
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Xn October 1900 the One k war decided jk> substitute British Indian 
silver coinage for the existing IhibashaM coinage, for a term of not lass 
than ;jf> years. The payment - of the tribute due from the State to the 
British G overt] me nt has been con verted at the rate of Babashahi Its, 130 
lo British Its, 100. 

fit 1902 an agreeirifnt was negotiated, through the Secretary of 
State, between the Barmin Durbar and the Bombay, Baroda and Central 
India Railway Company, for the construction a ad working of a chord 
line between Gudhra and ha rod a as a pari of the Bombay, Baroda ami 
Ueutral l n cl i a Railway, on the ini dor stand frig that, in the event of the 
latter railway being 1 taken over by the British (love rum exit, the Baroda 
Barba; would be allowed the option of bearing the capital ex pendUiue 
ol the portion of (lie line passing through their territory and thereafter 
sharing m perpetuity with the British Government the profits dr loss 
on working, in proportion to the capital contributed. In (ktober 1909 
the Baroda Durbar finally decided not to avail themselves of five above 
option. The Company also agreed to pay to the State the fair value 
of the earthwork whirl] had been completed as a measure of famine 
relief on the Baroda portion of the line. In 1903 the Darbar ceded 
{No. XLIII) full and exclusive power and jurisdiction of every kind 
over the lands in Baroda which were, or might thereafter be, occupied 
by the Baroda-Godhra Railway. 

In 1902 an arrangement wan made with the State for the supply of 
water from the Ajwa water works to the civil population of the Baroda 
Cantonment, This arrangement is terminable by the State at three 
months* notice. 

In UJU3 the Baroda Durbar agreed to restrict the cultivation oi hemp 
to the a mount required for home consumption only, either as n u nicotic 
or as an article of industrial valuer cm the understanding that, if at 
any time the Loine-growo drug .should ho insu/HcUmf in quamity to meet 
local requirements, the Stale should be permitted to import the deficiency 
and to receive a refund of three quarters (incueaaed in 1917 to thirteen 
fourteenths) of the duty levied on the drugs m imported ; while, if the 
State should desire to extend the cultivation of hemp for other nidus- 
trial purposes, and to export the products so obtained, it should not he 
debarred from doing so. The State also agreed to assimilate its system 
of cultivation, sale, taxation and control of hemp drugs, bo far as local 
cmumifst.aT.iuw would permit, to that prevailing in the Bombay Presid¬ 
ency, ami to adopt measures for the prevention of smuggling" 

Tu 1907 a Conference was held at the Baroda Residency, when various 
point* in dispute between the Baroda ] Jarbar and the guaranteed Giras- 
bias werd settled, some by mutual agreement between the parties con¬ 
cerned and others by amicable settlement between the Resident and the 
Baroda Darbar. One of the points discussed was a proposal to hold an 
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Alienation Inquiry into the bvrtge held in Wanfcn, with a view to ageet' 
f,ai niug the llalp|&A» of 1 the.se holding to asseKsment or additional 
settlement Eventually, in 19 LB, the Govermfient of India allowed the 
Bnrnda Durbar to undertake this Inquiry under a set of rules specially 
fra a led for the purpose, and to carry out the server ol the alienated 
holdings. Since 19tfi> the Government of India have allowed the Banxia 
Darker to levy total cess and cotton cess on the guaranteed Giraa and 
Wantn lands situated in the Bvvroda State; and since 1921 some of the 
Giraasi&s and Thakurs have been allowed, by mutual agree men l between 
the Bare da Durbar and fheinse] vos, to exercise certain powers oi mutH- 
iion of names in respect of certain lands alienated uneonduionnlly 

fn 1908 a reciprocal arrangement was made between the Govern¬ 
ment of India and the Baroda Dai bar by which decrees passed by Civil 
Courts in British India, and by those established or continued by the 
authority of the GoveniorRIenerul in Council in the territories of the 
Haro da State, are executed by the Courts of the Rarculu Slate and vice 
uerxd. Since 189T a similar arrangement has existed between the 
Government of India and the Buroda Durbar regarding the service ol 
summonses issued by Civil or Revenue Courts. 

Jit 1909 the Government of India agreed to the proposal of the 
Buroda Durbar to post Baroda State Police at the various Railway 
Stations on lines on which jurisdiction had been ceded, with the object 
of co-op era ting with the Rail w;i y Police in watching for r riminaU and 
> u Hp i c [ on s c h a r aeteri. 

In 1912 the Government of India admitted the claim of the Baroda 
State to levy income tax ho in the officials of the Imperial Postal Depart* 
merit employed at post offices in Bafodu territory. 

In 1912 and .1913 the Burodu State ceded full mininal (No. XI/TV) 
find partial civil (No. XLVI) jurisdiction over the lands in the Aimoli 
Division of the State occupied by the IvhijadiioAmreli-C'hahila and 
Dhasa-Khundla Railways. This arrangement was extended to the 
Chalaia-Dhari section in 1917. 

In 1913 Urn Rarodu State ceded (No. XLV) full and exclusive power 
and jurisdiction of every kind over the lauds in Ibuoda which were or 
might thereafter be occupied by the BillimonuSara-Kahunfui Railway. 
In the same year the Barodu State ceded, by an Agreement (No. XLVII) 
supplementary to that of 1889 (No. XXXVI), full and exclusive power 
and jmisdictimi of every kind over the lands in the Baroda State which 
were or might thereafter be occupied by the Mebwana-Viramgam Rail¬ 
way 

fn 1918 the Secretary of State sanctioned the construction by the 
Baroda State of the Okharnaiulal Railway (u metre gauge line from 
Knmuga to Achilla) on condition that the State should levy at Reyt 
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diatoms duties and port dues at rates not tower than those levied In 
porta of British India, 

lit 1917 the Governmont of India abolished the practice, till then 
obtainirj^, whereby every sentence of death passed by the Barodu State 
Courts required the confirmation of the Gnekwnr. His Highness now 
exercises a IlulfeHs prerogative of mercy where an application us made 
to him. 

In 1919 the Baroda B&rbur agreed to n proposal made hy the Guvern- 
tnent of India that ships owned by them or their subjects should fly the 
British' Hag, with the had go of the State marked thereon, while, such 
Hiipis are on the high seas or in the territorial waters of Foreign Rowers j 
I nit that they should continue to Hy the I hi rod a Hag when within the 
territorial waters of India and other parts of the British Empire* In 
1922 the Admiralty issued a warrant authorising the State of Barmin to 
use the lied Ensign defaced hy the badge of the State* 

The Government of India have sanctioned a free grant to the Barocla 
State of service postage stamps of the value of Rs. 85*000 per annum 
for use on official inland correspondence, on the urnl« rat muling that the 
grant will lie reduced if the postal rates are reduced. 

In 1921 an Agreement (Xo. XTlVIII) was concluded between the 
Barodu Barhar and the Bombay, B a rod a and Central India Railway 
Company, whereby the Company undertook the working of the Gaek- 
war's Meinsuna Railways, The Agreement is terminable on the 31st 
March of any year, after not less than twelve months' notice. In the 
same year the Government of India sanctioned the estimate for the 'con¬ 
struction by the State of the Petlad-BIuulran Railway, cm condition 
that the Government of India should have the right of first refusal to 
purchase the British section of the line and that, in the event of that 
right not being exercised, tlie Government of India should 'have the 
right to control any other negotiations for its transfer. 

In 1922 the Barodu Durbar ceded (No., XLIX), with full criminal 
and partial civil jurisdiction, the lands in the Okinuuandul Division of 
the State occupied by the Qkliaiiumdal Railway ( Kumnga to AdutrA), 
In 1984, however, the Government of India agreed to the retention by 
the State of jurisdiction over the portion of the nil way from Adah a 
Station to the harbour, on condition that, if this portion were used for 
passenger traffic or if the necessity should otherwise arise, the Govern¬ 
ment of India might assume jorisdictioiu The Okhamandal Railway 
and the -J ammigm-Kuraugn Section of the -lunmagur-Dwarka Rail¬ 
way were amalgamated in April 1923, and the whole line from Rajkot 
to Adutra is now styled the s * Jamnagar and Dwurlca Railway ' J 

In 1923, by a Deed of Cession (No. L) dated the Otb December, the 
lands ceded by the Gaekwur in 1.853 for the construction of the Bombay, 
Baroda and Central India Railway (No, XXV) were restored t* hun, 
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etil) feet to the retention by (he Government of India of full power and 
jurisdiction over them so*long as they are required for the purposes of 
the Railway. Tip to the time of their retrocession, the Cantonment 
Magistrate at Bartjja had exercised magisterial powers over those lands, 
in subordination to the District Magistrate of Broach; «mc*-e their retro¬ 
cession, the li'uzur Deputy Collector ami Magistrate ot the I'irst Class 
at Broach inis exercised the same powers over them. 

In 1923 the Baroda Durbar entered into a reciprocal arrangement 
with the Government: of Bombay regarding the periodical payment of 
pensions, provided that the amount of each such payment is not less 
tlinn Eft. 100. 

In BISh the Barod.a Durbar entered, tentatively for a period of three 
years, into a reciprocal arrangement with the Governmenf. of India 
regarding relief from double income-tax. It was agreed that, where 
income-tax is charged on the same income both in British India and 
in the Barack State, the total relief to be given shall be equivalent to 
the tax at the lower of the two rates of the tax imposed, and that the 
Government of India and the Durbar shall each give a rebate of half 
of the lower rate. This arrangement has been extended up to the 31afc 
March 1931. The arrangement does not apply to the officials of the 
Poets and Telegraphs Department serving in Baroda territory. 

In 1927 the Baroda Darbar ceded jurisdiction over the lands in the 
State occupied by the Kaiambu-Jherria extension of the Billimora- 
Knkrabn Railway (No. LI), 

In 1929 the Government of India agreed t.o the issue of denatured 
salt to agriculturists in Gujarat Baroda (not in Amreii Division and 
Ohhamandal) on the strength of permits issued by the Subas of Baroda, 
Navsari and Kadi Divisions of the Baroda State, where British duty 
paid salt is consumed by the subjects. 

In 1929 the Baroda Darbar accepted rules* for the expert of salt 
by sea from the State. 

The area of the Gaekwar's territory is 8,135 square miles; the 
population, according to the Gens us of 1921, 2,12(i,522; and the revenue 
in 1925-26 was Its. 2,37,06,780. 

The military forces of the State consist (1926) of 1,500 Cavalry, 
3,182 Infantry, 93 Artillerymen with 7 serviceable and 37 unserviceable 
guns, and 2,089 Armed Police. There are no treaty provisions as to the 
strength of tire Baroda military -forces; but in 188.1, on the installation 
of the present Gaekwar, the military forces were made over to him oil 
the understanding that no material change should Ire made in their 
numbers or constitution without the assent of the British Government. 
In 1923 the Government of India suspended this stipulation. In 1885 
the Government of India consented to a proposal that the number of the 
Gaekwar’s mounted troops should not in future exceed 3,000 of which 
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only 1,000 should he regulars, T n 1887 the (lovernmerit of India agreed 
to ;m addit ion oi 500 regain rs, tli ns bnhjging the total suiiotiohed 
strength of mounted troops dp to 8/500. Since that date nu increase 
of any kind has beer* mi .actioned. 

The Chiefs of OkJunmmdah—^w district of Okhanitoclal* in the 
extreme wia&t of Kathiawar, in peopled by Wadlul Rajputs* and by 
Waghers, who are a mixed race of Muhanimadnns and Hindus. The 
circumstances that led to the conquest of tin: district by the British in 
181fi, and its cession, to the Gaekwar by the Treaty of November 1317 
(No. XVf} > have been mentioned in the main narrative. 

The Waghers frequently resisted the (Jackwar’s authority, and in 
1859 rose in open rebellion which necessitated the employment of British 
troops to subdue them. After the rebellion a British officer was stationed 
at Dwarka, the headquarters of the district of Okhuinandal : he was 
an Assistant to the Resident at Bared a, and had full criminal juris¬ 
diction over the Wag liars and other cognate tribes, lie was also Com¬ 
mandant of the Okhumaudai Battalion, which was raised in 1861 and 
is still maintained by the G a etc war. though only for purely local pur¬ 
poses. 

In 1920 the Government of India sanctioned the withdrawal of the 
Assistant Resident at Dwarfed, and handed over the administration of. 
the VVAgher* to the Baroda Durbar on car tain conditions and with the 
proviso that, it the new system were found to work uU satisfactorily and 
British intervention should again be found necessary, the question of 
resuming the administration of the tfjfaifdf of the Wagbers would again 
be tu fc en i n to co ,11 d i dura lion, 

Aifi-ndL —The headquarters of the thick war’s possessions in Kathia- 
war are at Arnreli. The troubles which led to the appointment of a 
British officer to supervise the district of Okhtimumial made it also 
necessary to appoint an Assistant Resident at Anireli as the mod in in 
of all con i in unicat ions between the officers of the Kathiawm Agency 
and the Gaekwar’s local officials. 

Owing to the disturbed state of Kathiawar in 1804, the British 
authorities required that the police arrangements in Dm AlUteli Mali at 
should be put on a more satisfactory footing. The Geakwar, therefore, 
in that year converted a police battalion into «. battalion of rcguhus, 
which was cantoned at Dlmri, near the Uir jungles, a resort of the law¬ 
less characters oi Kathiawar, The regiment was to be under the ex¬ 
clusive orders of the Assistant Resident at Arnreli, In 1885 a British 
officer, nominated by the Government of India, but paid by the Baroda 
State, was unpointed as Supengtemicrit, or Commandant of the regi¬ 
ment, under the Assistant Resident. The post oi Superin ten dent lapsed 
in 1888 and continued unfilled : the Assistant Resident holding charge 
of the office in addition to his own duties. In 1886 the Government oi 
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India consented to the removal of the headquarters of the battalion 
from Dhjari to Aiureli; but, except tor u short interval in lfiS<S, Ike 
regiment has remained at Dhari, detach incuts ti$ihg stationed at Atureli* 
Kbdinar, Dammigat'■, Bhimkaitu, Rafanpur mi d Kadi. In 180h the 
Govermnerit of India consented to the Baroda Darbar exercising toll 
control over the battalion, subject to the proviso that adequate measures 
were taken for the maintenance of peace and order in and on the borders 
of the Amreli Mahals and that requmilions from the political authorities 
tn Kathiawar, for assistance in connection with outlawry and dakaiti, 
were readily complied with by the State, 

Dp to 1920 the Government of India had acted a* guardian of the 
interests of holders of Mnlgiras estates in Arnreli* between whom aha 
the Rarodo Daxbar disputes regarding their giras rights bad been 
frequent. In thui year, however, the Government of India withdrew 
their direct interference in the affairs of the Mulgiraasius, on certain 
conditions; but reserved to ihernstdves the right to intervene afresh 
should they be satisfied that, owing to mUgovermneji 1 or oppressive 
methods of admini stratum, genera] unrest was being produced among 
the MulgifasSpp 

The appointment of Assistant Resident, Amreti, was abolished in 

lammty 1931. 

Mandvi Toni Gitas. —The petty State of Mandvi within the limits 
of the Surat, district used to collect annually from the neighhoutiiig 
Barmin villages a sum of Broach Rs RhhOO m Toni Giras. After the 
(apse of Ma advi to the British Government this right ream I net l dor¬ 
mant for some time, but was revived. The Qaekwar resisted the claim, 
basing his argument chiefly on the grounds that Urn levy was an im¬ 
moral one imposed by a robber chieftain on peaceable villages belong¬ 
ing ro Bajodu. It was o\mv, however, that, whatever the origin of the 
levy may have been, it was an asset belonging to the State of Mandvi 
and not private revenue of the (thief, amt that ii was in existence 
long before the Uaekwarts entry into Gujarat. In these circumstances 
it was decided that Buroda should pay to the British Government an 
an mud sum of Rs. 43,858 (British) on this account, less Ita> 1(1,456 
ou account of similar payments due to Baioda from the districts of 
Ahmedahad and Kaira, The arrears due from Bared a up lo the year 
18fi5 (i(i were remitted.

Treaty with Futteh Singh,—1773. 

Agreement between William Aotbew Peioe, Esq., Chief for Attain* of the 
British Nation, m behalf of the 'Honourable Untteu East India Com¬ 
pany, on the one part and Futteh Sing Guikwau on the other part. 

The town of Baroach, lately belonging to Mahazuz Khan, Nawab* having 
been conquered by the victorious arms of the Honourable Company, it is stipu¬ 
lated and agreed that every thing shall remain on the footing it was at the time 
of the said conquest; the English and Futteh Sing each receiving their share of 
the revenues, in the proportions they then stood, both within the town and terri¬ 
tory annexed thereto. In this there is not: to be any difference. Agreeable to 
the above everything is to continue* 

This is the agreement sealed bv both parties, the 12th day of January 1773 > 
or the 18th of Shew we l f in the 1180 th year of the Hegira.

Translation of the Treaty between Rggoonath Row Pundit Purban on one 
part, and Futteh Sing and Sbvajbe Row Shumsher Bahadoor on the 
other part,— 1773. 

That Sevajee and Futteh Sing 8humaher Bahadoor had disobeyed and joined 
with the rebels, hut now, by the means of Colonel Ken tinge, for and in behalf 
of the Honourable United English Company, have by promising presents accom¬ 
modated matters with Pundit Purdan. The following are the Articles of their 
proposals 

Article L 

That Sevajee and Futteh Sing Guikwar Shurmhec Bahadoor do hereby agree 
to pay the sum of eight lakhs of rupees every year to the Sircar.

The ministers of the Mahratta 
State having refused t,c> Accept, of the 
reasonable terms of accommodation 
offered them by Brigadier General 
Tliomns Goddard in the name of the 
Honourable Governor-General and 
Council of Fort William, and by 
their obstinate perseverance hi hos¬ 
tile intention! against the English 
compelled them to take up arms in 
defence of their own rights and pos¬ 
sessions, the Honourable the Pres¬ 
klent and Select Committee of Bom* 
bay, - with the sanction and appro¬ 
bation of the Honourable Governor- 
General and Council of Fort Wil¬ 
liam, have appointed and author¬ 
ized Brigadier General Goddard to 
settle and conclude a Treaty of 
lasting peace and alliance betwixt 
the Honourable the Fast India Com¬ 
pany on one part, and Futteh Bing 
Kao Gink war Shmmher Bah a door, 
for and in the name of all the Guik- 
war family, on the other, and the 
following are the Articles of conven¬

perseverance in hostile intentions against 
the English compelled them to take 
up arms in defence of their own rights 
and possessions, the Honourable the 
President and Select Committee of Bom¬ 
bay , with the sanction and approba¬ 
tion of the Honourable the Governor- 
General and Council of Fort, William, 
have appointed and authorized Bri¬ 
gadier General Goddard to settle and 
conclude a Treaty of lasting pence and 
alliance betwixt the Honour able Eng¬ 
lish East India Company on the one 
part, and Futteh Bing Rao Gaik war 
Shiirusher Bahadoor, for and in the 
name of all the Gink war family on 
the other, and the following are the 
Articles of convention mutually entered 
into :— 

Article 1. 

The English and Futteh Sing Rao 
agree to a league of defensive alliance 
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Sing Rao Gtlikwar Sluimshcr Ba- 
hadoor is cimoliulfK] under solemn 
mig^ige incuts, $hat the fHernia of 
the one shall be the friends of the 
other, and the enemies of the one, 
the enemies of the other. If any 
one shall invade the tomtoms ol 
the English^ it shall be incumbent 
on Bao Shumshor to punish him; 
and if any one shall invade the 
country of the said Ran, the Chief a 
of the English Company shall m& 
their endeavours to repel him, In 
this let no deviation happen. 

Article 2. 

Whereas the ministers of Poona 
have repeatedly violated the Treaty 
which under the strongest engage¬ 
ments they entered into with the 
Chiefs of the English Company, and 
whereas they have committed various 
acts of hostility toxvarda the Eng¬ 
lish, and having also bound their 
loins with enmity against Eutteh 
Sing Rao Cuikwar Bhumsher Baba 
door have greatly oppressed him* 
wherefore it has become necessary 
for our mutual honor to check and 
resent the injuries which have been 
committed by the ministers of Poona, 
it is therefore at present agreed 
that, having removed the govern* 
ment of this ministers of Poona 
from the country of Gmemt, we 
will conquer and possess ourselves 
of the whole country of Ginsefat 
and the sonbah of Ahmedabad, and 
make such an arrangement that the 
ministers shall not he able to re¬ 
ceive or collect a single Dawn from 
that country.

Whereas yon four years ago left Nowsaiy, and have since resided in Surat 
and now you have sent your Agent, Mcturam Dyaldass, on your heltalf to wait 
upon us at Poona, and to state that you have thus absconded through f ear of op- 
(mission, and that von have suffered great injury through the dishonesty of your 
partners and relations in your lands of inheritance or purchase whereon ho prays 
us to grant you protection as was given you by tho late Putteysingrow Gaicowar 
under the guarantee of the British Government, and extend the same to your 
family and dependants, in which case you would return to Nowsary, for the pros 
perity of your districts there, with unremitting zonl and fidelity. On this repre¬ 
sentation we have taken into consideration how long you have been in our service 
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therefore we have addressed a letter to Mr. Griffiths of the Hon^ble Company 
begging him to give you our assurances under the guarantee of his Government 
for your safety from oppression as was formerly given you In the name of the 
British Government, 

We hold you in high estimation as an abb and zealous servant of our Siikar, 
nor shall you be oppressed, or your suggestions opposed without cause. Fear 
nothing but relying on our solemn promises and the guarantee of the British Gov* 
eminent return to your districts and labour for its improvement. You and your 
Gomaahtas and families and dependants of every sort, may rest satisfied that 
no injustice shall be practised against you. Discharge, therefore, your duties 
honestly and zealously and let your minds be relieved of every apprehension. 
You and your dependants it is hereby solemnly promised, shall suffer no in jus* 
tice.

Article L 

The said Raojee Appajee having solicited the assistance of the English troops 
against Mulhar Rao, with a view of bringing him to reason, either by peaceable 
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or hostile means, ho as to prevent Ms ruining fete country of the State of the 
Uuikwat, of wiiicir Amuid Kao is the proper and legitimate heir arid head, and 
the English troops, under the command of Major Walker, having accordingly 
arrived in the territories of the Guikwar, and the said Raojee Appajee being also 
come to f-auibay to meet the Honourable the Governor, it in hereby agreed fey 
and between them that the expense already incurred, and such others as may 
hereafter be occasioned, for tho pay, allowances, and transportation of the troops, 
expenditure, and transportation of stores, ammunition* ftp., shall be accounted 
for ami paid, with in teres t. at the rate of three-quarters per cent, per month of 
thirty days, by the said Raojee Appajee, on Ajmiid Rao' Gink war* and the 8tate

to be chargeable to the Guikwar 8tate from the period referred to in the Convon- 
tiou of the 15th March.

Tho second Article of the Convolution of the 115tli March last, proposing to 
eifcct a reduction in the number of ike Arab force under the Guikwar govern¬ 
ment, tlie principal obstacle to which consists in want of ready money funds for 
the liquidation of the arrears of such part of the naid establishment as it ia pro¬ 
posed to disband, ami the Honourable Company meaning to extend to this effect

But in the event of failing in the above stipulated payments, the revenue of the

which it ia interested, he has assured Raoba of the general attention o the 
Honourable Company to protect the administration of Anund Kao in all their 
rights, and to be aiding to its concerns with His Highness the Feishwa, or else¬ 
where, on all just occasions, where their assistance may prove requisite and useful.

Far fche cultivation and promoting the pernvvnoricy of the good understand¬ 
ing between the two States, there shall be a constant good correspondence kept

In future the subjects of each State who may take refuge with either shall 
be delivered up, if the State from which such party or parties shall have fted ap¬ 
pear to have any demand of debt, or any just claim against, him or them : but 
as a free intercourse between the countries and the two go vet amenta is also in¬ 
tended , frivolous claims against parties resorting from their own to the other juris¬ 
diction are not to bo preferred, and in all serious cases cordiality will be shown.

Translation of a Sunnud, or Grant, of Obickly, written in the form of a letter 
to the Honourable Jonathan Duncan, S&qa President and Governor 
of Bombay, by Anund Rao G oik war Skna Kttas Kmeyl Sit lusher Bara- 
door. 

After compliments.—Mulfmr Rap Guikwar Himnfc Bahadoor being indebted 
to ua for the arrears of our annual accounts, and having exchanged bahanders 
or securities for the future good behaviour on both sides, a settlement had taken 
place. In the present year Mulhar Rao unjustly raised a quarrel with lift, and 
without paying any regard to the bah and era or securities we sent to him for the 
purpose of discussing the subject, the fort of Vessanagur was taken from ub, and 
ho occasioned much disturbance in our country, Babsjee Appajoo, on his pro¬ 
ceeding with troops to Katia and Katmvod, was opposed by him, md there en¬ 
sued a battle. In consequence of this we despatched Kehnmiileddkn Hossein 
Khan BahadooT and Gopal Rad BapojGe to you, and begged the assistance of the 
Company Bahadoor, on condition that we shall defray the charge* fit their troops, 
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for which a due provision has been separately made; but in testimony of our 
sense of the seasonable assistance afforded to us by the Honourable Company, 
we now make tho Company a present of Chiekly, within tbe province of Surat 
Attaveessee, to be taken possession of by the English at, the beginning of the 
approaching year, or Suvant 1859. and to enjoy the benefit of it for ever. In 
this porgunnah, whatever are the gifts and donations, such as annuities, enams 
of villages and grounds, charitable allowances, and the rights of the zemindars, 
may be observed and allowed for, according to the usual rules, end the balance 
of the present year against that pergunnah may he discharged agreeable to its 


accounts.

As I repose an entire confidence in the English, T depend on their friendship 
to shield me from misfortunes. I am sensible that there are many evil-disposed 
persons amongst the Arabs, who disregarding my legal authority, have plotted 
against my liberty and even my life. 

By the favour of God they have been defeated ; but should their wicked ma¬ 
chinations at auv time hereafter succeed, I shall expect the English to release 
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me, end desire that all my acts and deeds, although executed by me in the usual 
form, while in that state of restraint, may be considered an of no validity. I 
desire, therefore, that my subjects will pay no attention to tuy orders in this situa¬ 
tion, but hear what Major Walker has to say, strictly following his directions, 
and assisting him in every measure that he shall devise or direct for restoring 
my person to freedom. 

Whoever, in short, 0 hall either bring Canojee into the management of nf!aira 3 
or shut me up in the fort of Baroda, or elsewhere, m a rebel, end I fully author* 
i?& the aforesaid Major Alexander Walker, or the person entrusted with the chief 
management of the Company’s affairs in G'uzorat, to chastise such disturbers of 
government, and bring them to that punishment which is due to those who en¬ 
danger the person of their Sovereign in every part of the world, Thus, therefore, 
I order all the faithful officers of government, ailladars, sebundy, and others, on 
any of the foregoing events occurring, to obey Major Walker s orders. 


Article 4. 

Whereas it is signified in certain Articles of agreement between the Honour¬ 
able the Company and my Dewan, Raojoe Appajee, that the English Govern¬ 
ment is disposed to assist in reducing the Arab force in my service. Major V\ alker, 
Resident on the part of the English Government at Raroda, consents to assist 
mo with a pecuniary loan to effect this reduction in the following terms. 


Article 5. 

As it seems impossible that I can retrieve myself or my country from its pre» 
sent embarrass merits, without reforming and reducing tJw expense in every 
department, I do hereby promise and agree to make the necessary reductions 
by degrees. The objects of reduction are contained in the annexed account; 
and, if possible, they shall be effected at the periods specified opposite to each 
of the Articles, 

Article 6. 

Before any money i? advanced, Major Walker must be satisfied that a Teal 
and affective reduction shall take place. For this purpose an exhibition must 
be made of the accounts, and a muster taken of the troops in the presence of 
three persons, mz. t one on the part of the Company, one on the part of the Guik- 
war government, and the third by such of the Jemadars or Parokhis as inaj Ib 
the agents of the sebundy.

Himot Bahadoob to the Honourable the Governor of Bomba*. 

Having through my misfortune fallen into a warfare with the State of Bro- 
dera, and been defeated by the army of the said State, assisted by the arms oi 
the Honourable English East India Company, I surrendered myself on a pro¬ 
mise of security to my life and my honour, since which the government of Bio- 
der» hath, at the instance of the Governor of Bombay, on the condition of ray 
sending for my family, and abstaining from all direct or indirect disturbance 
or conspiracy against cither State, made the following provision for me, m., that 
out of the pergunnah of Nnryad {which is the ancient seat and abode of my pre¬ 
decessor) a jaidad of a lakh and a quarter of Rupees be assigned end committed 
to me for the support of me and my children, family, and brothers, wherefore I 
agree and give in writing, that exclusive of watchmen, not to exceed two hundred 
men, and a due proportion of scbumly to make my collections, I am not to mam 
tain any troops whatsoever, hereby consenting that the officers of the Sircar oi 
Brodera and of the English gentlemen may, at any time, after ascertain mg the 
fact, cause any excess in my establishment, as above mentioned, to be dismissed. 
Neither am 1 ever to erect any fortifications, but to demean myself, as shall my 
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son, brofchera, and followers, in all respects as becomes n true well-wisher of both 
States, without any deviation or difference whatsoever. As my securities in 
which respects, Major Walker, on the part of the Honourable Company, and 
Meer Kelnnauleddeen If ossein Khan Bahadoor, have, at my instance, engaged 
their responsibility, and likewise undertaken to be the guardians of my rights, 
under this deed and engagement: and should there prove any deficiency in the 
jaidad of Rupees 1,25,000, those gentlemen are, by interposing with the officers 
of the Brodera government, to cause it to he made up. Besides this, if after ex¬ 
perience had of my good behaviour and the sincerity of my heart, and there thence 
remaining no doubts respecting me, it should ever please Anund Rao Sena Khas 
Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor, with the approbation of the English Government, 
to make any increase in the present provision for me, I shall have cause to be 
thankfill on that account*

Kehmauleddien IComm Khan on account of his pay and allowances to the amount 
o! Rupees 50,000 a year, including which last varauth we have put in possession 
of Mulhar Rao the Ouaba and such part of the villages of the said pergunnah as 
shall yield kirn Rupees 1,75,001 upon your being the guarantee, and the remain¬ 
der, to the amount of Rupees 50,000 of this pergunnah, comprehended in its vil¬

Translation of a Sunnud granted by Anundkow Guikwar Sena Kbaskil 
SnUMSHEEE RahAIUJK to SONICEIUBE BIN SoONDEKJEE DeSBAIJS of PergUU- 
nah Bullaisur, dated Wyahak Hood 14th Sumvut 1857 (corresponding with 
27th April 1801)* 

Whereas you sent to Baroda yoni real father by name Doolubjee Kulanjee 
Demio of the above Purgunnah who represented before the Hoozoor that Soon- 
der]ee Soorjoe Deasaie of that Purgunnah had a sou by his first wife who died 
at the age of thirty*years. The Dessme’s age being between fifty-five and sixty 
years, and considering that ho had no son, contracted a second marriage, four 
or five years elapsed and no offspring, he fell sick, and his life was despaired of, 
considering therefore that the Wuttun would be lost wore ho to die without heirs 
—four of his friends and Trimbuck Ehundeyrow Kamavmrlar of Bullaisur Pur* 
gunnah, residing at Nowsarree Mooljca Govmdjee on the part of Mulharjee Shot 
the Umuldar of the Moglaie State, The Goomashta of Tapeedaas Laldass, Banker 
of Surat, Nanabhoy Joaheo, Karbaree (of Sounder] ee’a), Khoorsudjee Mehta Pat* 
see, and the mother of the second wife Oolab Dessaian, ami all the villagers having 
assembled together began to consider (hat there being no son the Wuttun would 
he lost, they therefore determined to persuade Dessaie Doolubjee Ivulanjee who 
was of the same family, and had three sons, to give up one of them, Nanabhoy 
,fmhm was then sent to call Doolubjee who accordingly came and all spoke to 
hhn on the subject* Soon tier joe said that his condition was one of difficulty, 
that ere long his family would he extinct, therefore Doolubjee being his friend 
should make over to him the youngest of his three sons* To this he consented in 
the presence of the Deaaaio (Soonderjee), the Deasayun (Bo under joe's second wife)j 
both Karbarrees, and all the others, in consideration of Ins own wife and the Dee- 
sa) T un being real sisters. When this was done there was no report about the Des* 
sayuu being with child. Eight days after the adoption bad taken place Soun¬ 
der joe Dessaie died and yon, the adopted son, performed the funeral obsequies* 
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The Dessayun had her head shoved. The neighbolirfeglaniloMerp, the Mrxndvi 
KarharreO' and the Karbarree of the Fmuldar on the part of the Mogla'e r^ine 
and presented mourning clothes, Afterwards Kluwsedjne Mehta, the Mooktiur 
Karhairee and the Deseaytin privately consulted that in adopting the mn of a 
friend their reputation would hereafter suffer, that m they had money they should 
spread some false report, to the effect that she* the Desaayun, was three months 
gone in the family way and that only six months remained when, should she bring 
forth a soil, he would inherit the Wot tun ; that in that ease 4 or ft villages, on ac¬ 
count of the Dossaigcrry a house and slaves should be given to the adopted son 
—thus they began to apeak. At the time of the Soonwar fa day before the birth 
and forty days afterwards) the Dessayun said that the child had died in the womb ; 
13 mouths after this she produced a girl ; 22 months had elapsed, a time which 
was never heard of. After the birth of the daughter Khoorsedjpe thought that 
the management of the Wuttun should be conducted in the name of her future 
husband and that Poohibjee Kulanjec should not be permitted to interfere in 
any way. A complaint was made during the administration of His late High¬ 
ness Manajeerpw Chile war, but Khaorsodjee expended money and prevented 
redress being given. After that the request was onee or twice made during the 
time of His late Highness Blrnwa Sahib (moaning Govmdmw 0 nib war). In 
the year Sumvut 1B5I (A.D. 1794-95) Doolubjee complained that Xhoorsedjee 
Mehta took away art many rupees as he pleased from the mahal ; at that time 
the Siricar took from him (Khooisedjee) Rupees 41,000. Khoorsecljee deter¬ 
mined on marrying the Dessayun’s daughter to the son of Hurreebhaie Soorjoe 
Dessaee of Ohicklee, and you—Stinkerjee—came to the Sirkar and informed His 
late Highness Rhawa Sahib of the circumstance; whereupon, sowar* and a Car- 
coon were sent to the mafia t and imprisoned the Desmiytm and her daughter. 
Ehoorgedjee and his two sons were brought to Rarodn and there confined— 
during the confinement Khooraedjee died. After that Bhawa Sahib also died 
and Khoorsedjoe’e sou spent money and commenced negociating, during the ad¬ 
ministration of His late Highness Kanojeerow Ghukwar, through the agdncy of 
one Dada Paraee caused a mm mid to he granted m the name of the gon-ipd&w 
of the Dossayun ; created disturbances in the mahal; made you, the Kamavisdar, 
etc., prisoners—the said Fasten jee KhooTsediee Mehta having appointed a new 
Mamlutdar managed the affairs of the mahal and embezzled the sum of between 
15 to 20,000 Rupees ; when this circumstance became known to the SiroaT, Pes- 
tonjee and the PeSsaynu fled to Surat taking with them all the Surunjam (kit) 
and there got the daughter married, which had hitherto been prevented. After¬ 
wards the above mentioned Kamavisdar and you (moaning Sunkerjoe) were re¬ 
leased from confinement and brought to Raroda, and on hearing the particulars 
of your ease orders wore issued to the effect that the minnud granted by the late 
Kano jee row Hoik war on a misrepresentation from the Parley, was not proper, 
that von should therefore present a nuzzemnu when a mmnud for you and your 
heirs of perpetual guarantee (“ Vounch puminiputrja ** u Ohaloo Bhavdttrry 5 *) 
would he granted to you as the adopted son of Soon dor jee.

Definitive Treaty of General Defensive Alliance between the Honourable 
English East India Company on the one part, and the Maharajah Anunp 
Rao Goikwar Sena Kit as Kheyl Showsher Rah a poor and his children, 
heirs and successors on the other, settled by Major Alexander Walker, 
Resident at B a rod a, having full, powers from the Government of Bombay, 
which is in like manner authorized by His Excellency the Most Noble 
Richard, Marquis Wellesley, Knight of the Most Illustrious Order 
of St* Patrick, one of His Britannic Majesty's Most Honourable Privy 
Council, Governor-General in Council, appointed by the Honourable 
the Court of B [rectors to direct and control nil their affairs in the East 
Indies,—1805. 

Whereas various agreements have been concluded between the Honourable 
Company ou the one part, and A wind Pro Guikvrar Sena Khaa Kheyl Shumsher 
Bahadoor on the other, all tending to improve and Increase the friendship and 
alliance between the contracting parties, vk* t a convention dated at Cambay, 
the X5th March 1802, settled by the Governor el Bombay on the part of the Honour¬ 
able Company, and by Raojee Appajoe, DqwjVq on the part of Anund Rao Guikwar 
Sena Khas Kheyl Shumahcr Bahadoor; an agreement, dated at Cambay, the 6th 
June 1802, settled by the Governor of Bombay on the part, of the Honourable 
Company, and by Raojee Appajeo, Dcwan, on the part of A nund Kao Guikwar 
3mm Kb as Kheyl Shumaker Bahadoor ; and an agreement made by Amind Kao 
Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shumaker Bahadoor with Major Alexander Walker, 
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Resident at Baroda, on the part of the Honourable Company, dated at Banda, 
tbo 20th July 1803 ; and whereas it is desirable to consolidate the stipulations oi 
all these separate engagements with one definitive Treaty, and further to improve 
the state of alliance of the contracting parties, in like manner as lias been applied 
for by the aforesaid Raojee Appajee, in his letter of tho 10th of Suffer (or 12th 
June 1803), desiring that the present engagement between the Honourable Com¬ 
pany and the Guikwar State may be drawn up in terms consonant to I: hose em¬ 
ployed in tho Treaty of Hussein between the Honourable Company and Hut High¬ 
ness the I’eiahwa, the said Company and. the Maharajah Anund Kao Guikwar 
Sena Khas Kheyl Shumaher Bahadoor do hereby accordingly agree to the follow¬

Article 1, 

All the stipulations of the engagements heretofore made between the con¬ 
tracting parties, and above recited, viz., on the 15th of March, fith June, and 3fh.li 
July 1802, arc hereby confirmed, and are to bind the contracting parties, their 
heirs nml successors, for ovr 

Article 2, 

The friends and enemies of either party shall be the friends and eneniios of 
both ; and if any power shall commit any act of unprovoked hostility or aggression 
against either of the. contracting parties, or against their respective dependants 
or allies, and after due representation Shall refuse to enter into amicable explana¬ 
tion or’shall deny the just satisfaction which the contracting parties shall have 
required, the contracting parties will proceed to prosecute such further measures 
as the case shall appear to demand. 

Article 3. 

Whereas, in conformity to the agreements heretofore made between the Honour¬ 
able Company and the Maharajah Anund Kao Guikwar Sena Khao Kheyl Shumaher 
Bahadoor a subsidiary force of two thousand men was subsidized, and inclusive 
of the half augmentation of the subsidiary force first fixed upon, tho Maharajah 
A mind Bao Guikwar Sena Kbas Kheyl Shumaher Bahadoor. agrees to receive, 
and the Honourable Company to furnish, a permanent subsidiary force of not 
less than three thousand regular native infantry, with one company of European 
artillery, and their proportion, viz., two companies of gun-lasears, with the neces¬ 
sary ordnance, and warlike stores and ammunition, which force is to be stationed 
in the territories of the said Anund Kao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl bhumsher 
Bahadoor. 

t . Article 4. 

The subsidiary force will at all times be ready to execute services of importance, 
such as the protection of the person of Anund Kao Guikwar Sena Kkas Kheyl 
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^humsher BaliadnoTj his heirs and Bticcesetora, the overawing and chastisement 
oE rebels and exciters of distaffbanco in his territories, and tho due o^ctiou of 
liia nubjacts or dependants who may withhold the payment of the Sircar's juafc 
claims ; but it ia not to bo employod on trifling oeoa»iot$, nor, like sobnndy, to be 
stationed in the country to collect the revenue- One battalion of these forces, 
however, or such a proportion of them as the performance of the foregoing services 
may require, will proceed to Ratty war when there may be a real neeesmty for 
it; but the English Government, whoso care arid attention to alf the interests of 
the Guikwar State cannot be doubted, must remain the Judge of this necessity* 

Article 5, 

In order to provide the regular payment of the whole expense of this sub* 
sidiary forco, Auund Ruo Guikwar Sena IChas Kheyl Shumflher Bahadoor has 
ceded, by the agreement a aforesaid, m., dated the 15 th March, Gth dune, and 29 th 
duly 1802, and 2nd Tune 1803, districts and other funds, of which a Schedule (A) 
h annexed to this Treaty, of the yearly net value of Rupees 11,70,000, This 
cession is confirmed by this Ttoaty, and Auund Rao Guikwar pSena Khas Kheyl 
Shumshor Bahadoor hereby cedes the districts of which the Schedule is annexed, 
with all the rights of sovereignty thereof, and alf the forts which they contain, 
in perpetuity, to the Honourable Company, 


Article 0, 

The districts Chowrassee, Ohickly, Surat, Cbouth, and Kami have been 
ceded to the Honourable Company by Ammd Rao Guikwar Snna Kims Kheyl 
Bhumsher Bahadoor as a proof of his friendship, and as a testimony of his sense 
of the benefit which he lias received from Ids alliance with the Honourable Com¬ 
pany* fl government. The cession of these districts is confirmed by this Treaty, 
and Auund Rao Ottikwar Sena Khas Khovl Shumsher Bahadoor hereby cedes 
the districts above mentioned, with nil the rights belonging to the sovereignty 
thereof, and all the forts which they contain, in perpetuity, to the Honourable 
Company. 

Article 7 p 

Whereas the Honourable Company have, at different periods, assisted Auund 
Rao Guikwar 8ana Khas Kheyl Shumsrher Bahadoor, both from their own funds 
and those of bankers, with advances of money, a particular account of which, as 
well as of tho funds assigned for the payment of the same, is contained in the 
Schedule annexed, marked R, it is hereby agreed that the full amount of the 
ruasud of the districts therein named, according to the provisions in the eighth 
Article of the agreement, of the 29th July, shall be collected on account of the 
Flo mm cable Company, and the persons therein referred to, until these debts and 
interest due upon them shall be fully paid ; and for the past or any future advances 
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which the Company's government may make to that of the Ouikwar, mehalu 
shall he assigned as their security. 

Article 8. 

Grain, and all other articles of consumption and provisions, all sorts of materials 
for wearing apparel, together with the necessary numbers of cattle, horses, and 
camels required for the use of the subsidiary force shall be exempted from duties 
in the territories of Amrad Kao Gnikwar Sena Kiras Kheyl Shumaker Hah ado or, 
and the commanding officer and the officers of the subsidiary force shall be treated 
in all respects in a manner suitable to the importance of the trust placed in them 
and the dignity of the British Government. In like manner shall the officers of 
the Ouikwar government meet with similar consideration and respect from I he 
Honourable Company. In consideration, also, of the gcod-wili and friendship 
which has ho long happily subsisted between the Honourable Company and the 
Ouikwar government, such goods and articles as may bo h-mA fid « required for 
the private use or consumption of that family, or of the ministers, shall be allowed 
to be purchased at Burnt and Bombay, and to bo sent from thence free of duties, 
on being accompanied by a passport from the Resident at Baroda. 

As the Deccan is the native country of the Mnhrattas, who inhabit or serve 
in GuHerat, such of this nation as may be in the GuikwaT service shall be allowed 
to pass and re-pass freely, with their families, through the Honourable Com¬ 
pany’s territories. 

It is expressly understood that the admission of this Article is not to sanction, 
or in any shape to authorize, the transit of merchandize or of prohibited goods. 


Article 9. 

The Maharajah A nund Rao Gnikwar Bee a Khan Kheyl Shumsher Balm doer 
hereby engages that he will not entertain in his service any European or American, 
or any native of India, subject of the Honourable Company, without the consent 
of t he British Government; neither will the Company’s government entertain in 
their service any of the Gnikwar servants, dependants, or slaves, contrary to the 
inclination of that State. 

Article 10. 

Inasmuch as by the present Treaty the contracting parties are bound in an 
alliance for mutual defence and protection, Amind Rao Gnikwar Sena Ivlins Kheyl 
Shumsher Bahadoor engages never to commit any act of hostility or aggression 
against any power whatever; and in the event of difference arising, whatever 
adjustment, the Honourable Company’s government, weighing matters in the 
scale of truth and justice, may. In communication with the Guikwar Sircar, 
determine, shall meet with full approbation and acquiescence. 
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Article 11. 

Whereea, tih&re are certain unfinished transactions between His Highness the 
Poishwa and Amuid Kao Guikwar Sena Khas Khoyl Shumsher Babadoor, and 
there exist certain papers of accounts winch are unadjusted, Anund Ban Guikwar 
Sana Kim Khoyl Shumaker Buhadoor doth hereby agree that the Honourable 
Companygoverninont shaLI examine into and finally adjust the said transac¬ 
tions. papers and accounts, and the demands resulting therefrom; and Ammd 
Kao Guikwar Sena Ehas Khoyl Shmmhcr Bahadoor binds lumself, his heirs and 
fnicttwasors, to abide by such adjustment m the British Government shall accord” 
ingly determine. Further, in respect to these unsettled pecuniary affairs existing 
with the governments of His Highness the Peishvvu and the Guikwar, it behoves 
the latter to repose a similar faith in the British Government as the Feishwa. 
who has agreed to abide by the adjustment of these concerns. 

This settlement shall be effected by the Honourable Company after taking 
into mature consideration the impoverished state of the Guikwar finances ; and 
the latter government entertain a full conviction that no oppressive demand wifi 
be enforced under the Company^ mediation. 


Article 12. 

If. notwithstanding the defensive nature of the agree merit between the urn 
tr acting parties, and their desire to cultivate and improve the relations of peace 
with all the powers of India ( War should unfortunately break out, it is agreed that, 
with the reserve of u battalion of native infantry to remain near the person of 
the Maharajah Anund Xiao Guikwar Sena Kirn Khoyl Sbumshbr Bahadoor, of 
such proportion as may appear necessary for the security of Guzerat, the residue 
of the subsidiary force, with their, ord nance and public stores and ammunition, 
shall be immediately put in motion for the purpose of opposing the 
enemy. 

The troops of the Maharajah Anund Kao Guikwar Sena Khas Khoyl Shumshor 
Bahadoor shall accompany the British troops to the boundari eg of Gu jig nit m 
order to terminate the war. Should, however, any great exigency arise, tine 
circumstances shall bo mutually considered, and the best means in the power of 
the contracting parties pursued to terminate the same. 


Article 13. 

As the enemies of both States arc the same, those who are in opposition to the 
Guikwar government, or in rebellion to it, can never, while acting in this manner, 
be admitted to the friendship of the Honourable Company; but should Canojee 
Guikwar who comes under this description, repent and submit himself, it will 
be advisable to allow turn a suitable pension, on which he may subsist and reside 
at Bombay, or at any other place which may be equally safe and convenient 
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Neither Cunojee Guikwar nor Mulhar Rao Guikwar will have any other claim 
on the Guikwar government than the pension which has been assigned to the

Bo it known to all that I, Kooefe Babjee of Bate, by the agency of AdekiraO

to obesorvo the following Articles of Agreement com-bided by A dak area Sudda 
ram on my part, and by Major Alexander Walker on the part of the Honourable 
Company 

Article L 

Whereas the duty of protecting those who travel or trade by land extends 
equally to those who travel and trade by sea, I do, in like manner, for myself, 
my heirs and successors, engage not to permit, instigate, or connive at any act 
of piracy being committed by any person living under my authority, or subject 
to my control, nor shall those who follow tin* profession of piracy receive protec¬ 
tion or assistant in my ports.

Supplement to the Definitive Treaty with fcbc Gun* war,— 1817, 

A va Treaty consisting of seventeen Articles, in consolidation of all 

preceding engagements with the Gmkwar State* concluded at Buxoda between 
the Honourable English East India Company and the Maharajah Armnd Rao 
Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shumaker 13 ah ado or, his heirs and successors. The 
following Articles of engagement are now agreed on and settled as supplemental 
to the said Treat/ by His Highness Futteh Bing Rao B ulk war, on the part of the 
said Maharajah Amind Rao 0 ink war, and Captain James Rivett Carnac, on the 
part of the said Honourable Company, under full powers and authority granted 
to them respectively for that purpose 

Article I* 

Whereas it has appeared highly expedient, in order effectually to provide for 
the maintenance of the interests of the alliance in Gufcerat, and for the protec* 
tion of the Guikwar dominions, that the additional means to those provided by 
the 3rd Article of the definitive Treaty, dated 2 1st April 1805, corresponding with 
20th Mohurrum, 1220 Hegira, or Summit 1801, in the month of Chytre, should 
he furnished by the Honourable Company, the Maharajah Amind Rao Guikwar 
Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher Babadoor agrees to receive, and the Honourable 
East India Company to furnish, an increase to the present subsidiary force of 
One battalion of native infantry, of not less than one thousand men, with two 
regiments of native cavalry, of the same strength and complement as the cavalry 
regiment belonging to the Poona subsidiary force ; and the Maharajah further 
engages to the admission and residence in the Guikwar territories of any number 
of British troops in excess to the subsidiary force, His Highness being liable to 
no additional charge on this account. 

Article 2* 

The subsidiary force will at all times be ready to execute the services expressed 
in the fourth Article of the Treaty dated 21 at April 1805, corresponding with 
20 th Mohumim 1220 Hegira, or Sumwut 1881, in the month of Ohytre ; and in 
the event of war breaking out with any of the powers of India, it is agreed, con¬ 
formably to tho 12 th Article of the aforesaid Treaty, that with the reserve of a 
battalion of native infantry to remain near the person of the Maharajah Animd 
Rao Ghnkwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shtimshet Rahadoor, or such a proportion m 
may appear necessary for the security of Guzemt, the residue of the subsidiary 
force now composed of four battalions of native infantry of one thousand men 
each batalion, or five battalions of eight hundred men, and two regiments of 
native cavalry* with ana Company of European artillery, with their proportion 
of gnu laseats with the necessary ordnance and warlike stores and ammunition, 
shall be immediately put in motion for the purpose of opposing the enemy* 
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Article 3. 

For the regular payment of the expense of the augmentation of the subsiduiiy 
force, m stipulated in the 1st Article of this engagement, His Highness A nund 
Ran Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Sliumshar Balia door hereby assigns and cedes m 
perpetuity to the Honourable English East India Company all the rights which 
His Highness has obtained from the perpetual farm of the Peishwa’o tomtoms 
subject to the city of Ahmedabad, as secured by tho loth Article of the 1 icatv 
of Poona, dated 13th June A. D- 1BI7, mtrmpomVmg with the 27th Kujjub 1232 
Hegira, or Summit 1873, in the month of Jeyat, it being distinct iy understood 
that the engagements to HU Highness the Feishwa contingent on the farm of 
the said territories are to be performed by the Honourable Company, and no 
claim of any description on such account fa at any time to be preferred again Su 
the Guikwar government* The territories comprehended in the farm of Abmeda- 
bad are detailed in the Schedule R, annexed to this Treaty. 

Article 4* 

Inasmuch as the pergunnaha belonging to the Honourable Company of Dubhoy, 
Bahadurpore, andBowtee, from their proximity to Baroda, are peculiarly valuable 
to the Guikwar government, it is accordingly agreed that these districts lie made 
over In perpetuity and full sovereignty to HU Highness A mind Rao Guikwar, 
his heirs and successors, and that His Highness assigns for ever in full sovereignty 
his share of the city of Ahmedabad with the exception hereafter specified, ard 
a proportion of the Guikwar share of the PetJnud district contiguous to the Com¬ 
pany's territories, in perpetuity, and with all the rights of sovereignty thereof, 
in exchange for the aforesaid districts belonging to the Honourable Company, the 
territories of each party being received at the revenues specified in the annexed 
Schedule 0. His Highness Anund Kuo Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl bhuBliihei 
Bah&door having retained possession of ins fort or have]lie in the city of A bn eda- 
b&d, and its dependent possessions known under the denomination of the iHiseootae, 
it is further agreed and determined that His Highness only maintains a force in 
the said h&vellie sufficient for the purposes of revenue collections and police, and 
that His Highness servants in the havellie will conduct themselves with strict 
regard to the rules and regulation# within the city of Ahmedabad of the ( ompany a 
Government. The Honourable Company, on the other hand* hereby pumdses 
that every proper accommodation shall be afforded from the public authorities 
in the city to the servants of $m Highness A mind Kao Guikwar Bena Khas Kheyl 
Shuraslier Bahailoor residing U or stationed m the said have!lie, os well as that 
all persons or troops subject to his Highness's authority at the havcllic of Ahihish■ 
bad, or the Guikwar Dusooorae, shall not be amenable to the laws of the British 
Government, but made subject to His Highness’s authority, who hereby agu es 
to afford satisfaction to the local authorities of the Honourable Company of ade¬ 
quate punishment according to his laws for any misconduct of his servants and 
dependants within the city of Ahmedabad* In consideration of the good w?tl 
and friendship which has so long happily subsisted between the Honourable 
Company and the Guikwar government, such goods and articles as may be bon£ 
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fide required for private use or consumption of that family or of the ministers shall 
bo allowed to be purchased at Ahmedabad, and to be sent.lro.rn thence free of 
duties on being accompanied by a passport from the Resident at Baroda. 

Abttclb 5. 

Whereas, by the exchange of districts stipulated in the foregoing Article, great 
advantages are derived in territorial extent and population from the possession 
of O|bhoy, Bahadurpore, and Sowlce, His Highness Ammd Rao Guikwar Sena 
fv.has lv.hcyI Shumsher Bahadoor, adverting to this benefit, agrees to assign terri¬ 
tory in the vicinity of Surat, or from his portion of the pergimnah of Potlond, 
la exchange for the Mogullao claims of the Honourable Company, in virtue of its 
possession of the castle of Surat, on the districts belonging to the Guikwar in 
the province termed Surat Attavessee. 

Auticlb 6. 

By Schedule A to the definitive Treaty, Maharajah Anund Rao Guikwar 
Sena IChas Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor coded in perpetuity to the Honourable 
Company, for the expenses of a subsidiary force, certain districts with all the 
rights of sovereignty and produce thereof and all the forts they eontaiu, from which 
districts the pergunnah of Vijaporo has been exchanged for other districts of equal 
produce, as particularized in a separate list annexed thereto, conformably to 
which Maharajah Anund ltao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shumaker Bahadoor 
engages to transfer in perpetuity all rights of sovereignty over those districts and 
all the forts which they contain to the Honourable Company, and the Honourable 
Company agrees to restore for ever the whole right of sovereignty over the district 
of Vijaporo and the forts which it contains to Maharajah Anund Rao Guikwar 
Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor; and whereas, in consideration of the 
Maharajah having consented to the exchange of the district of Vijapore, the 
Honourable Company do promise that they will not apply in future to the Maha¬ 
rajah, his children, heirs or successors, for the exchange of any of the districts 
ceded by the definitive Treaty bearing date the 21st day of April 1805, correspond* 
ing with 20th Mohummi 1220 Hegira, or Suinwut (861. in the mouth of f'hytro, 
or of the other districts now exchanged for Vijapore, or for the exchange of anv 
territory whatever. 

Article 7, 

Maharajah Ammd Rao Gnikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor hav¬ 
ing represented to the Honourable Company that on the island of Bate and in 
fchs province of Okamundel there are two places of Hindoo religious worship and 
devotion, and that the Guikwar government should he put in possession of these 
plates, and the Honourable English East India Company being disposed to comply 
with the earnest desire of the Maharajah, the province of Oknmundel aud the 
island of Bate, with all the rights of sovereignty thereof and all the forts they 
contain, are accordingly given to the Maharajah Anund Rao Guikwar Seim Khas 
Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor, his heirs or successors, in perpetuity,and tlie Maharajah 
Send Khas Khevl Shumsher Bahadoor promises to allow' in perpetuity a build¬ 
ing on the island of Bate to the Honourable Company for depositing stores, free 
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o! any claim for tax or otherwise* an^i consents that all vessels, boats, servants, 
subjects, etc., belonging to the Honourable Company, as well as merchant vessels 
from the Honourable Company’s ports, as may frequent any of the ports and 
places in the provinces of the Guikwar government, shall pass and re-pass without 
hmderance; and the Honourable Company, on the other hand* agrees that all 
vessels, boats, servants, subjects, etc., belonging to the Guikwar government, as 
well as merchant vessels from the ports of the Cuikwar government as may frequent 
the Honourable Company’s porta, shall also pass and re-pass without hinderdnee* 
The Maharajah moreover promises that the person who may reside in charge ol 
the llano arable Cojiipany’s stores shall meet wi th no molestation whatever, and 
be treated with all due consideration. 

Aetioue 8. 

Whereas, by the second clause of the 12th Article of the Treaty of the 21st 
April 1805, corresponding with 20fch Mohurrum, 1220 Hegira, or Snmwut 1861, in 
the mouth of Chytre, the Maharajah Anund Kao Guikwar Sena Kims Khoyl 
Shumsher Bahstdooz has stipulated to furnish his troops to act with the British 
forces on any great exigency. His Highness hereby further engages, in case of 
war, to bring forward the whole of bis military resources for the prosecution of 
the war, Thu Honourable Company, on the other hand, agrees to take into con- 
si deration and determine the pretensions of the Guilt war government to benefit 
by any future partition of territory acquired in foreign wars? The Guikwar gov¬ 
ernment also binds itself to maintain and hold at the disposal of the Honourable 
Company, to act with the subsidiary force wherever it may bo employed, and 
to be subject to the general command of the officer commanding the British troops, 
a body of 3,000 effective cavalry to be supported exclusively at the expense of 
His Highness the Guikwar, and that His High ness will conform to the advice and 
suggestions of the British Government relative to the formation and equipment of 
the contingent oE horse, its regular monthly payment, the condition of its arms 
and accoutrements according to the customs of the Guikwar government ; its 
muster to be personally taken, by the head of the Guikwar government, and at 
the time of payment on the day of the new moon in every month, the Guikwar 
government and the ’Resident at Buroda will also take the muster thereof, or if 
the force is despatched from B&roda on service, the officer who will be nominated 
by the Guile war Sircar to its command and the officer who proceeds in command 
of the Honourable Company’s troops shall jointly take tho muster, agreeably to 
the aforesaid agreement made in that respect. 

Article 9, 

The contracting parties being actuated by a sincere desire to promote and 
maintain, the general tranquillity and order of their respective possessions, and 
adverting to the intermixture of some of the territories belonging to the Honour¬ 
able Company and the Maharajah Arnmd Kao Guikwar Sena Khss Kheyl Shumaker 
Bahadoov it is therefore hereby agreed that offenders taking refuge in tho juris¬ 
diction of eithrr party shall bo surrendered on demand without delay or hesita¬ 
tion. 
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Article 30, 

AJJ Articles of the dofinitm Treaty at Baroda, dated 21st April 1806, corns* 
ponding with 20th Mohurrum, 1220 Hegira, or Sumwut 1801, in the month of 
Ghyfcre^ not contrary to the present engagement, are hereby confirmed. 

Article 11. 

The Supplemental Treaty, consisting of eleven Articles, being this day, fith 
Hovember 1817, corresponding with 25th JiUti^ 1232 Hegira, or Bmmvut 1873, 
in the j no nth of Aswein, settled and concluded at Baroda, to be binding and per- 
man cut when, ratified by His Excellency the Most Noble the Marinis of Hastings, 
K.C4. 3 G ovornor- Gene ml in Council.

Since my arrival at Baroda wo have had many interviews, at which, besides 
increasing the former friendship by personal intercourse, we have had various 
conferences regarding the manner in which you are to bo vested with the ad¬ 
ministrations of your own government. For the better remembering of the points 
Bottled, 1 now commit them to writing. 
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All foreign affairs are to remain as hitherto under the exclusive management 
of tlic British Government-. 

With regard to internal affairs Your Highness is to bo unrestrained, provided 
you fulfil your engagements to the bankers, of which the IniU. i lovcmimn- 
12^2! LlLnt | however, to be made ac,ua#d with the p an of 
finance which Your Highness shall determine on at the eommencemm, of cad 
year. Ho is to have access to the accounts whenever he roqirres it, and is to 
consulted hefore any new expenses of magnitude are incurred. 

The guarantees oE the British government to ministers and other individunls 
must be scrupulously observed. 

Your Highness to choose your own minister, but to consult the British Govern 
ment buforo vou appoint him. 

The identity of interests of the two States will render it necessary for the 
British Government to offer its advice whenever any emergency occurs but it 
will not interpose in ordinary details, nor will its native agent take a snare 
formerly in the Guikwar government. 

This letter is written in the spirit of entire friendship and good-wilt towards 
your State, and I look to hear henceforward of your juemrsmg prosperity and

Article 1. 

Opium must not be supplied from the Company’s warehouse, or by merchant 
subjects of the Company, to the merchants aud subjects of the Guikwar. These 
are to bo supplied with opium hy the Guikwar government. 

Article 2. 

\\ Imtever opium is required for the Guikwar warehouse to be obtained from 
the Collector of Kaira through the agency of a vakeel of the Guikwar. Should 
there be a deficiency of opium in the warehouses of both governments; and it 
should be necessary to procure opium from Malwa, a duatick is to be given per¬ 
mitting the purchase and the free passage of the article. 

Article 3. 

The Guikwar government will purchase the opium at present in the Guikwar 
districts, and until it is consumed will not purchase from the Company’s stores. 

Article 4. 

Opium is produced in some parts of the Guikwar territories, and it is requested 
therefore that no objection may be made; this continuing to be the ease, when 
the article is ready, it will be purchased by the government, to which it is requested 
that no objection may be made, 

AktIcle 5. 

Thu price of opium to be the same in the territories of the two governments. 


Article 6. 

It is requested that the price at which opium is sold to the merchants and 
ryots at Kaira, fiaroacli, and other places, where the government warehouses 
will be established, and the Malwa price, may he communicated to this govern- 
me lit every month.

Any merchants or individuals introducing opium secretly for sale into the 
Guikwar territories to be subject to have the property confiscated ; and any 
opium brought secretly from the Company’s districts for sale to be confiscated 
in like manner, without any objection ou the'part of the British Government.

Translation of a Memorandum from the Guikwar Government, dated the 

13th August 1825. 

A memorandum has been received from the Residency, dated 9th of the first 
Shrawun Vud (August 9th, 1820), stating that a fetter had been received by Mr. 
Willoughbv from Mr. Newnham, Chief Secretary to Government, referring to the 
expedition of Colonel Walker into Ratty-war in Sumwut 1864 (A. D. 1807-08), 
at which time the settlement in perpetuity for the tribute was adjusted, and pledges 
obtained from the Jharoja Rajputs that they would desist from their practice 
of female infanticide. Colonel Walker, it is stated, resolved at the time that the 
sums levied as fines from disturbers of the peace and other offenders should, through 
the clemency of government, he distributed in such sums as were suitable to the 
station in life of the parties concerned, to defray the marriage exposes of the 
females who should be.preserved through this arrangement. This being brought 
to the notice of the Bombay Government by Captain Barnewall, the orders of 
Government have been forwarded to him, that through the British dependencies 
in Ratty war the sums realised in fines paid by disturbers of the peace should 
be appropriated as above specified ; and Captain BaracwaU has accordingly made 
the necessary arrangements. "Further, Mr, Newnham’s letter requires that in¬ 
formation of this settlement should be given to the Guikwar government, and a 
suggestion he made of the propriety of its being extended to the Gmkwar depen¬ 
dencies also in the same province. In communicating this an early answer was 
solicited, to which it is replied that the case nnder consideration is one of charity, 
and will procure the blessing of Heaven on both governments; therefore, what- 
ever sums have been realised as fines on offenders since Captain Bamcwall was 
placed in charge of the districts, or any extra revenue beyond the tribute as fixed 
for perpetuity by Colonel Walker, may be appropriated as above specified, the 
disposal being year by year duly communicated to us, and the arrangement is 
highly a&tisfaotory to this government

The Eight Honourable the Earl of Clare having told His Highness the Guikwar 
that as His Highness wished to settle tho monthly pay of the 3,000 contingent 
horse at the disposal of the Company's ft i rear, a good aLrangemmt must be made 
to secure their being paid according to the Treaty. His Highnepb after considera¬ 
tion, agrees that he will place in continual deposit with the Company .Sirear ten 
lakhs of Rupees in cash, hearing no interest:, from the present day, and he will pay 
the above 3,000 horse their monthly pay according to the Treaty, if he should 
fail in so doing, the Company Sircar shall, out of the said ten lakhs of Rupees,

in cash, bearing no interest, from the present day, and he will pay the above 3,000 
horse their monthly pay according to the Treaty ; if His Highness should fail in 
so doing the Company Sircar shall, out of the said ten lakhs of Rupees, give to tho 
Sirdar, who will, on the part of the Guikwar, be over the horse, tho pay of the 3,000 
horse for that month ; and according to the 8th Article of the Treaty, and accord¬ 
ing to custom, the said Sirdar shall pay the 3,000 horse, and the money thus taken 
out of the sum deposited shall be replaced by the Guikwar to complete the annual 
regular deposit of ten lakhs always ; His High ness prays, therefore, that the me ha la 
sequestrated he released.

Much diwwon arose 
on the subject of the -3,000 horse kept up hy the •Guikwar Skate at the disposa 
Qf the British Government, au.rl on their so remaining according to the treaty 
at their present strength, and also on the payment by .the Guikwar. of the new 
Wan.la raised by the British Government ; the Guikwar, having in view a perfect 
friendship ami union between the two States and the full contentment of the d.s- 
tingnished Governor, agrees to pay the new Bias la from rim day bn which rt was 
raised up to the end of the month of Pons in the bumwut year 189( (.January 
1841), giving credit in the accounts for the, amount, and from that date to allow

Translation or a Memorandum presented by the Honourable the Governor,

The British Government having made a proposal to His Highness the Guikwar 
of keeping up 1,500 horse out of the 3,000 maintained by His Highness, to which 
m-onosal His Highness did not consent, at not appearing in accordance with tho 
Treatv; in consequence of the re- establishment of the fviohdahip between tho 
two States, it is determined that the Treaty between the two States, including t he 
matte i; of the 3,000 horse, is to remain in force.

Translation of a Letter addressed to the Honourable Sir J. K. Pabsa^ Bart 
etc., by His Highness Syajee Kao, Guikwar, dated 15th of Zilliez, bumwut 

1897, 8th February 1841. 

A demand has been made that out of the 3,000 bdrse maintained by Treaty 
by this government at the disposal of the Honourable Company, 1,500 lmrec should 
be taken by the Honourable Company ; but this does not appear correct under 
the Treaty, and by keeping the 3,000 horse, which are at present at the disposal 
of the Honourable Company, the appearance of perfect friendship between the 
two States and reputation will remain established. In this there should be no 
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difference. Earnestly desiring that there should be no dispute between the two 
governments, and that a good unde rata riding should exist, as formerly, I wrote 
to you with great urgency, inviting you to visit me, Which you have Madly done ; 
and ori your arrival at Batoria I have explained to you all my difficulties, the 
pressure of my debts, and the expenses of my family and dependants* You then 
spoke to me on the subject of bearing the expenses of Proberfcs’s new Basal a of horse* 
upon which, as 1 desired to do nothing beyond your wishes, and considered you 
as my father and protector, T gave my consent to allow annually to the extent 
of three lakhs of Rupees in the accounts for the cost of this Eisaia (agreeably to 
the new demand now made upon me), including the back pay (from the date on 
which the corps was raised), being influenced entirely by my confidence in you 
and my own helplessness. But I now represent to the Honourable Company and 
to Your Honour that the debt on this State is heavy; that the expenses of my 
family and hereditary dependants are great. This you have yourself seen; and 
it is for the Honourable Company and for Your Honour to enable me to support 
this, and to confirm the prosperity and reputation, of the Hoik war State, The 
burden of myself and of my government rests entirely upon you, and my prosperity 
and reputation are yours. The Honourable Company and. Your Honour are alike 
the protector of my dignity, and from you it will meet With no molestation. I 
am acting in accordance with the Honourable Company's government; therefore, 
as, in consequence of the new burden of three lakhs of Kopecs per annum, which 
the maintenance of Ibis body of horse entails on the Guilcwar government, the 
welfare of tins government is placed in difficulty, it is earnestly requested for the 
satisfaction of this government that Your Honour wifi, in kindness and without 
considering it a diminution of friendship, procure from the Honourable Company 
a release from this stipulation. 


Bktteu to His Hioun^sr the Gtik war, dated 8th February 1841. 

Before leaving B&roda. to which place I have come at the earnest request of 
Your Higlmossj, I deem it right to address to you a few words of advice on the 
completion of the business which has been engaging my attention during my stay, 
and on the restoration of the good understanding between Your Highness and the 
British Government, which, I trust, may never again be disturbed. 

Your Highness's acquiescence in the demand made upon you for the main¬ 
tenance of the KiaaJa of horse now under Ma jor Roberts* and of a body of horse 
for service in the tributary districts, combined with the earnest desire which yon 
have evinced for a reconciliation with the British Government and your promises 
to preserve inviolate all existing guarantees, and to be guided by the counsels of 
the British Representative at Your Highness's Court, has enabled mo to renew 
the bonds of amity between the two governments, which had been broken by 
repeated acts of Your Highness j and it is with pleasure that I have been able, 
in consequence, to restore to Your Highness the sequestrated perginiuali of Petlaud 
a nd the revenues of the trib u tary districts. I have likewise* at your earnest request.

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and on your promise to allow in the accounts of the tribute f<>r whatever sum may 
ho awarded to the Ikwu of Nowearie, remo ved the attachment on that cusba. 

Before freBftoriiig Phtlund to Yokr HigfmeMi I should have deemed it necessary 
to require from yon in writing the most ample security against the ill 'treatment 
of any of Your Highness subjects in that district in coueequdhcc of choir adherence 
to the British Government while in temporary occupation of it, Tu deferimee, 
however, to your strong remonstrances against this measure, as being derogatory 
to your dignity and lion our as a sovereign Prince ; unnecessary, judging from the 
absence of all complaint from the dJstmts formerly under attachment, which 
were released during the government of Lord (dare ; and dangerous as likely to 
give rise to causes of collision, 1 refrained from pressing it on Your Highness, and 
contented myself with receiving from you a solemn promise that you would act 
towards the ryot# of Pothiud as towards the rod of Your Highness's subjects* 
and allow them to suiter no molestation whatever on ..account of their having obeyed 
the orders of the British authorities, or assisted them in the management of that 
province. Your Highness will recollect that this promise was made without 
reservation in t he presence of the Chief Secretary in attendance on mu, the Resident 
and his Assistant, ami on the full understanding that a breach pi it would, although 
no written engagement was executed, subject the district to re-attachment and 
Huai annexation to the British territory, f repose implicit confidence in Your 
ilighnessh promise, and 1 feel assured that on no occasion shall 1 regret having 
done so ; hut at the same time I deem it my duty again to repeat that the British 
Government will never submit to a breach of tins promise, nr allow the shadow 
of an imputation of had faith to rest upon it; by a neglect to secure from oppression 
those who are, on all principles of justice, entitled to our protection. 

Your Highness is aware that the demand which l made upon you, as the basis 
of any sotthnuent and of the restoration of the good understanding between the 
twa governments, was for the maintenance of Major Roberts's Risala from Your 
Iligkncash revenues, to be subject entirely to the control of the British Govern¬ 
ment ; and to the provision by Your Highness of a body of horse, of the nature 
required by the Treaty of 1817, of not less than 1,500 men for service in Kat tywai . 
etc,, the districts on which wv collect Your Highness 1 ft tributes. Your Highness 
consented to the maintenance of Roberts’* horse In the manner proposed, hut 
desired that you might be allowed m addition to keep up the whole contingent 
required by tin- 8th Article of the Treaty of 3,000 horse, in order that the terms 
of the Treaty might be strictly observed 1 consented to this, but at the same 
time J informed you that the British Government required only 1*500 for service 
in Kattywar, etc. Should Your Highness at any period desire to reduce your 
contingent to that number for employment in those provinces, no objection will 
be raised to that proceeding ; hut in that number Youx Highness must retain those 
persons, as Meet Sura pay. Aii and others, whose restoration to your service has 
already been acceded to by Your Highness as one of the demands which t he British 
Government made against, you. 

Your Highness, on Hie conference which 1 had with you on the 2nd instant, 
presented me with a memorandum of 31 items on matters requiring settlement, 
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I informed Your llighnefcs that After perusing thorn, tht greater part of these were 
matters which must ho left to the Resident adjust. Oil two points, however, 
I explained to you the determination of the British Government, which it is well 
that I should here to peat ; they relate to the attendance of the Resident anti the 
British troops at tho festivals of the Dussara and Gunputtee, and the presentation 
of honorary dresses (Aher) by the Befiidept on the part of the British Government, 
on festive occasions, on Your Highness 1 e family. 

It is needless here to recapitulate the grounds on which the decision of the 
British Government on this point is founded. It is sufficient to state, in respect 
to the first, that I have instructed the Resident to pay to Year Highness, m the 
head of the Guikw&t State, the requisite honours on your progress on these State 
occasions ; he will accordingly, on receiving from you an intimation of the day 
and hour at which your procession will leave the palace, attend with the troops 
at sonic convenient spot, which will ho fixed upon in communication with Your 
Highness, and there, without joining in the procession, pay all military honours 
due to your rank* I trust Your Highness will he satisfied with the concession, 
which is the utmost that can be admitted under the imperative orders of superior 
authority. 

It is contrary to the rule established for the guidance of the Honourable Com¬ 
pany that presents should on any occasion be given or received Although, as 
head of the Government of Bombay, I have thought fit to admit a deviation from 
this rule (and I am happy to have had it in my power, during my present visit, 
to present an A her to Your Highness on the occasion of the birth of a son to Your 
Highness's eldest son, Rao Sahib), the Resident cannot be permitted to accept 
or present such gifts. 

I must urge on Your Highness the absolute necessity of your strictly observing 
the repeated promises you have made to me to respect in their fullest extent all 
guarantees of the British Government; a contrary course has already brought 
Your Highness to the verge of ruin, and you may rest assured that it is only by an 
implicit maintenance of these engagements that the good understanding now 
happily re-established between the two governments can continue. The British 
Government in no way wishes to interfere in the internal administration of Your 
Highness's territory, of which it acknowledges you to he the sole sovereign. It 
will enjoin upon all holders of the British guarantee to regard you in that light 
on pain of its severe displeasure, and to observe the utmost respect and submission 
in all communications with Your Highness; but still it cannot he released from 
the obligation of seeing that Your Highness preserves inviolate, in the most minute 
particular, every Bhandaree engagement of which the British Government is a 
party. 

I have on several occasions taken an opportunity of speaking to Your Highness 
on the subject of the evil advisers by whose counsel Your Highness has been led 
into difficulty, and more especially of Ycnecmrn Adiimm, I have received witli 
pleasure Your Highness's assurances that since your proclaimed dismissal of that 
individual, you have had no communication, direct or indirect, with him, and 
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I rely on your adhering to your determination to banish him from your service 
and your counsels for over. 

When I consented, at Your Higluites’s earnest solicitation, at our meeting 
of the 2nd instant, to admit the introduction to me of certain individuals whose 
removal from ytmr service had been required of you in consequence of their being 
the friends and associates of Veiieeram, your dismissed minister, I bogged Your 
Highness clearly to understand that tay consent was given purely out of a regard 
to Your Highness’s feelings, and in no respect as indicating my confidence in them, 
or in fchoir fitness for employment in Your Highness's service. I have confidence 
in Your Highness alone and in your reiterated promises to reject the advice of 
evil disposed persons, and to study never again to incur the displeasure of the 
British Government. 

Your Highness will he careful, therefore, never to employ any of these indi¬ 
viduals in any transaction whatever with the British Government, or in any busi¬ 
ness connected with our

of which have been on 

many occasions so grievously oppressed, 

I have spoken to Your Highness on the subject of the nomination of & minister : 
you are aware that yon are bound to appoint a porison to this office, with the appro¬ 
bation of the British Government, You inform me that you desire no minister, 
and that, you will yourself transact all matters of business with the Resident As 
a mark of my friendship for Your Highness and of my confidence In the continuance 
of this good understanding which I observe to exist between you and the Resident 
at your Court, I have consented to waive the demand for the fulfilment of this 
stipulation during such period as Your Highness may act up to your profession, 
and be guided, in al! matters in which the British Government has any concern, 
by the good counsel of the British Representative. I feel confident that the 
trust which I am reposing on Your Highness will not be misplaced, and that it will 
not be necessary, at any future period, to enforce on you o measure to which you 
express yourself decidedly averse. 

Having happily restored our former friendly relations, which I trust can never 
again bo interrupted, 1 leave you in the full expectation that you will faithfully 
and implicitly observe all existing treaties and engagements ; that you will respect 
m the minutest [mint every existing Rhandaree, adjusting, in communication with 
the Resident, every pending dispute on just and equitable principles, and allowing 
no occasion to arise for future differences ; and that you will study by every nJeans 
in your power to consolidate your alliance with the British Government. I kavo 
appointed to your Court a Resident, Mr. Boyd, with whom I am gratified to observe 
that Your Highness is on the most friendly footing of intimacy and cordiality ; 
and l recommend Your Highness to continue this good understanding with him 
and to be guided by his friendly advice. Finally, J congratulate Your Highness 
on the state of kindness and unanimity which 1 observe to exist between the several 
members of Your Highness’s immediate family, and I beg to assure you that I 
shad ever take the warmest interest in their welfare. I rejoice that I have had 
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this opportunity of visiting you, and renewing that intimacy which commended 
with your early you tlx; and I entreat you to believe that in all the advice which 
1 have given you (1 trust eJhxtuaUy), 1 have been influenced solely by a regard 
to your own welfare and to the maintenance of your high position ns the head 
of the Guile war State, It will ever he to me a source of much gratification to hear 
of Your Highness*a welfare, and to he informed that, by a strict adherence to 
existing engagements, Your Highness has merited the oblivion of the past, and is 
pursuing a steady uni honest course for the future, 1 now bid Your Highness an 
affectionate farewell.

Roles for the Exemption frofo the Payment of the Duties usually claimed by 
the Guikwar Government on the Vessels which may be driven by stress 
of weather into the Ports of Gkamcjndel, A mroleh, and other Mekals 
of K att y war while on their voyage between I km bay and the ports of Sin on, 
agreeably to the wishes of the Bombay Government, as intimated to me 
in a communication* No, 553, dated 18th September 1844, 

Role L 

Should a boat on her voyage between Bombay and any port in Sindh be driven 
into the mohate of this Sircar by stress of weather, and land its cargo, no duty 
of any kind* and no port or anchorage foe, will be exacted, provided the vessel 
remains in the harbour only a reasonable time. If a single package be landed 
for the purpose flf sale or tralhc, or if the vessel refuse to pursue her voyage when 
able to do so, then the full a mount of duty shall be levied on the whole cargo* and 
every port or other Ice be also levied in the usual maimer and the vessel treated 
iu every respect as if consigned to the porta of this Sircar’s mehals. 

Rule 2 , 

Should a boat, under the circumstances mentioned at the commencement of 
rule 1, put into the port of Oka numdah &c., in so bad a state ns to be obliged to 
discharge her cargo into another boat Which conveys it to its original destination, 
no duty will be levied, provided nothing is landed for sale, and provided no un¬ 
necessary delay takes place in the sailing of the boat with the transhipped cargo, 
Damaged goods may be lauded and sold under the sanction of the custom-house 
officers, on payment of the usual duties. 
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Rule 3. 

Should a boat, under the above circumstances, put into the ports of Okamundei ? 
kv. t and undergo repairs, landing her cargo in the meantime, no duty will be levied, 
provided there h no unnecessary delay, and provided that on reahippiiig, every 
package of the original cargo is duly accounted for to the satisfaction of the Custom 
Master of the port. 

Runic 4. 

Should a boat put into the ports of Ok&tmmdel, <fee., under Urn circumstances 
above mentioned, and umletgo slight. repairs, without discharging any part of hot 
cargo, no duty whatever will be levied, provided the repairs do not occupy more 
than a reasonable number of days* 

Rule 5. 

Should a boat put into the ports of Okaimindel, &o., under the Above eircum 
stances, at the close of the season, and be compelled to lay up for the monsoon, 
security will, in the first place, be given for the Ml amount of customs due on the 
whole cargo, and all ports and anchorage fees ahull be paid. The goods may then 
be landed and warehoused at the expense and risk of the owner or tlridal of the 
vessel. The original invoice of the cargo, or an authentic copy, shall be deposited 
with the customs authorities; and if on reshipping it shall be discovered that a 
single package has been opened or missing, ami cannot bis accounted for satisfac¬ 
torily, the full amount of customs shall he made, good according to the security 
previously given, The goods must be resinppod in the same vessel which brought 
them, unless she be proved nob sea worthy, in which-case they may be forwarded 
on another. All damaged or perishable goods may bo sold under the sanction 
of the custom ho use officers and on payment of the liana I duties.

When any doubts arise as to the application of anv of the above rides, the chief 
Guikwar Authority of the mehaie, if unable to settle the mutter otherwise* will 
refer to the Political Agent, and act according to his opinion and advice. Hie 
Highness the Guiktvar reserves to himself the full right of punishing any rindata, 
owners, or super cargoes of boats who attempt to evade these regulations and to 
take advantage of them for the purpose of defrauding the revenue of the Durbar 
But should the offender belong to foreign jurisdiction* the KamdaT must refer 
the case to the Political Agent and act according to his advice, and, printing the 
receipt of that officer* a reply, detain the offender in custody. The public must 
be duly made acquainted with these rules.

Translation of a Yad from Hm Highness the Ggikwar to the Resident at 
Baboda, dated 6fch Rajjnb 1250 (10th May 1850 b 

A Yad has been received from the Residency, under date the -1th inat&nt, No. 257, 
communicating the purport- of Mr. Secretary Goldamid’a letter relative to the. 
exemption from payment of duties of vessels which, by stress of weather, may fee 
driven into any of the porta in Kafctywar belonging to the Durbar, and requesting 
that exemption to a similar extent to that conceded by the Chiefs in Ka tty war 
he made by this government. The Durbar has to report that instructions have 
been issued to the Comavishdara of Oknimiudel and Amrolee agreeably to the 
wishes of the Bombay Government, but that should any boat remain in the port 
many days after the stprm has ceased, for the sake of convenience, or with the 
intention of disposing of its cargo, or changing the same, from it alone shall duty 
be exacted ; and the mar chants in Kattywar residing at the ports belonging to the 
Durbar have also been informed of this arrangement; and in the event of their 
experiencing any annoyance from the CMefa in K&ttywar, &e., in consequence 
of this arrangement, that they should at once report the circumstance to the neatest 
British authorities, who will investigate the matter. To this effect it is requested 
the Resident will write to the Bombay Government.

Translation of a Yad from His Highness the Guirwab to the Resident at 
Baboda, No. 460, dated 14th May 1856. 

A Yad was addressed by this government on the 29th February last, No. 232, 
regarding the land to be given by m for the use of the railway ; to this a reply has 
been received from the Residency, under date the 12th May, No. 420, stating that 
tho Yad in question not being sufficiently explicit, the Governor-General enter¬ 
tained some doubts on the subject, and requesting His Highness will kindly, m 
order to remove all doubts and uncertainty for the future, cede the sovereignty 
and authority over the land required for the railway to the Government of India. 

2. In reply we beg to say, as stated in our Yad No. 423, wo shall cede the land 
required for the railway, aud the full sovereignty of this land will rest, exclusively 
with the Government of India for railway purposes, but this government enter¬ 
tained no uncertainty or doubt whatever in giving up the land for the road ; and 
as this has been stated in the Yad referred to, it is a matter of regret to this govern¬ 
ment, and we bog the Resident will kindly write to the Governor-General and 
explain this to him, as this government In every way is dependent on the Governor- 
General. 

Talcing this into consideration we write that this business (railway) should 
cause no loss to our revenue in the customs, etc., as stated in pur Yod of 28th 
February, No. 232, and wo beg to receive a reply to this effect,

The Bight Honourable Lord Elphmstono, Governor of Bombay, Major-General 
Raborts, lately Commanding Northern Division of the Army, and myself* have 
all written to the Right Honourable the Governor-General of India, mentioning 
the friendship of the Guikwar and the assistance afforded by him during the past 
year. 

To-day I have received a letter from the Secretary to the Government of India, 
with the Governor-General at Allahabad, No. lblfl, of date the 51st May 1858, 
informing me that His Lordship is so gratified at hearing of Hie Highness Khrrndi 
Ran Guikwar’s fidelity and devotion that he has been pleased to order that ail 
that part of the kharita of Sir James Cara a e, Governor of Bombay, to Byajec Ban 
M ah a raj, of date 8th February 1841, which relates to Roberts's Risala and the 
Guile war’s contingent horse, and also the whole of the Yad of Maharajah Syajec 
Rao Guikwar, of date 1st February 1841. agreeing to pay three lakhs of Rupees 
a year for the maintenance of Roberts’s Risala—these three matters above written, 
namely, whot is written in the kharita about the Risala and about the contingent 
horse, and the Yad rejfjrding the three lakhs —shall be remitted, and that in future 
the arrangement on these points between the two governments shall be that 
specified in the 8th Article of the Treaty of 6th November 1817 ; but when the 
8,000 contingent horse are not required to go with the subsidiary force on service, 
then, in the same way as at present they do duty in the tributary mehals in Gimwnt 
and Natty war, they shall continue doing duty in the tributary mehaJs as the British 
Government may require* 

The Secretary to the Government of India dees not mention in his letter the 
date from which this arrangement is to commence, but I will write, and on the 
answer arriving I will inform the Maharajah. 

I hove great pleasure in communicating this good news. The Maharajah has 
always acted towards me as a friend, and I enjoy this good news which has come 
for the Maharajah as much as if it concerned myself* 


Translation of Yad from His Highness Maharajah Khunoi Raq Guikwab 
Ben a Khas Kheyl Bhumsheb Bahadooe to Brigadier-General Sir R* Q* 
Bhakestear, Resident at Raroda, No* 625, dated the 17th June 1858. 

A Yad; No* 471, of date 14th June 1858, has been received from the Residency 
to the following effectThat the Bight Honourable Lord FJphimtone, Governor 
of Bombay, and Major-General Roberts, Commanding the Northern Division of 
the Army, and I wrote to the Right Honourable the Governor'General of India 
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particular regarding tho friendship of the Guikwar Sircar and the assistance it 
had afforded during the past year. That on this a letter. No. 1019, dated Slut 
May 1858, from the Secretary to the Government of India, has been received to 
the following effect .--That the Right Honourable the Governor-General Bahadoor 
being greatly pleased on hearing the accounts of the fidelity and friendship of the 
Maharajah K It midi Rno Gutkivar Sena Khas Khovl Shumaker Bahadoor, has 
given an order for the remission of the three matters as here detailed, namely, 
all that which is written about Roberts Sahib’s Risala and about the contingent 
horse in Governor Garotte Sahib’s khurita written on 8th February 1811, and the 
Yad of 1st February 1811 which Syajee Rao Maharaj wrote, agreeing to give three 
lakhs a year for the maintenance, of Roberts Sahib's Risala; and that'in future 
the arrangement on tho above matters between the two governments will proceed 
according to the '8th Article of the Treaty executed on fitli November 1.817 ; but 
when kite contingent horse are not '’required to go with the subsidiary force on 
service, then, in the same way as at present they do duty in the tributary mehals 
in Gukerat and Kattywar, they shall continue doing duty in the tributary melials 
as the British Government may require; that in 1 ho letter from the Secretary 
to the Government of India the date from which this arrangement is to commence 
is not written ; therefore f will write regarding that point, and cm receiving the 
answer 1 will inform the Maharajah. 

1 beg to reply that I have been very greatly pleased on seeing the contents 
to the effect that the Right Honourable the Governor-General, in the way of kind¬ 
ness and patronage, has remitted the three lakhs for the expense of the Risala, 
and 1 beg to write that in future there will remain on the part of this Sircar the 
arrangement for 3,OOP sowars remaining in service according to the received request 
written in the Yad. 

By this being dune I am greatly obliged, and it ia good in respect tp good report, 
and the friendship between the two governments has been dearly displayed. From 
the expense also of the Risala falling (on me), the weight of debt was Jjoing on 
increasing up to the present day, and this caused much anxiety. In short, the 
character, good name, and honour of this government, are of the Honourable Com¬ 
pany Bahadoor and tho Right Honourable tho Governor-Genera I Bahadoor ; there¬ 


fore, in right of friend ship, 1 beg to address my 
patron* to the effect that the friendship of the 
two governments lies come down from generation

To all whom St may concern. 

Re it known that Whereas an attempt has been made at Baroda to 
poison Colonel R, Phayre, C.B., the late British Resident at the Court of His High¬ 
ness the Gaekwar, and evidence has boon adduced to the effect that His Highness 
Mulhar Uao Gaekwar instigated the said attempt to administer poison to Colonel 
Phayre ; 
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And Whereas to instigate mch attempt would be a high crime against Her 
Majesty the Queen and a breach of the condition of loyalty to the Crown under 
which Mulhar Rati Gaekwar is recognised as ruler of the Baroda State, and more¬ 
over such an attempt would be an act of hostility against the British Government* 
and it is necessary fully and publicl}* to enquire into the truth of the charge and 
to afford His Highness Mulhar Kao Gaekw&r every opportunity of freeing .himself 
from the grave suspicion which attaches to him ; 

And Whereas in consequence thereof it is necessary to suspend Mulhar Kao 
Gaekwar from the exercise of power and to make Other arrangements for the ad¬ 
ministration of the Baroda State : 

It is hereby notified that from this date the Viceroy and Governor-General of 
India in Council temporarily assumes the administration of the Baroda State, and 
delegates all the powers necessary for the conduct of the administration to the 
Agent to the Governor-General and Special Commissioner at Bfiroda. The ad¬ 
ministration will be conducted, as far us possible, in accordance with the usages, 
customs, and laws of the country. 

All Sirdars, Imvmdars, Zemindars, and inhabitants of the Baroda territories, 
and all officers and persons whatsoever in the civil and military service of the 
Baroda State, or liable to bo called upon for such service, arc hereby required to 
submit to the authority of and render obedience to the said Agent to the Govornor- 
Oeneral and Special Commissioner during such time as the State nmy be under 
the administration of the British Government, 

In accordance with the gracious intimation made to the Princes and Chiefs 
of India that it is the desire of Her Majesty Hio Queen that their Governments 
should be perpetuated, and the Representation and Dignity of their Houses should 
bo continued, a Native Administration will bo re established in snob manner no 
may be determined upon after the conclusion of the enquiry and after eoiisidenv 
tion of the-results which such enquiry may elicit*

To all whom it may concern. 

His Highness Mulhar Rao, Gaekwar, was suspended from the exercise of power, 
and the administration of the Baroda State was temporarily assumed by the British 
Government, in order that a public enquiry might be made into the truth of the 
imputation that His Highness had instigated an attempt to poison Colonel K, 
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Pb ay re, C.Ih, the late Representative of the British Government at the Court of 
Ha rod n, and that every opportunity should bo given, to Hie Highness of freeing 
himself from fclic Btud imputationr 

The proceedinga of the Commission having been brought to a dose, Her 
Majesty’s Government have taken into consideration the question whether I is 
Highness Mulhar Rao, Gaekwar, shad be restored to the exercise of sovereign 
power in the State of Baroda. 

The Commissioners being divided pa opinion. Her Majesty’s Government have 
not based their decision on the enquiry or report of the Commission, nor have 
they assumed that the result of the enquiry has been to prove the truth of the 
imputations ag&iust His Higtanoss, 

Having regard, however, to ail the circumstances relating to the affairs 
of Baroda from the accession of His Highness Mulhar Rao, Gaekwar, to the present 
time, his notorious misconduct, his gross misgovemment of the State, and hts 
evident incapacity to carry into effect the necessary reforms; having also consi¬ 
dered the opinion of the Government of India that it would be detrimental to the 
interests of the people of Baroda and inconsistent with the maintenance of the 
relations which ought to subsist between the British Government and the Baroda 
State, that His Highness should be restored to power, Her Majesty’s Government 
have decided that His Highness Mulhar Rao, Gaekwar, shall be deposed from the 
sovereignty of Baroda, and that he and his issue Bhall bo hereafter precluded from 
all rights, honours, and privileges thereto appertaining. 

Accordingly Tlis Excellency the Viceroy and Governor-General in Council 
hereby declares that His Highness Mulhar Rao, Gaekwar, is deposed from the 
sovereignty of the Baroda State, and that he and his issue are precluded from all 
lights honours, and privileges thereto appertaining. 

Mulhar Rao will bo permitted to select some place in British India, which may 
bo approved bv the Government of India, where he and his family shall reside with 
a suitable establishment and allowances to be provided from the revenues of the 
Baroda State, 

Her Most Gracious Majesty the Queen , in re-establishing a Native Administra¬ 
tion in the Baroda State, being desirous to mark her sense of the loyal services oi 
His Highness Khundec Rao, Gaekwar, in 1887, has been pleased to accede to the 
request of his widow, Her Highness Jumniiboee, that, she may he allowed to adopt 
Some member of the Gaekwar house, whom the Government of India may select 
as the most suitable person upon whom to confer the sovereignty of the Baroda 
State. 

The necessary stepB will accordingly be immediately taken to carry into effect 
Her Majesty’s commands. In the meantime, with the consent of Hia Highness 
the Maharaja pf Indore, Sir Madava Kao, K.O.S.I., will at once proceed to Baroda, 
and conduct the administration of the State as Prime Minister, under instructions 
which ho will receive from the Governor-Genera l’n Agent and Special Commissioner 
at Baroda* 
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In conferring the sovereignty of the Baroda (State, no alteration will bo made 
in the Treaty engagements which exist between the British Government and the 
Gaekw&rg of liaroda, and the new Gaekwsr will enjoy all the privileges and ad¬ 
vantages which were convoyed to the Gaokwar of Baroda in the Sun iiud of Earl 
Canning, dated the Hth of March

But the result of your 
later conversations* is that my field has been very much narrowed- l gather from 
those conversations that the Government of Bombay insist on Baroda adopting 
the Bengal system of monopoly You have pressed for an immediate declaration 
of the intentions of His Highncafe’s Government. 

3. Though His Highness Government still continue of opinion that less drastic 
measures tlian the one just mentioned are fairly available, mid ought to be tried,

4, By the £t Bengal system JI the Baroda Administration means— 

(I) The permission of cultivation of the poppy by license only, 

(%) The purchase by the State of the juice of the whole of the poppy cron 
so sown. 

(3) The preparation by State agency of the poppy juice into marketable 
opium- 
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(£) The sale of the opium bo prepared to (a) consumers within the Baroda 
torntory under the retail sale monopoly, and {£) merchants for ex 
port, it being umlomtoad that the State will convey ail the opium 
far export to the scales at Ahuiedabad, and that it will pay the 
British duty there ; but that the State is at liberty to make contracts 
of ml® of the opium before the opium is taken to the scales, on condi¬ 
tion that the delivery shall not he made by the State to merchant® 
until after the British duty lias been paid at the scales. 

Ph It is understood that the Baroda Government will exercise its own discre¬ 
tion, arid in any way that may appear to it most advisable in regard to minor 
details, such as making advances to the cultivators, testing the poppy juice, 
manufacturing and packing the opium, etc., and that in these matters the Baroda 
State is not necessarily bound to follow the procedure adopted by the British 
Government in Bengal. 

ft. I further agree that the cultivation of the poppy should be limited to the 
supply of the “ licit demand ”, 

7. By the “ licit demand" the Baroda Ad m mist ration means the demand 
for Bared a-grown opium for consumption within the Baroda territories 3 and also 
tho demand, as determined by His Highness Government, for export to the scales 
at Ahmed a bad. The Baroda State will accordingly regulate the area of land, 
from time to time, for poppy cultivation. 

8. The Baroda Administration will adopt the system above described so as 
tp bring the next poppy crop under it. The requisite preparations will be begun 
at once. 

9. In order that I may bo in a position to form the beat practicable scheme, 
utd to frame proper rules, I intend shortly to proceed to the Kan Division (to 
which alone the cultivation of the poppy is in future to be restricted). 

10. You have urged upon us the great desirability of the Sirkar buying up the 
poppy juice which is at this moment being gathered. I am bound to state that 
oi re u instances render this not passible. To compel the ryots without any prmwvs 
notice to sell their produce to the Hirkar exclusively, and at rates fixed by the 
Sirkar, would not be just. It would cause a great outcry on their part. Again, 
various contracts, no doubt, exist between tho ryots and merchants relative to the 
delivery of tho produce. Bucli contracts and transactions connected therewith 
would be suddenly interfered with, causing no little hardship and complaint. Such 
contracts and transactions may have their ramifications extending to important 
interests in the city of Bombay ; and these could not he suddenly and seriously 
disturbed. Again, part of the produce has been already gathered, and part of 
what bus been gathered has, doubtless, passed out of the growers’hands. To 
ranch all the produce, In these circumstances, would necessitate very inquisitorial 
and vexatious processes which would he opposed or evaded by various expedients 
all calculated to create much distress find discontent. Apart from all this* it would 
be impossible to suddenly organize a sufficient agency to buy up the produce. 
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Arrangements could not be instantly made for weighing in of the produce from 
ho many individuals, and for payment according to the quality ami consistent 
as well as the quantity of the stuff* We have no buildings ready and not even 
the requisite vessels, to place or prepare the produce in, We have neither men 
ready, nor appliances, nor the requisite knowledge for the proper superhiteiuleuoc 
of the preparation of the produce for the market. In short, it would not, I must 
respectfully submit, he possible to undertake a vast and detailed operation of the 
sort without the least previous preparation, I have personally explained these 
manifold and grave difficulties, and will, therefore, say no more here on the subject. 

11, Wo are however alive to the necessity of adopting, meanwhile, such 
measures as are practicable in view to prevent smuggling and to bring the stock 
of opium and poppy juice now in the country under control I will here generally 
indicate the character of these measures, 

12; We have already prohibited the cultivation of the poppy in Petlad and 
Amrolt, where it has hitherto been grown, so that in future there w ill bo no culti¬ 
vation of the poppy in the Baroda territory except in the Knri (or Northern) Divi¬ 
sion* This prohibition will be declared in a formal notification, to be issued at 
once, laying down penalties, etc,, for infractions thereof, 

13, A notification, which will remain in force until the State actually com¬ 
mences its monopoly, will also be issued prohibiting the export of opium from any 
part, of the Baroda territory except to the scales at Ahmedabad, Steps will also 
be taken t»> register flic opium and poppy juice now in stock m the Kari Division 
as well as, if any, in Anatoli and Petlad ; and to prevent its removal without the 
cognizance of Birkar officers. To avoid loss to owners which would arise from 
suddenly making the possession of opium illegal, time will bo given (probably not 
further than the 30th September next) to enable them to dispose of the stock of 
opium by taking it to the scales at Ahmed&bad, so as to enable the Administration 
to start the monopolies of opium cultivation and retail sale, clear of any stock in 
the handi? of private individuals, 

H. There will be no difficulty in owners of opium m the Kari Division taking 
it to the scales. But the rules proposed by the Government of Bombay under 
Act I of 1878 do not seem to contemplate the export to the scales at Ahmedabad 
of opium from Petlad and Anvrell Bhould it be found necessary to do m t I beg 
that Government will, as a temporarily necessary measure, afford facilities to 
owners, if any, in those districts, to take their stock to Ahmedabad before the date 
fixed. 

15. In the Kari Division if any poppy juice remain in the hands of ryots and 
others, after the expiration of the time given, it will be bought up by the Sirkar. 

16. With regard to the juice remaining with the cultivators and others in Petlad 
and Amreli, orders are being issued to buy it up for the Sirkar. The juice so 
bought will he converted by the Sirkar into opium, which will bo disposed of either 
by being sent to the scales at Ahmedabad as if it was Sirkar monopoly opium, or 
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by being issued for retail Halo id these territories under the retail Bale system. If 
it will have to be sent to the scales, nr moved from one part of the Baroda territory 
to another* between which British or other foreign territory intervenes, the British 
Government will, I trust, give the necessary facilities for its removal. 

17. Thus, it will be seen that, although it. ia impracticable to buy up the pro¬ 
duce of the existing crop in the Kari Division, it will be brought under -effective 
control, together with the existing stock of opium in that division and other Bated a 
districts. The juice in other parts of the Baroda territory than the Kari Division 
will be immediately bought up ; and measures will be adopted at the same time 
to prevent opium or poppy juice being exported from any part of the Baroda 
territory, except opium, to the scales at Ahmedabad, in other words, to prevent 
smuggling. 

18. In adopting the measures I have indicated, we shall take m our guide, as 
far as necessary to the objects In view. Act I of 1878, and the rules adopted by the 
British Government itself in its own territory under that Act. 

[9. With regard to retail sale of Opium for consumption in His Highness’s 
territory, the privilege of such sale is, at present, farmed out- in the Nowsnri, the 
Baroda, and the Amreli Divisions. But. there arc no complete rules on the subject* 
uor proper penalties, though offences against the farmer 1 ? privilege, as far as can be 
ascertained from former practice, arc punished. 

20. We shall now introduce a complete Sirkar monopoly of retail sale through¬ 
out the Baroda territory analogous to that prevailing in British provinces, the 
retail sale prices being assimilated. In/the above-mentioned three divisions the 
farms fall in on the 31st July next. We shall take every measure to introduce in 
those divisions the new monopoly system from the 1st August next. 

21. The retail sale of opium in the Kari Division is at present unrestricted, 
there being no farm in that division. It will not be practicable to introduce State 
monopoly in that division before the expiry of the time given to holders of opium 
stock to dispose of their opium* say* till the 1st October next. We contemplate, 
therefore, to introduce the measure there hereafter. 

22. It is* of course, understood that no British duty will be charged on opium 
imported by the Baroda State from foreign territory for consumption in the Baroda 
territory. 

23. It may be necessary for the Baroda State to Indent upon the neighbouring 
Collectors, or other British officers in charge of opium depots, for opium required 
for retail sale in Baroda territory. It U understood that such opium will be 
supplied at cost price without any duty or profit being charged to the Baroda 
State, 

24. I hope that you will see reason to recognize in the arrangements thus pro¬ 
posed every anxiety on the part of His Highness's Government to meet the wishes 
of the British Government in the interests n£ its opium revenue, and at the same 
tizno to obviate loss or injury to the Interests of this State as far us possible.

Whereas* by Article 8 of the Supplemental Treaty between the British Govern¬ 
ment and the Baroda Darbar of the 6|h November 1817, it wan agreed that His 
Highness the Gaekwat of B&roda should maintain and hold at the disposal of the 
Hon’Me Company, to act with the subsidiary force wherever it may be employed 
and to be subject to the general command of the Officer Commanding tho British 
Troops, a body of 3,000 effective cavalry to be supported exclusively at the expense 
of His Highness the Gaekwar ; also that His Highness would conform to the advice 
and suggestions of the British Government relative to the formation and equip¬ 
ment of the contingent of horse, its regular monthly payment, and the condition 
of its arms and accoutrements according to tho customs of the Gaekwar Govern¬ 
ment 

And whereas His Highness Kkunde Kao Gae.kwar Sena Khas Kite! Shumaker 
Bahadur, in a letter, dated 17th June 1858, to the address of Sir R, C. Shnkespear, 
then Resident at Baroda. agroeil that {E when the contingent horse are not required 
to go with tho subsidiary force on service, then in the same way as at present they 
do duty iu the Tributary Mahals in G use rat and Kathiawar, they shall continue 
doing duty in the Tributary Mahals as the British Government may require 

And whereas it is now considered advisable that the duties heretofore performed 
by the contingent of 3,000 horse in the Tributary Mahals, should be in future 
performed by a body of mounted and foot police, entirely under the control and 
management of the British Government, 

The following Articles arc therefore agreed upon 

1, In consideration of m annual pay incut by the Baroda State of h sum of 
31 lakhs of rupees, the British Govern,tnont release tho Baroda State from its obliga¬ 
tion to maintain the contingent of 3,000 house on the terms, and lor tho purposes, 
cited above. 

The cessation of these obligations to have effect from such date as may here¬ 
after be fixed by the British Government. 

4 2. The animal payment stipulated under Article 1 shall be adjusted by deduc¬ 
tion of tho sum stated from tho tribute collected by the British Government or 
behalf of His 1 Ugliness the Gae.kwar in the States known as the Tributary Mahab, 
if the amount of the tribute thus collected m any one year frills short of the sum 
to be deducted, the Baroda State will make up the difference, 

3. In view to the formation of tho police force which will be required to perform 
the duties of the Baroda Contingent, the British Government will enlist a number 
of the men now belonging to the said contingent, not less than four hundred, pro¬ 
vided that such a number of men be found in every way fit for the sendee. If the 
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Baroda State desires more than four hunted men to be enlisted, the British Govern- 
■ m«n t will make no objection upon the condition of fitness already stated. 

4. The Baroda State will give, with the men enlisted on the above conditions, 
free of charge, a horse for each man enlisted, such horses feeing selected from those 
belonging to the Baroda State now in the said contingent by British officers 
appointed for the purpose. Should suitable horses not be available from among 
those of the contingent belonging to the Bared* State, the State will, at its own 
cost, furnish horses to be approved by the British officers aforesaid, 

5. The Baroda State will give to the British Government free of charge ail 
barracks, pagahs, lines or buildings, the property of the State, now existing m the 
cantonments of the contingent in the Tributary Mahals, Gnzerat, and Kathiawar. 
Such of the buildings in these cantonments as are the property of Pagahdars ol the 
contingent shall be purchased from them by the British Government, and, in future, 
no person, except such as are enlisted in the new police force, shall lie permitted 
to reside im tkeso buildings. 

6. Tim lomtmgent of tt,000 homr? will be disbanded; knd the Baroda State 
hereby undertakes to carry out, the measures necessary for its dissolution with doe 
consideration for the interests and reasonable expectation of those who are now 
connected with the existing organisation of the contingent.

J. With reference to previous correspondence it is nettled that the minimum 
Selling price of opium in British districts in Guiserafc, His Highness's territory and 
adjacent Native States, shall, he Rupees 1-1 per ib. (of 10 tolas) in advance of the 
rate fixed by the British Government for the issue of opium from Government 
depots — i.e., opium shall not be retailed In any portion of the said territories at a 
rate lower than Rupees I -I in advance of the issue rate for the time Being in force. 

2. This arrangement to he tentative for two years from 1st August 1887. 

Abkari. 

3. The still-head duty rates in force in the portion of the Nan sari Division 
in which the Central Distillery system prevails to he increased to the rates obtaining 
at present in the adjacent British Talukas. 

4. With regard to the abkari arrangements for the Mahals of Songhntl and 
Vyara and the Beta Mahal of Vaknl, T-Ils Highness’s Government will study the 
avstem now prevalent in the neighbouring British Mahal of Nownpnru and Tain ha 
of Pempalner, and if Tound suitable and unobjectionable will introduce it experi¬ 
mentally ia the said mahala of Bongbad and Vyttra and the Feta Mahal of Vaknl 
from Tat August 1887. 

5. His Highness’s Government, proposes to introduce the Central Distillery 
system in the Baroda Division from the 1st August 1887 generally on the same 
principles as in the Naosari Division, provided a corresponding system is introduced 
in the contiguous British Districts and other Native States. 

fi. For the further protection of the abkari revenues of both Governments. it is 
considered desirable to retire, as far as possible, the liquor shops of either Govern¬ 
ment to a distance of at least two miles from the frontier. It may however be 
necessary to make exceptions to this rule — e.y., liquor shops must he allowed in 
Naosari, although situated within two miles of the British frontier. In caws in 
which the rale about retirement of shops to a distance of two miles from the frontier 
may be found to cause inconvenience to a large number of the population, by cutting 
oft their liquor supply, ft may be necessary to allow a shop either in British or 
Gaekwadi territory, within the.two miles limit, to supply the surrounding British 
and Gaekwadi villages with liquor, that is to say, a tiquor shop in a Gaekwadi 
village might be allowed to supply liquor to neighbouring British villages while 
another shop in a British village might be allowed to supply adjacent. Gaekwadi 
villages--the choice of all such shops being so made as to balance the loss and 
gain to either Government. At all shops, British or Gaekwadi, allowed within 
the two miles belt, liquor shall be sold of the same strengt hs and at prices not lower 
than the minimum prices to he settled by mutual consent. 
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7. In the case o£ isolated Gaekwadi villages surrounded by British territory 
and vine verm, it would be desirable to arrange that each such village should be 
supplied with liquor from the nearest distillery, whether in Gaekwadi or British 
territory, the duty levied thereon being payable to the Government to which the 
village belongs. If, however, the Government to w hich sueh village belongs wishes 
to supply it with liquor from its own distillery, it i» at liberty to do so, but in that 
case a minimum selling price will he fixed for the village by mutual consent. 

8. To carry out the foregoing arrangement {vide paragraphs 6 and 7) special 
officers appointed by their respective Governments should meet at an early date 
and submit to their respective Governments their respective proposals with regard 
to each village and shop affected, together with a map of the territory concerned, 
and the matter should finally be decided at a personal conference between the 
British Commissioner of Abk&ri and the Dowan. 

9. His Highness’s Government reserve for further consideration the question 
of tho levy of a tree tax on toddy-producing trees growing in His Highness s 

territory . ... .. 

1(1. The object of the British Government being the protection of its own AWeari 
revenue, it will suffice for ail practical purposes if the arrangements above set 
forth, as regards a belt of two miles, and aa regards isolated villages, are satisfac¬ 
torily carried out. As to the interior parts of the Baroda territory beyond the 
belt of two miles, and the isolated villages, His Highness’s Government is free to 
make its own arrangements for its abkari administration. 

11. The abovo arrangements having been settled in deference to the wishes 
of the British authorities and for the protection of British revenue, it is to he under¬ 
stood that they are subject to revision by mutual consent, should circumstances 
render such a course expedient in future,

The manufacture of salt in the Kathiawar possessions of the Baroda Govern¬

Tim Government of Baroda will not permit, any salt to be, exported from its 
possessions in Kathiawar to any foreign port outside of India, unless the vessel 
containing it is bound di rod' for that port* 


Article 7* 

No vessel bound from the possessions of Clio Government of Baroda in Knllim- 
war to any port situated in British India, or a Native Indian State pi un} foreign 
European settlement in India, will be permitted to carry salt m sole cargo or *s 
part of its cargo. 

Article 8. 

The Government of Baroda will bind the owner or captain of any vessel con-* 
taining salt for exportation from its possessions in Kathiawar to any foreign port 
outside oi India, not to touch on the voyage at any port in British India or a 
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Native Indium State or a foreign European settlement in India, unless driven to 
it by stress of weather in which case he shall be bound to give the earliest intima¬ 
tion of arrival to any British or Native officer residing at the port, and not to 
land any part 6l tie salt contained in the vessel at such port.

interest shall accrue at the same rate as in tlie case of tribute due from the Mama 
State to Baroda. Tin* payment of Rs 4 8,500 per annum with any interest that 
may m accrue shall be under the guarantee of the British Government, 

2 . In consideration of the said annual payment all rights and interests of the

3. The Company shall he subject in all respects, with reference to the Meheaiia 
Railways, to the same control by the Hallway Board as they are with regard to 
a,11 other Railways worked by them, 

4. (a) The Mchaana Railways, including lines, stations, station buildings, 
sidings, furniture, weighing machines, dwellings for staff, fevel-croesingti, signals, 
signal lamps, cash safes, station sheets, engine and repairing sheds with their 
requisite machinery, provision for water supply and all other necessary appliances 
for working the Railways, shall be provided by, or at the cost of, His Highness* 
Government and such alterations and additions thereto, as may from time to 
time be found necessary, shall be carried out by, or at the cost of, His Highness 5

ment being deposited in. advance on the application of the Company. 

(6) 111 additions and alterations of works within, the Company’s premises, as 
may be necessary at Wfehsaua, Ytramgam and Knlol Junctions, in consequence 
of the connexion of the Mehsana Railways with the Bombay, Rarocla and Central 
India Railway, shall be carried out by the Company as follows :—

It being understood that His Highness’ Government acquires no right of pro¬ 
perty within the Company's premises, except that in case of the termination of 
the Agreement, His Highness 1 Government shall be at liberty to rctuovca.il 
materials of permanent -way, etc., supplied by it aud shall receive for structures 
put up at its cost, so much m they may be worth at the time to the Company. 

(c) The Company shall give, without any charge, the fmt- use of ail the exist- 
vtuj station buildings and oilices, staff quarters, station machinery and furniture 
at Yiramgam, Kalol and Mehsana Junction stations. 
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5. The Company shall save as aforesaid have the entire control o£ tlie train 
and traffic arrangements of the Mehsana Railways during the continuance of this 
Agreement.

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(b) In the absence of any special agreement between His Highness Govern 
ment and the Company, tlie fares and rates for coaching, goods and miscellaneous 
traffic and the classification of goods on the Meluan* Hallways shall, as far as 
may bo, conform to those ganomlly in force on the B., B. & C. I. Bail way {Metre 
gauge).

17. His Highness’ Government shall hold the Company harmless and indemni¬ 
fied from and against all losses, suits, damages, cost, charges, expenses, claims 
and demands whatsoever (including all legal costs and charges incurred by the 
Company) to which the Company may become subject or liable whether jointly 
with His Highness’ Government or any other person or persons or alone for or m 
respect of any damage due or alleged to be due to any insufficiency or alleged m 
sufficiency or the location of any bridges, culverts, waterways or other works 
constructed on the Mohsana Railways, or for or in respect of the interference or 
alleged interference with the natural drainage of the country by the construction 
of the Melisana Railways, or for or in respect of any accidents caused or alleged 
to be miused by faulty design or by defective construction of ways and works or 
to the use of inferior materials employed in the construction of ways and works 
of any of them.

Deed executed by the Baroda State ceding to the British Government full 
criminal jurisdiction on that portion of the Okhamandal Railway which 
lies within the Baroda State,— 1922, 

I hereby cede on behalf of the Baroda State to tho Government of India, all 
the criminal jurisdiction possessed by the Baroda State in tho lands in the Okha- 
mandal Division, which have been occupied by the Railway from Kurnnga to 
Adatra known as the Okhainandal Railway, the aforesaid criminal jurisdiction 
being exercised by the Government of India so long m the aforesaid lands may be 
occupied by that Railway ami being restored to tho Baroda State when the lands 
are no longer needed for the Railway, 

It is to ba understood that the authorities exercising the jurisdiction coded as 
aforesaid, will liberally afford to tho servants of the Baroda State, all reasonable 
and practicable facilities in view to the prevention of crimes, the apprehension 
of criminals, the seizure of stolen property and in view' generally to tho main¬ 
tenance and promotion of peace and order. 

I hereby further agree that on behalf of the Baroda State, that all suits of a 
civil nature brought against the said Kuranga Adatra Railway respecting the loss 
of, or damage to, goods or injury to person within the land in Baroda territory 
occupied by the said Railway shall be heard and decided in due comae in the 
Kathiawar Political Agency Courts, 
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Provided always that in such suite the Railway Manager shall represent the 
Railway and not the Barn da Htate ; and that any decrees that may be passed 
a hall be executed against the Railway property and not against the State, 

Provided also that all other civil jurisdictions within the limits of that portion 
of the Railway, which passes through Raroda territory shall he exercised by the 
State. 

Provided further that nothing in the foregoing shall prevent the Raroda State 
bringing to notice through the Kemdeney with a view to amicable settlement,

Whereas certain lands situate in the villages specified in the Schedule to the 
Gaikwar of Raroda Ceded Lands Laws Act, 1862 (Bombay Act I of 1802), and 
formerly included within the territories of His Highness the Maharaja Gaik war 
of Baroda were ceded by His Highness the Maharaja Gaik war of Baroda to the 
Govern or-General in Council on behalf of Her Majesty the Queen Empress of India, 
her heirs and successors according to law, in full sovereignty for the construction 
of the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway and now arc part of British 
India; 

And whereas the Governor-General in Council has, subject to the conditions 
hereinafter sob forth, determined upon the retrocession of the said lands to His 
Highness the Maharaja Gaik war of Baroda, his heirs and successors according 
to law, v with such effect that the said lands shall cease to be part of British India 
and shall become a part of the territories of His Highness the Maharaja Gaikwar 
of Batoda^ 

Now it is hereby witnessed that— 

L The Governor-General in Council doth hereby retrocede the said lands to 
His Highness the Maharaja Gaikwar of Baroda and the said lands are hereby 
excluded from British India and are included in tha territories of His Highness the 
Maharaja Gaikwar of Baroda: 
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Provided always that for so long as the said lands or any of them are required 
for any purpose of the said Railway, of which fact the Governor-General in Council 
shall be the sole judge, full and exclusive power and jurisdiction of every kind 
over the said lands shall continue to vest in the Governor-General in Council, 
anything hereinbefore mentioned notwithstanding, and shall lie exercised by the 
Govcmordreneral in Council in accordance with the powers vested in him under 
the Indian (Foreign Jurisdiction) Order in Council, lj?02, and all other powers 
enabling him in this behalf * 

2 His Highness the Maharaja Gaikwar of BatoUa doth hereby for himself, 
his heirs and successors according to law, promise and agree that be and they 
will accept the retrocession of the said lands and their inclusion in the territories 
of the Btatc of Raroda subject to the conditions hereinbefore set forth.

Substance of a Draft of an Agreement proposed to the Feishwa’s Govern 
mcnt- by Mr. Elpitinstone on the 15th March 1815. 

It was formerly customary far the tribute of Kattywar and Mahoe Kanta to 
bo collected by the Peishwa and the Guikwsr by sending forces into the piovinec. 
This method was found inconvenient, because the expense of the armament was 
a deduction from the tribute, and also because the Nat tees, being kept in a state 
of constant hostility by this system, continually retaliated by incursions info the 
parts of Guzerafc belonging to the Mahratta State. To remove those evils, the 
Guikwar (being at that time Sirsoobohdar of AJimodabad) resolved, on his own 
part and that of the Pmhwa, to effect a permanent settlement by which the pres¬ 
ence of troops should be no longer necessary. The British Government also 
resolved to concur in effecting this settlement, as well with a view to support 
its allies, the Peishwa and the Giukwar, as to secure its own dominions in Guzemt 
from the irregularities produced by the former state of things m Kattywar. Ac* 
cordiugly, in the year 1807, Sumwut 1863, a force of the Honourable Com¬ 
pany^, with a body of horse of the Guikwar’s, was sent into Kattywar, and 
engagements were concluded with the Chiefs of that country by the Gulkwar’s 
ministers, under the guarantee of the Honourable Company, the good effects of 
which ha ve ever since been felt, Similar arrangements were afterwards made on 
the same principles in Mahee Kanta. His Highness the Feiahwa having since 
resumed the farm of Ahmedabad from the Guikwar, it becomes necessary to draw 
up a memorandum of the course to be hereafter pursued. 

Article 1, 

The Honourable East India Company, having taken security for the payment 
of the tribute during the first ten years, engages, in case of failure by the Chiefs, 
to procure the payment of the tribute to His Highness the Peishwu from their 
securities until the end of the ten years, the Peishwa engaging to abstain from 
all interference with the Chiefs, and promising scrupulously to respect the engage¬ 
ments guaranteed by the Honourable Company. 

Article 2. 

The Chiefs ahull send their vakeels to Ahmedabad to pay the Pcishwa's share 
of the tribute, but no other claim of any description shall be advanced by the 
SirsoobeMiw, nor any authority exercised by him over the Chiefs or their ryots. 

Article 3* 

If it shall appear that there are any posts or forts belonging to His Highness 
line Peiflbwa in the Kattywar and M&kee Kanta, those shall be made over to His 
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Elighnesa, but His Highness shall maintain no garrisons in them which are not 
absolutely necessary for their ordinary defence, and shall not permit the garrisons 
to interfere with tho people of the surrounding country. 

Article 4, 

The Poishwa’si tribute shall be paid at Ahmedabad, agreeably to the ten years 
settlement, arid if the payment m interrupted, the British Government will pro¬ 
cure its completion, and His Highness shall not, within the said ten years, inter¬ 
fere in the smallest particular with tho Chiefs If, after the expiration of that 
period, any Chief withhold his tribute, the British Government is no longer to be 
considered answerable for it, but it will concur with the Peiahwa and the Guikwar 
in endeavouring to procure security for the tribute as before, so that it may be 
collected without expense. In the event of failure (in procuring security), the 
Guikwar and the Pekhwa shall not in concert, for the recovery of their tribute, 
and shall share the expense incurred in that operation ; but as the British Govern 
meat and the Guikwar would suffer from any disorders in Kattywar no hm than 
the Peishwa, His Highness is to levy the tribute at present fixed, anti to make 
no additional demand ; he is to send no troops into the country m long as that 
tribute is faith fully discharged, and ia to respect the ancient rights of the Boomeeas 
as stated in the separate engagements. 

Article 5, 

Any representations which tho British Resident at Bare da may make with a 
view to tho preservation of the tranquillity of Ratty war and to the maintenance 
of the engagements made to the Chiefs, are to be attended to by the Siraoobehdar,

Substance of a Draft of an Agreement proposed by the Peishwa’s Govern¬ 
ment on the 5th of April, to be substituted for that presented by Mb, 
Elfhinstone. 

An annual tribute ia due from the Roomeea aemiudara of Kattywar to the 
Sircar and the Guile war, to collect which the armies of both used annually to go 
into Kattywar and MaJieo Kanta, in consequence of which, when Bhugwuut Run 
Guikwar was (Siraoobehdar of Ahmedabad, ho detached the army of the Sircar 
alonu with that of the Guikwar into Kattywar and Mahee Kanta, at which time 
{in the Arabic year 1207) the Roomoeus represented to both, through the Honour¬ 
able East India Company, that annual expeditions of the Sircar’s force and that 
of the Guikwar Into Kattywar and Midiee Kanta, for tho purpose of collecting 
the tribute, was an occasion of permanent distress to the Boomecas, and that they 
awere therefore ready to outer into engagements for the regular payment of their 
annual tribute during ten years, after the expiration of which period another 
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settlement, should be made, without their being exposed to the distresses of a 
military incursion. On this representation the Sircar’s Officer in charge of Ahmed*- 
bad and the Guikwar considered that the collection of the tribute from hattywar 
and Maheo Eanfca required an annua! movement of the troops of both, whereby 
an expense was incurred for the pay of troops ; and, moreover, that the countries 
of both in the province of (fuserat suffered from the depredations of the Boomeeas, 
by which the cultivation of the country was obstructed, and they considered that, 
by entering into agreements with the Boomeeas, the tribute would, be paid with¬ 
out the employment of troops, and the Boomeeas would he prevented disturb- 
ine the territories of the Birear and the Guikwar, and the lands assigned to ihe 
pay of the Honourable Company’s battalions. In consideration ol these cmmrn- 
stsinces they granted written hums to the Boomeeas for ten years (taking the 
security of the Honourable English Company for the payment of the revenue 
during that period), and accepted of written engagements on the part of the 
IJocmeoas. 

\t the expiration of tho last Arabic year 12H, seven years of the period engaged 
for had expired, and during those seven years the tribute was regularly paid, 
according to the agreement, to the Soobelidar of Ahmedabhd and the Guikwar, 
through the British Government, without the necessity of sending troops, n 
tho present year the Sircar has removed Bhugwunt R»p Guikwar from the . oohth 
of Ahinodnhnd, add has appointed rriinhuckjec DaingUa to the office; hut as 
three years of the period fixed by tho engagements contracted by the hircsrs 
Officer and tho Guikwar are still unexpired, and as Mr. Klphmstonc, the I ntmh 
Resident, represents that the engagements ought to lie fulfilled by the Socar, the 
following memorandum has been drawn up for the settlement of the remaining 
three years of the period to which the engagements extend. 

Article I. 

Bhugwunt Kao Guikwar, the late farmer of tho talooka cf Ahincdabad, is to 
deliver to the Government the original papers containing the engagements of the 
Booineeiis, which he received through the British when lie granted written terms 
to the Boomeeas, and lie is to account for any money which he may have collected 
as Untuat (secret bribes). Durbar Kherch (avowed gratifications), and the like, 
over and above tho sums fixed by the engagements ; the Boomeea zemindars are 
to come to Abmedaliad, and to remain in adherence (Roudjooa) to the officer of 
the Bircar, and during the three years that the engagements are to remain in force, 
they are to pay, under the security of the English, the money agreed for m the 
engagements entered into with tho zemindars; and, moreover, t hey are to pay 
under the security of the English, the Untust and Durbar Kherch (bribes and 
gratifications) which they may have been in the habit of paying over and above 
the money fixed by tho engagements. 

Article 2. 

Agents on the part of the Boomeeas are to he permanently stationed with 
the dir car’s officer at Ahroedabad, and to pay the money engaged for, together 
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with the Uufcuflt and Durbar Kticreh, etc.* annually Into the treasury at Ahmeda* 
bad, and to take receipts for the amount. Beyond that they arc not to be molested. 
They arc to conform to the pleasure of the Shear. 


Article 3. 

Whatever forts the Sircar may possess in Ratty war and Hahee Kant a are to 
be given up to it with their stores, and garrisons are to remain in them on the 
Sircar's part for their defence ; but the garrisons arc not to oppress the ryots, and 
the Boomecas are iaot to conduct themselves improperly towards the Kiliehtlai. 

Article 4, 

It hart been, requested that the ancient practice of the Boomeeas* us stated in 
the separate engagements, may be adhered to ; accordingly, the ancient practice 
shall bo enquired irtfcp* and after that is ascertained, orders will be given accord-■* 
ingly. 

Article 5, 

Whenever disputes occur among the Boomeca zemindars of K a tty war and 
Mahoe Kanta, in consideration of the security entered into by the British Gov¬ 
ernment for the payment of the tribute, the British Resident at Bared a shall 
carry the Roomeeas to the Sircar’a Officer at Ahmeds, bad and represent their 
differences, and shall act in such manner as may appear to them both most for 
the advantage of the Sircar.

A survey aic4 settlement of lands and settlement of other rights belonging to 
Bhayady and Mootgi^artaiaa will he made by the Durbars by means of their own 
officers. To ensure uniformity and greater skill in decision, a General Superin. 
tendent of these surveys will be appointed and paid for by the Durbars* The 
survey and sottlement will -be proceeded with and completed with all possible 
despatch. Quarterly progress reports will be submitted to the Rajastb&nik Babliu, 
by whom they will bo forwarded to government through the Political Agent* 

2 As a record of the survey and s^nlmnent in each State, a Register shall 
be prepared in triplicate, subject to the arrangements hereinafter described* One 
copy will be preserved in the records of the Sttate concerned, cine copy will be 
recorded by the Rajasthanik Sabka, and om copy be placed in the Agency 
records. The Durbars will furnish to the Bhayad or Moolgiraasia concerned a

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8. ’Bio Political Agent is at liberty to refer for the opinion, with or without a 
hearing, of the District .fudge, ICathiawar, either the whole case or any point in 
a case which in his opinion requires judicial investigation. 

7. In estates which follow the rule of primogeniture, disputes between the 
Bhayats or Mulgiraeaias on the one hand and Harbors on the other wiil be heard 
under these rules, while, in those estates which do not follow the rule of primogeni¬ 
ture the claims of Mulgirsasias only will be heard under these rules as against 
die shareholder j 

8. These rules do not apply to disputes between shareholders itiier tte in co¬ 
mpared estates. Nor do they apply to disputes between a Bhayat or Mulgirassia ion 
the one part and a Bhayat or Mulgirassia or other person on the other part, which 
shall he disposed of by the Civil Courts, providod always that these rules shall 
apply to any case in which the claimant establishes to the satisfaction of the Court, 
that the Talukdar or one of his principal officers has a substantia! interest in the 
ease, whether immediate or contingent. 

9. The claims of persons (not being Bhayats) holding or claiming to hold rights 
on account of % Chalcariat " (in consideration of service to ho rendered), on account 
of Inam (in consideration of past service or under grant or gift), on account of 
Dharmada (under a grant for religious purposes) and on other personal tenures, 
which in the judgment of the Court are similar to those set forth in this rule 
shall not he heard under these rules, hut. shall be heard by and disposed of by the 
Civil Courts, nor eliall those rules apply to mortageea, sub-tenants or assignees 
of Bhayats or Mulgirassiae* whose claims shall be heard and disposed of by the 
Civil Courts, but not so as to affect any claims cognizable under these rules. 

10. The onus of proving that a plaintiff te a Bhayat or Miilgirassia shall rest 
on the claimant. 

Procedure. 

11. Glras Cases will be hoard and disposed of in the following manner - 

A survey of the holdings of the Bhayats and rWulgirassias shall be made by 
the Executive Engineer, Western India States Agency, at the cost of the parties 
and under the Rajasthani k Court Survey Buies and a map thereof shall be sent 
to the Political Agent concerned. 

(a) Where there is no dispute as to areas, the Political Agent shall summon 
the parties and satisfy himself that they understand and agree to the map, a copy 
of which shall then be supplied to each of them, and a third copy shall be filed in 
the Agency Records together with a register of the lands, a remark being entered 
in the map in the handwriting and under the signature of the Political Agent 
t hut the wirt tea have appeared and accepted the map and register. 

(b) Where there is a dispute regarding land, the Executive Engineer, Western 
India States Agency, shad forward with the map of the ilieput.od land the field- 
books and all necessary information to the Political Agent concerned (furnishing 
each party on application with a copy thereof), who shall then coll upon the Bhayat 
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ot Mulgiratein to file a statement of his chum. Should the matter in dispute he 
within the civil jurisdiction of the Talukdar, the case shall he forwarded to the 
Talukdar for disposal, subject to appeal to the Agency, in other cases the Poli- 
tiottl Agent shall proceed to dispose of the suit on the original side. 

12. In regard to claims other than laud the Political Agent shall call Upon each 
side to submit a statement of their rights and shall compile therefrom a link 
Patritk, which shall be forwarded to the Durbar with a view to the latter offering 
the Mulgtrassia or Bliayat, a settlement. Should the settlement not he accepted, 
the Court will proceed. 'to hea r the parties and to puss an award on each item of 
the llctk Pntmk. 

13. The Political Agent may reject any petition or require it to he amended 
when on the face of it it appears that the. claim is not within the Court s jurisdic¬ 
tion oil is contrary to these rules. 

14. ff a Bhayat or Mulgtrassia is dissatisfied wjth the settlement of a land 
case or other rights recorded in the Hah. Pttirak by the 1 a!sirdar, he may appeal 
to the Political Agent within a period of 90 days from the date of the award of 
offer of settlement of the Talukdar, and the Political Agent shall then proceed to 
inquire into and settle the dispute as hereinafter provided. 

15. .Should the President and the Assessors be unanimous in deciding the cases 
referred to in Buies 11, 12 and 14, the former shall record a decision with the 
reasons on which it is based and it shall then have the force of an award. 

lfi, Should the President and the Assessors differ in opinion the former shal I 
record his decision and attach thereto the Opinion of the Assessors; but the Presi¬ 
dent's decision shal! be the award of the Court. 

17. When a decision has been passed under Rules 15 and IS, an entry in accord¬ 
ance with such decision shall be made in the register under the signature of the 

Political Agent. . . „ 

18. An appeal against the award of the Court under RuIob 15 and 16 shall 

lie to the Agent to the Governor-General whoso decision shall be final. 

*18-A. All appeals preferred under rule 18 shall be submitted to the 
Political A< f ant against whose awards they nro made, with two spare copies of 
the memorandum of appeal and the authenticated copy of the award together 
with certified translations of all documents on which the suit was based or 
which are relied on in the appeal. 

P) On the consent of both parties any case may be referred to a Panehayat 
for settlement'. The award of the Panehayat shall be tiled before the Political 
Agent concerned and any objections which may be raised to the award by the 
parties within one month shall be heard and disposed of by the Court. 

20 No case in which Government or the Political Agency lias passed a final 
decision, or in which a settlement has been made with the free consent of both 
parties or by a Panehayat appointed by both parties, shall be re-opened. Pro¬ 
vided that If the previous order or award has left any point undetermined, such 
noint may be inquired into und er these rules to supply the defect. _... 

*Xnaorted by Agonoy Notification No* 3T* tbo SJHh July 
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2 1. The year 1850 shall be the limitation year for inquiries under these rules, 
and the status w& rights existing prior to that year shall not he disturbed. 

22 . In inquiries under these rules the Muluk Ski/em o t local usage mid the 
decisions of the Rajastlmriik Court in my similar eases shall be talo n into com 
wdemtiou as well as the general principles of equity and of the Law tit Evidence, 

23. All previous records relating to any case Tried under these rules may he 
admitted as evidence for what they are worth, 

24. Barristers, Advocates ami pleaders may be admitted to plead in inquiries 
held under these rules at the discretion of the Political Agent, but no fees will lie 
treated as costs in the case. 

Fees . 

25. The Court fees payable on the institution of a complaint under these rales 
will be calculated according to the rules of the Agency, and paid into the Con¬ 
sol hinted Fund. 

2G. It will be open to tile Court to adjudge costs in its decision on the termina¬ 
tion of the case* 

27. When a case is amicably settled before issues are framed, a refund of half 
the fees may be made at the discretion of the Court,

The Maamlut of the talook in question has been conferred on you for ten years 
on the terms above stated. You must accordingly pay the rent conformal ly to 
agreement. On the commencement of the eleventh year, you must, without, any 
hesitation on account of balances of revenues, advances of money, Sebundy charges, 
or any other circumstance, deliver over the whole talooka in a populous and well- 
cultivated state, and the city, the forts, thannahs, etc., with their stores, to what¬ 
ever Maamlufcdar may arrive with a Sunnutf from the Sircar, and this is guaranteed- 
by the Honorable Company, 

The Maamiut must be conducted according to this Sunnud containing fifteen 
Articles, and dated the 27t)i of JemmatJee-ool-Ahhir, corresponding with the 2nd 
October A.T). 1804.

15. Shippers will understand that accommodation at the Colas will only be 
obtainable if it can W provided without interfering with the warehousing of duti¬ 
able salt. 
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Ex-port of salt to forts outside of India. 

16. The export of Salt to ports outside of India shall he governed by the pfovi- 
sion 3 of Articles 6 to 8 of the Treaty of 1887, which are reproduced below for ready 
reference. 

Akticljs 6. 

The Government of Baroda wilt not permit any salt to be exported from 
itB possessions in Kathiawar to any foreign port outside of India, unless 
the vessel containing it ia bound direct for that port. 

Article 7. 

No vessel bound from the possessions of the Government of Baroda in 
Kathiawar to any port situated in British India, or a Native Indian State 
or any foreign European settlement in India, will be permitted to carry 
salt as sole cargo or as part of its cargo. 

Article 8. 

The Government of Baroda will bind the owner or captain of any vessel 
containing salt for exportation from its possessions in Kathiawar to any 
foreign port outside of India, not to touch on the voyage at any port in 
British India or a Native Indian State or a foreign European settlement 
in India, unless driven to it by stress of weather-, in which case he atoll be 
bound to give the earliest intimation of arrival to any British or Native 
officer reaiding at the port, and not to land any part of the salt contained 
in the vcshdI at such port. 

17. Full duty shall either be recovered, or its recovery secured by the State 
before shipment. If the recovery is secured the amount shall be payable to the 
Collector of Salt Revenue, Bombay, unless the security is discharged as provided 
in rule IE* within six months. 

18. The consignment atoll, in transit, be covered by a permit granted by 
an officer of the State duly empowered in this behalf, which shall specify the parti¬ 
culars laid down in section 31 (2) of the. Bombay Salt Act (Bombay Act No. II of 
1890}. A copy of the permit shall he sent to the Collector of Salt Revenue, 

Bombay. 

19. On receipt of an outturn certificate from the proper officer of Customs at 
the place of destination, the amount of duty shall be refunded to the exporter, 
subject to deduction of the amount, if any, by which the quantity landed falls 
short of 95 per cent, of the quantity shipped ; or if the exporter has given security 
his security shall be discharged to this extent. The form of report shall he the 
same as in rule 10, except that the quantity shall be given m tons avoirdupois. 
It will be the duty ol the State to arrange for this outturn report and the de¬ 
spatch, within four months of the date, of shipment, of a copy of it to the Collector 
of Salt Revenue, Bombay, together with duty on the amount, if any, by wluch 
the quantity of salt landed has fallen short of 95 per cent of the quantity shipped, 
it being presumed that the salt so short landed has passed into British India 
without payment of duty. 
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
